THE SENATE PASSES THE RIVER 


AND HARBOR BILi. 


Five Senators Only Stand by the Ac- 
tion of the Presidexr.t—The Extrav- 
agance and Waste of the Measure 
Given but Little Consideration—A 
* Robber Chorus ” from the House 
Watches the Vote and Listens to 
the Debate. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Senate has 
hastened to follow the lead of the House 
in overriding the President’s veto of the 
River and MHarbor bill. The vote was 
takn to-day on the proposition to pass the 
bill over the veto, and but five Senators— 
Hill, Smith, Vilas, Bate, and Chilton— 
arrayed themselves on the side of the Presi- 
dent. While the roll was being called and 
pending the announcement of the result, 


@ score or more members of the House who 
were interested in the outcome occupied the 
Space in the rear of the circle. One who 
Baw-the expectant look on their faces lik- 
ened them to the “ robber chorus.” 

. The speeches made by Vest, Sherman, Pet- 
‘Migrew, Hawley, and others in favor of the 
bill were barren of strong points. .The 
essence of the arguments was that the 
country would be benefited by the ex- 
penditure of the huge sums appropriated 
by the bill. 

Mr. Hill made an exceptionally able ad- 
dress in defense of the President’s position, 
presenting data bearing upon other vetoes 
of siver and harbor bills, and demonstrating 
clearly the justice of Executive objection 
to.the unlimited extension of the power 
of the Gcneral Government over internal 
improvements. Mr. Vilas also sustained the

ELEVATOR FELL 





Thirteen Persons Injured, While the 
Conductor Escapes Uninjured. 


BALTIMORE, June 3.—The passenger ele- 
vator of the Friedenwald Printing Compa- 
ny, Baltimore and Eutaw Streets, fell 
from the fourth floor to the basement this 
morning. Fourteen men and women were 
in the car as it shot down the shaft. The 
elevator conductor had a miraculous es- 
cape, coming out uninjured. The other thir- 
teen passengers were terribly injured, 
broken legs and arms being the fate of 
many. The injured are: 

BARRIS, DELLA, aged nincteen; head cut, 
body bruised. and both feet fractured.

The victims were taken to the Maryland 
University Hospital. They were all em- 
pioyed by the printing company, and were 
just going to their workrooms on the top 
floor to begin their day’s labors. As the 
ear reached the fourth floor a_ sharp, 
cracking noise was heard; then the car 
stopped, hung suspended for a second, ana 
then, with a fearful sound of rending steel 
as the cable strands gave way, dashed 
down like a cannon ball. When the ele- 
vator struck the basement floor it rebound- 
ed high in the shaft, and settled down 
with fourteen writhing persons piled to- 
gether in the bottom of the car. 





OHIO SILVER CONFERENCE. 


A Small Attendance and Little En- 
thusiasm, 


CoLuMBvus, Ohio, June 3.—The free-silver 
conference here to-day was not as largely 
attended as its projectors expected. The 
advocates of free silver who have not de- 
termined to leave their parties to secure 
unlimited coinage of silver, generally ig- 
nored the cail, so that only the radical wing 
of the silver party was represented. 

Henry T. Niles of Toledo, was Chairman, 
and E. D. Stark of Cleveland, who was the 
Popuiist candidate for Attorney General of 
the State two years ago, was Secretary. 
Gen. A, J. Warner,. President of the Na- 
tional Bimetallic League, was present and 
addressed the confererice upon the plans of 
the National silver convention, which is 
to be held at St. Louis July 23. He said he 
believed that the National Democratic Con- 
vention would adopt a free-silver platfcrm, 
and, if it did, it would not be necessary to 
hold the silver convention; but it would 
not do to presume that the convention 
would do this. 

Ex-Congressman Benjamin Butterworth 
of Cincinnati, E. J. Blandin of Cleveland, 
H. T. Niles of Toledo, and A. J. Warner 
were chosen delegates at large to the silver 
convention. A committee was appointed to 
select the district delegates,

leaving undischarged those made in the 
Legislative Appropriation bill. 

In conclusion, he said: ‘‘ We are going 
on too recklessly; and it is for that réasoh 


that I cannot bring myself to support this 
measure, which will impose such great ad- 
ditional burdens on the people of this coun- 
try at a time when a period of distress has 
left them less capable than at other times’ 
to sustain them.” 

Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.,) upheld the veto 
power against the criticisms upon it, and 
reminded the Democratic side of the cham- 
ber that President Jackson had inaugu- 
rated the vetoing of the River and Harbor 
bills, having in 1832 returned to Congress 
one with his objections, 

The last veto of a River and Harbor 
bill, Mr. Hill said, was by President Ar- 
thur, in 1882. apat bill appropriated over 
618,000,000, and Mr. Arthur’s principal ob- 
jection to it was that it contained appro- 
priations for purposes that were not for 
the common defense or general welfare, or 
that it did not promote commerce among’ 
the States. That veto was overruled in 
the House of Representatives by a vote of 
122 to 59 and in the Senate by a vote of 
41 to 16. The veto now under considera- 
tion, Mr. Hill said, was based on the 
grounds of expediency, laying stress on the 
enormous amounts to be expended now and 
in the immediate future. 

After a painstaking consideration of the 
whole measure—more careful and extensive 
than most Senators could have given to it— 
the President refused to approve the bill, 
and he (Mr. Hill) thought that the Presi- 
fent’s action should be sustained rather 
than overruled. As one who had voted 
against the bill on its original passage, 
the message had confirmed his belief in ils 
undesirability as a whole. He regretted 
that the Constitution did not give the 
President power to veto partiaular items 
in the bill. Such a power had existed for 
many years in New-York and many other 
States, and there was no disposition there 
@o abandon it. He introduced a joint reso- 
lution, proposing an amendment tft the 
Constitution giving the President tlie pow- 
er to veto items in an appropriation bill. 
tt was read and laid on the table. 





TILLMAN LOOSE AGAIN, 


imsinuates that Senators Are Inter- 
ested in Armor Plate Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The conference re- 
port (partial) on the Naval Appropriation 
bill was presented to the Senate to-day by 
Mr. Hale, (Rep., Me.,) who explained that 
the only matters still unadjusted had ref- 
erence to the number of new battleships, 
eertain provisions in regard to their con- 
struction, and the places where they are to 
be built—all being involved in the question 
of mumbezr The only other question re- 
maining open was as to the price of armor 
plate for the contemplated ships. 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) said that he 
did not regard the question between two 
battleships and four battleships as of great 
importance. He himself was in fayor of 
four, although the Senator from ‘Texas, 
who was such a friend of struggling Cuba, 
had voted for only two. He would not 
charge the Senator with inconsistency in 
doing so. 

“If the Senator from New-Hampshire,” 
Mr. Millis interposed, “will give. me any 


guarantee that these vessels shall be used 
in aid of the antepen tenes of Cuba I will 
vote for four, or five, or six battleships.’ 
Mr. Chandler said, in view of the fact 
that the Bethlehem Works contracted to 
supply armor for other countries at $300 a 
ton, the Committee on Naval Affairs had 
recommended that unless the Secretary of 
the Navy could make a contract for the 
armor for those ships at an average price 
$350—instead of $ no contract should

TROUBLES OF J. B. BREWSTER & CO. 








Their Assignment Vacated on the 
Ground that Fraud Was Intended. 


Justice Truax of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday vacated the assignment made by 
J. B. Brewster & Co., carriage manufact- 
urers, on the ground that it was executed 
with intent to defraud creditors. 

The Justice also set aside mortgages, 
transfers of property, and bills of sale exe- 
cuted several months before the making 
of the assignment on Oct. 11, 1895, and he 
directed that an accounting be made and a 
receiver appointed for the property. Judg- 


ments are held by the Home Bank, the 
National Broadway Bank, and the Fifth 
National Bank against the firm. 

It was held by Justice Truax that when 
the defendant firm incurred its indebted- 
ness to the plaintiffs it was hopelessly in- 
solvent, and that the transfer was fraud- 
ulent. He said that the firm’s officers had 
been guilty of neglect of duty when they 
knew the concern was insolvent and took 
no measures to secure a distribution of the 
firm’s assets among all the creditors. 





The Erie Canal in Bad Shape. 


BUFFALO, June 3.—The Times says the Buffalo 
Division of the Erie Canal is in bad shape, and 
boats are aground daily. The water in many 
places is only five feet deep, whereas the law 
calis for seven feet. At other places large rocks 
obstruct the passage, and at still others the bot- 
tom is full of stumps with which the boats collide 
during low water. In fact, boatmen say the 
canal is in poor Condition all the way to Albany. 
Another trouble the boatmen complain of is 
that they are bothered by bicyclists. Capt. Mc- 
Cormick claims that they frighten the mules, 
and that atleast one team has been drowned by 
reason of this. He believes that wheelmen 
should be excluded from the towpath, and its 
use confined to canal business, 





Lawyer S. J. Stilwell Suspended. 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., June 3.—Word was 
geceived here to-day that the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, had handed 
down a decision in the case of Kain against 
Stilwell, finding Mr. Stilwell guilty of miscon- 
duct as an officer of the court and suspending 
him from practice for six months. The charges 
on which the decision was rengered were insti- 
tuted against Mr. Stilwell six mdnths ago by Ed- 
ward Kain. Stephen J. Stilwell has been a 
prominent lawyer and politician in Mount Vernon 
for many years. He is a member of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee and belongs to several 
secret orders.

Detective McVey of the Thirtleth Street Sta- 
tion yesterday discovered two diamond rings, a 
marquise ring, and a solid circlet, valued at 
$800, in the pawn shop of W. A. Glover of 102 
West Thirty-eighth Street, which were stolen 
from Mrs. Camille Morell of 154 West Forty- 
first Street, on May 7. 

Samuel J. Verona, who was charged with the 
theft of the rings from Mrs. Morell, is now on 
trial in the Court of General Sessions, Part I. 
Detective McVey will attempt to identify Verona 
as the person who pawned the rings at Glover's 
place. . :

TEMPER IN POLICE BOARD 





WARM TALK BETWEEN COMMISSION- 


ERS PARKER AND ROOSEVELT. 





Brought About. by Col. Grant’s Pro- 
posed Rules for Promotions—Mr. 
Parker Intimates that the Board’s 
President Has the Reputation of 
Being a Tyrant—The Latter Sug- 

- wests that His Colleague Show a 
Desire for Harmony, 


Since Commissioners Roosevelt and Par- 
ker took radically opposite positions on 
questions of promotions in the police force 
the meetings of the Police Board have 
often been marked by scenes of excitement, 
but at no previous session was so much 
temper shown as was exhibited at the 
meeting yesterday. 

As has been the case heretofore, Com- 


missioners Roosevelt and Parker took the 
leading parts in the controversy, which 
was, as usual, over the long-delayed pro- 
motions in the department. 

The trouble was precipitated by the pres- 
entation by Commissioner Grant of a series 
of rules to govern examimations and pro- 
motions. These rules were formulated 
with the hone of bringing the differing 
Commissioners into accord, but it appears 
to have resulted in widening the breach 
between them, 


Before the discussion was over Mr. 


Roosevelt said Mr. Parker should show a 
disposition to work in harmony with his 
colleagues, and Mr. Parker intimated that 
Mr. Roosevelt has the reputation of being 
a tyrant. . 

,In presenting the rules, Col. Grant said 
that he had spent some time in formulat- 
ing them, that he presented them as a 
“treaty of peace” and hoped that they 
would be accepted as such. The proposed 
rules read as follows: 


Promotions in the uniformed force of the Police 
Department shall be made as follows: 

first—Application for promotion shall be made 
upén blank forms provided for that purpose, and 
must’ be filed with the Police Civil Service Board 
in complete and appioved form ten days prior to 
any examination of the applicant. 

Second—Examinations tor promotion shall be 
held whenever the needs of the service require. 

Ynird—Promotion may be made to the rank of 
Chief of Police from Deputy Chief, Inspector, or 
Captain; to Deputy Chief from Inspector or Cap- 
tain; to Inspector from Captain; to Captein from 
Sergeant; to Sergeant from Patrolman assigned 
to duty as Roundsman. 

Fourth—Whenever it is desired to fill a vacancy 
in any of the grades reie::ed to in Paragraph 3, 
the Board of Police sha:! cause the fact tw be 
communicated by general order to ail officers be- 
longing to’the rank or ranks from which the 
promotion may be legally made at least twenty 
Gays before the vacancy or vacancies are to be 
filled. 

Fitth—All examinations for promotion will be 
upon the following subjects: (a) Efficiency to beara 
relative welghts of 65 per cent.; (b) competition 
tests to bear a relative weight of 35 per cent. 

Sixth—The efiiciency rating shall be deter- 
mined by the meritorious services, the depart- 
ment record, and the personal bearing and trust- 
worthiness of each applicant. This shall be 
ascertained as follows: Ten days prior to the 
competitive test it shall be the duty of the 
Civil Service Board to transmit to each Police 
Commissioner a department list of the applicants 
for examination. Thereupon each of the said 
Commissioners shall summon each of the said 
applicants to appear personally before him, with 
his application, upon which will appear his de- 
partment record. As the result of the said in- 
terview, each of the Commissioners wiil separate- 
ly make at once an efficiency grade for each ap- 


-plicant- so appearing before him; and place it_ 


opposite the applicant’s name on the list. To 
arrive. at sueh a grade each Commissioner 
will, on a basi8 of 100, representing the max- 
imum~-worth, grade the applicant on (a) his 
persbhnal bearing and trustworthiness, (b) his 
department record, (c) his meritorious services. 
The average of the three marks thus given 
will represent the -Commissioner’s. estimate of 
the applicant’s efficiency. Prior to the com- 
petitive examination, the Board of Police shall 
meet, and,’ after comparing the merit marks 
accorded. to: each competitor by each individual 
the board shall agree upon the 
final efficiency mark for each competitor. The 
board shall transmit to the civil service exam- 
iners the list of competitors, with the final 
rating given to each 

Seventh—The competitive tests shall beas follows 
forthevarious ranks; all competitive tests shall be 
written, and shall be made under the direction 
of the Civil Service Board. The subject of 
examination shall be: 

Chief, Deputy Chief, and Inspectors examina- 
tion; (a) Rules and regulations of the Police 
Department; (b) laws of the State of New-York 
pertaining to police duties; (c) ordinances of the 
City of New-York; (d) military tactics and ma- 
noeuvres. 

Captains’ examination’ This examination shall 
embrace report writing in addition to the sub- 
jects of the preceding examination. 

Sergeants’ examination: This examination shall 
include orthography, report writing, and arith- 
metical tests. . 

The relative weights of the subjects in the 
examination’ shall be determined by the Civil 
Service Board. 

Eighth—As soon as practicable after a competitive 
examination, the papers of the competitors shall 
be marked and their general average computed. 
The names of those competitors who attained a 
general average of 75 per cent. and an average 
on the competitive tests of not less than 50 per 
cent. shall be entered upon a register in the 
exact order of their general averages. This regis- 
ter shall be known as the register of eligibles 
for that rank. 

Ninth—Immediately upon the establishment of 
the register of eligibles for any rank, the Board of 
Police Commissioners shall, upon a printed form, 
request of the Civil Service Board to certify the 
names of the eligibles in that rank highest in 
general average. This request shall state the rank 
of the vacancy to be filled. Upon immediate re- 
ceipt of said request, the Civil Service Board 
shall certify the name of the person highest on 
the register of eligibles for the rank in which 
the vacancy exists. The Police Board will then 
appoint the person whose name is so certified to 
fill the vacancy, and shall report said selection 
and appointment to the Civil rvice Board. This 
process shall continue until the eligible list is 
exhausted or all the vacancies are filled. 

Tenth—Whenever all the vacancies in any rank 
have been filled, all registers of eligibles for 
that rank shall become ipso facto null and void. 

Eleventh—All promotions shall be absolute and 
no probationary period of service shall be required 
of any eligible who has been certified. 

Twelfth—Honorably discharged soldiers and sail- 
ors of the United States Army or Navy who 
served during the late civil war shafl be first re- 
corded on the eligible list, provided they attain 
the averages required by Paragraph 8 - 

The Commissioners listened attentively to 
the reading of the rules, and when this 
work was finished Commissioner Andrews 
said that the difficulty in making promo- 
tions had been due, in his opinion, to the 
failure to carry out the existing rules and 
methods. 

Commissioner Parker said that he was 
opposed to certain of the rules suggested 
by Commissioner Grant. They required 
careful consideration and amendment, he 
declared. In relation to the delay in mak. 
ing promotions, Mr. Parker said: 


Let me say a word which will make clear my 
position. When the eligible lists for Inspectors, 
Captains, and Sergeants were in: existence, we 
had almost exhausted the eligible list for Ser- 
geant. We had exhausted the eligible list for 
Captain in this sense—that we had appointed 
much the greater portion of the eligible men 
for Captain, and the remainder of the list we 
had made Acting Captains of upon the under- 
standing, which | think was unanimous, that if 
anybody thought that some of those Acting Cap- 
tains did not have experience enough, it would 
be well to try them a little while longer. 

Upon the list for Captains I did not feel that 
I could give my vote for two. As to one, upon in- 
vestigation, I signified that I could not substan- 
tiate what stories I had heard; as to the other, 
I not only did substantiate the reports, but the 
man admitted them to me, and, I believe, it be- 
came—I thinks it was not at first—the opinion 
of the board, on the whole, that from what had 
been learned of that man it would not have 
been desirable to have made him Captain. 

On the list of Inspectors were evee? one of 
them, a veteran, was promoted. The other two 
I did net feel I could vote for. The question was 
never brought up in the board, but I signified 
my feeling in a meeting in my room—an informal 
meeting. It was an informal meeting. The 
Chief of Police did not make any permanent 
recommendation as to either of these two candi- 
dates for Inspectors, and, lacking that, as the 
law contemplated, the promotions could not be 
made in those two cases, although the matter 
was never brought to a vote in the board. i 

Thereafter, unforeseen by me and without any 
wish of the kind upon my part, a motion was in- 
troduced by Commissioner Andrews to abolish 
all the existing eligible lists for promotions, 
which swept at once off those lists all the candi- 
dates for Sergeants, for Captains, and for In- 
spectors.

DR. WILLARD PARKER ASSIGNS. 





His Embarrassment Said to be Tem- 
porary and Due to Loans. 


Dr. Willard Parker of 55 Fifth Avenue, 
whose father, the late Dr. Willard Parker, 
endowed the hospital in this city bearing 
his name, made an assignment yesterday to 
Charles H. Demeritt of 146 Broadway, giv- 
ing a preference to Mrs. Mary A. Parker 
of New-Canaan, Conn., for $9,000.

Parker’s attorney and friend for many 
years, said yesterday that Dr. Parker did 
not make the assignment to avoid paying 
his debts, but took the only course an hon- 
orable man could for the benefit of his 
creditors by turning over everything he has 
to the assignee. He has an interest in con- 
siderable real estate left by his father, but 
cannot convert it into money, as his 
mother has the benefit of it as long as she 
lives. Much of the money he has bor- 
rowed in order to help others has not been 
repaid to him He is unable to make this 
money good to his creditors at present, but 
there is no doubt whatever that he has 
enough assets to pay every one in full. 
Mr. Van Sinderen could not state the 
amount of the liabilities. 

-Mr. Demeritt, the assignee, also said that 
Dr. Parker had been too liberal in helping 
his friends. He said he could not state

Trading in silver certif- 
icates in the Stock Exchange was one of 
the features of the day, and’ the price ad- 
vanced from 69 to 69% At the close of 
business in the Exchange 69 was bid and 
6914 was asked. The aggregate sales for the 
day were 140,000 ounces, which is the high- 
est record for more than a year. Clark, 
Dodge & Co. were large sellers, and Zim- 


merman & Co. were the principal buyers. © 

There are now on deposit in the Mercantile 
Trust Company only 42,000 ounces of silver 
which. represent outstanding certificates. 
Deliveries on yesterday’s sales will conse- 
quently be principally of the actual metal, 
unless there should be additional deposits 
of silver with the trust company in ex- 
change for certificates. 

The activity in silver just now is attribu- 
table to a variety of causes, partly polit- 
ical and partly commercial. There is a 
steadily increasing demand for American 
silver in France and Spain: The French 
mints have the reputation of coining gold 
and silver at less cost than any other mints 
in the world. Large shipments of silver 
to France are now being made to enable 
the mints to fulfill a contract with Russia 
to_coin 25,000,000 rubles. ‘ 

Spain is using a great deal of silver just 
now in the production of subsidiary coin 
for use in paying its army in Cuba.

KENTUCKY FREE-COINAGE MEN 1G- 
NORE ALL OTHER DEMOCRATS. 





Blackburn Idolized While the Names 
of President Cleveland and Sec- 
retary Carlisle Are Hooted—Only 
Two Sound-Money Delegates Are 
Permitted to Go to the Chicago 
Convention—A Turbulent Gather- 
ing at Lexington. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., June 3.—This was a day 
of triumph for Senator Blackburn and 
the free-silver element of the Blue Grass 
Democracy. The white-metal advocates 
outnumbered their opponents in the State 
Convention three to one. They were not 
disposed to be magnanimous, and, despite 
the pacific advice of Senator Blackburn, 
the gold men were shown scant courtesy. 


State Chairman Charles R. Long was the 
first to experience the ill-will of the silver- 
ites. In closing his address on calling the 
convention to order, he said: ‘* Grover 
Cleveland stands to-day as the equal in 
devotion to the best interests of our Gov- 
ernment and faithful service of any Pres- 
ident that has preceded him. The country 
is: indebted to the Democratic Party for 
his election, and I doubt not that the con- 
vention will give him their votes.”’ 

This was the Mgnal for a scene. The sil- 
ver delegates yelled and shouted and cre- 
ated such a disturbance that the Chairman 
could scarcely proceed, and when he said: 
“John G. Carlisle stands before’ the 
American people as one of the purest and 
ablest statesmen” they drowned his voice 
with hoots and yells. 

Nominations for temporary Chairman be- 
ing in order, John S. Rhea, for the silver 
men, presented the name of Charles J. 
Bronston for temporary Chairman, and Col.» 
Bennett H. Young (gold), nominated Judge 
Alexander P. Humphreys. He could 
scarcely be heard, and the Chairman re- 
buked the delegates for their discourtesy. 

Bronston won by a big majority. The 
vote, which shows the strength of silver in 
the convention, was: Bronston, 691; Hum- 
phreys, 206. 

Mr. Bronston addressed the convention 
and after he had finished his address John 


S. Rhea made a three-minute speech coun- 
seling harmony. Then Senator Blackburn 
appeared on the platform. ‘The delegation 
rose as one man, waved their hats, um- 
brellas, and kerchiefs, or whatever else 
they had handy, and cheered for several 
minutes before they would allow him to 
speak. 

The Senator told of his years of service 
to the party and said that, while he had 
suffered. much at the hands of Democrats 
who opposed the policy he advocated, he 
bore them no ill will and had no animosity 
against those who had fought him so bitter- 
ly. He cGunseled harmony and urged his 
enthusiastic friends to be generous in this, 
the hour of their victory, and unite with 
the opposition, but without surrendering 
any of the principles for which they had 
fought so brav@y. 

After the appointment of the committees 
the cenvention took a recess until 8 P. M. 

The Committee on Credentials not being 
ready to-report when ‘the convention reas- 
sembled, the other committees could not 
Organization Committee also had a 
great 4d ‘of work to do in thoroughly re- 
creenising the party machinery of the 
State .and could not report. to-night, and 
the convention adjourned until 10 A. M. to- 
morrow.

The opinion of the silver leaders regarding 
the platform is that they should be tem- 
perate in regard to all enemies of the 16-to- 
1 idea. It will declare for free silver at 16 
to 1, and the names of President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle will not be men- 
tioned. It will express disapproval of the 
construction placed on the 1892 platform 
by the Administration. The five men who 
aia not vote for Senator Blackburn in the 
last Legislature will not be mentioned by 
name. 

The resolutions wiil say that ‘all Demo- 
ecrats should stand by the action of the 
majority, and will express disapproval of 
the action of those in the Legislature 
who did not abide by the decision of the 
Democratic caucus. Blackburn will, ot 
course, be declared. to be still the nomi-

KANSAS FOR SILVER. 


Delegates Bound Not to Vote for a 
Sound-Money Man. 


TopeKA, Kan., June 3.—The Kansas Dem- 
ocrats to-day elected a delegation to the 
National Convention and bound them to 
vote for no Presidential candidate who was 
not unequivocally for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

The platform adopted commended the Ad- 
ministration in so far as regards Cleveland's 
vigorous foreign policy, his efforts for tariff 
reform, his firm stand toward Spain, and 
the Americans held in Cuban prisons. 

“ But,” said Chairman Blair, in submit- 
ting his report, ‘‘ the committee differs to- 
tally and radically with the President on 
the all-absorbing question of finance, and 
therefore resolve that we demand the frea 
and unlimited coinage of both gold and sil- 
ver at a ratio of 16 to 1, without any effort 
toward international agreement, believing 
this great country capable of taking care 
of itself.’’ 

The resolutions provided that the dele- 
gates to the National Convention be in- 
structed to vote for no man for the Presi- 
dential nomination not holding well-known 
views favoring free silver. 

Cc. Johnson of Peabody was elected Na- 
tional Committeeman.

FREE SILVER IN CONTROL. 


Will Send a Solid Delegation from 
Virginia to Chicago. 


STAUNTON, Va., June 3.—The Democratic 
State Convention which will assemble here 
to-morrow will be overwhelmingly for free 
silver. Congressman Peter J. Otey of 
Lynchburg, the Chairman of the Virginia 
Silver Committee, who is here, claims that 
the free-silver men will have all ten of the 
Congressional districts, and will, therefore, 
choose a solid delegation to the Chicago 
Convention. This seems to be practically, 
if not literally, correct. , 

The adoption of the unit rule, the control 
of the party organization, and the selection 
of Electors seem to be the only questions 
which are not pretty well disposed of al- 
ready. A notice signed by Chairman Otey 
has been distributed among the free-silver 
delegates in which that side is advised to 
elect the members of the State and Dis- 
trict Committees, and all ten of the Elect- 
ors. There is, however, opposition even 
among the free silverites, to the adoption of 
this programme. 

The conservative sentiment is to make an 
equal division of Electors and members of 
the committee between the silver and gold 


men. 

There is a division of sentiment upon the 
question of carrying\out the unit rule. It 
is believed it may be adopted in some very 
modified form. 





ECKELS FOR GOVERNOR. 





The Controller May Be Asked to Lead 
Illinois Sound-Money Democrats. 


CuIcaago, June 3.—On accouht of advancing 
years and increasing infirmities, Senator 
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the Sound-Money Democracy for Governor 
of Illinois. News of his declination reached 
Chicago yesterday, and a boom was at 
once started in favor of the nomination of 
James H. E¢ckels of Ottawa for Governor on 
the sound-money Democratic ticket. Mr. 
Eckels holds the office of Controller of the 
Currency, but it is believed he would resign 
that post in order to make the race for 
Governor of Illinois as the candidate of the 
honest-money Democracy. :

‘“*T am satisfied that he would poll a very 
large vote, and i think there would be a 
chance of his election. However, the ques- 
tion of electing anybody is not of great im- 
portance just now. The > Seen of saving 
the Democratic Party from disgrace is 
much more important than the success of 
any candidate.”’ . 





EX-GOV. FLOWER HOPEFUL. 





Thinks the Chicago Convention Will 
Speak for Sound Money. 


CHICAGO, June 3.—Ex-Gov. Flower of 
New-York is in Chicago, accompanied by 
his wife. He will remain until the end of 
the week. He is firmly of the opinion that 
the National Democratic Convention will 
adopt a sound-money platform. 

**IT do not think the silver men will con- 
trol the convention,” Gov. Flower said; 
“nor do I believe the two-thirds rule will 
be repealed. It should not be abrogated, 
and I will never vote to have it abolished. 
The prospects of a Democratic victory 
this year are not very encouraging, and 
I do not expect to see a scramble for the 
Presidential nomination. The party prob- 
ably’ will have to draft the candidate 
this year, because there will be nobody 
seeking the nomination, unless the situa- 


tion shall change materially before the 
convention. I think many of the Demo- 
crats who are now supporting free silver 
really are not in favor of a depreciated 
currency. It looks to me as if there are 
a good many people in the free-silver move- 
ment who are trying to get even with 
somebody. I do not believe the delegates 
from the Southern States will antagonize 
the Northern and Eastern Democrats on 
the money question. It is a minor ques- 
tion with the people of the South. 

“Tf they ask to have a frye eb adopted 
declaring for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of Siiver at 16 to 1, they will be told, 
and they will know, that it will mean that 
the Democrats cannot carry a single North. 
ern State. They will know that with such 
a platform adopted by the Democrats, Mc- 
Kinley will be nominated and elected, as at 
least twenty-five States with Republican 
majorities will have delegates at St. Louis 
in favor of a sound-money platform, and 
they will be States that control a majority 
of the Electoral votes. The Southern men 
will be told that they can have the silver 
platform, if they desire, with all its con- 
sequences, or that they may adopt a sound 
plank on the currency question, and try to 
carry New-York, New-Jersey, Connecticut, 
and Indiana. They will be told, as they 
know now, that the McKinley tariff law 
had a hundred force bills init. What can 
they expect when McKinley himself is 
President? 

‘“‘Personally, I believe that the Southern 
Democrats fear negro domination more 
than anything else. They know if the Re- 
publican Party obtains power a force Dill 
is certain to be passed. They will place 
the issue of home rule above the currency 
question, as they have in the past made 
the tariff question subordinate to that is- 
sue. There are many protectionists among 
the Southern Democrats, but they have 
never failed when their homes were in 
danger to stand solid in: support of the 
Democratic ticket. It is the duty of every 
Democrat who'has any influence to exert 
it at Chicago in favor of the proposition 
that the Government shall not issue one 
dollar in currency that will not be re. 
deemed in the best money that is issued. 
In other words, it is the duty of every 
Democrat who wishes to see the credit of 
the Nation preserved to insist upon the 
maintenance of the present gold standard.” 

Gov. Flower said that the Democrats of 
New-York would adopt a sound-money 
platform, and elect a sound-money delega- 
tion to the National Convention at their 
State Convention, which will be held June 


24.

Mr. Rhind failed to make the trade, hows 
ever, and in October surrendered his ops 
tion. Then Gov. Tillman and Treasureg 
Bates took a turn at it. They visited New= 
York and roamed through Wall Street. 
On returning home, they declared that a 4 
per cent. South Carolina bond would not 
sell even at 95, attributing the State’s poon 
credit to the course of Charleston bankers 
and other political opponents of the State 
administraion. 

Mr. Rhind again was called in to taka 
the job in November, 1892. He managed ta} 
interest a New-York broker in it, after hav- 
ing exhausted all his own efforts and ins 
fluence. And here the curious fact may be 
noted that Mr. Rhind testified that he at 
first did not approach this broker on the 
subject, although making headquarters ini 
his office, regarding him as too small ap 
operator to undertake so big a trade. Yet 
this broker is rated high in the reports, 
while Mr. Rhind, who controlled the op- 
tion, and was trying to use it, is not rated 
at all. 

With the assistance of the New-York man 
@ syndicate was formed, headed by the late 
F. O. French of the Manhattan Trust Com< 
pany, which agreed to take $5,250,000 of 
44% per cent. South Carolina bands on @ 
nominal basis of par flat. This arrange~ 
ment fell through when Mr. French died. 


A New Refunding Bill. 


The New-York broker then enlisted the 
aid of a Richmond broker, and the two 
again went to work, the Legislature having 
met in the meantime and started its ma- 
chinery to pass a new refunding bill, which, 
it now appears, by the evidence of the per= 
sons interested, was suggested by the 
brokers, through Rhind, to Tillman and 

s. Mr. Evans was not only the Ad- 
at representative and leader in 
the Legislature, but he was at the same 
time the attorney of Rhind, having been 
engaged in that capacity, according to his 
own sworn statement, when Rhind was ap- 

ted fiscal agent. 
Pee is, therefore, established by undoubted 
and unchallenged testimony that Gov. Till- 
man not only let out the job of selling the 
bonds of his own State exclusively to one 
man months before the time of sale, but 
permitted brokers in Wall Street and else- 
where to dictate legislation to his Legislat- 
ure and allowed a paid attorney of the pur- 
chasing parties to construct and steer 
through. the Legislature the act under 
which the bonds were to be issued. 
A Liberal Bonus. 

The act provided for $5,250,000 4% per 
cent. bonds, to run twenty and forty years. 
These bonds were to be dated and issued 
July 1, 1893, but they were to begin to bear 
interest as from Jan. 1, 1893. In other 
words, a bonus of six months’ interest, oF 
2% per cent., amounting to $118,000, was 
offered to whoever would take the bonds 
and pay dollar for dollar for them. 

The syndicate organized by the New- 
York and Richmond brokers agreed to take 
the bonds at par and to accept three- 
fourths of 1 per cent. of the bonus, amount- 
ing to $39,000, making the net cost of the 
bonds to its members about 99%. The re- 
maining 144 per cent., or $78,000, ostensibly 
went to Mr. Rhind, the man who had beem 
chosen by Mr. Evans, the Administration 
leader in the Legislature; the man who ha 
employed Mr. Kvans and Major W. 
Gary.. Mr. Evans’s uncle, as his attorneys, 
and who had the ry orm on the entire bond 
issue before it had been provided for by the 
Legislature. 

it. does not appear that Mr. Rhind took 
any active part in the organization of the 
syndicate. it is in evidence that he bor- 
row $500 from the New-York broker, 
with which to meet his traveling expenses. 
There is nothing in the testimony to show 
what services Major Gary, who is a citizen 
of Georgia, performed, but the sworn statee 
ments show that he was paid $1,000. Gov. 
Evans, who was supposed by people im 
South Carolina to be acting in the interest 
of the State, testifies that he came North 
in Mr. Rhind’s behalf, and, after the squab- 
ble over the division ‘of the commission 
arose, urged on the members of the syn- 
dicate the propriety and justice of allowing 
Mr. Rhind to receive his share, then: tied 
up in the Baltimore Trust Company .by 
litigation.

The impression given to the persons most 
actively engaged in behalf of the syndicate 
at the time is clearly set forth in the testi- 
mony. Certain members of the syndicate 
expressed curiosity and interest, natural, 
perhaps, jn the circumstances. They in- 
quired why it was that of $118,000 bonus 
offered by the State to purchasers of the 
bonds, only $39,509 was available for the 
actuel purchasers who were to furnish the 
money, while $78,700 was to go to Mr. 
Rhind, who was furnishing no money and 
apparently taking no active part in the 
alcker. fhe Richmond broker told them he 
understuoa—presumably from Mir. Rhind— 
that the bulk of that sum was to “be di- 
vided among parties in South Carolina who 
had political infiuence.’’ The New-York 
broker, who was in close association with 
Mr. Rhind, and whose opportunities for 
knowledge were best of all, replied that they 
“would better not investigate that; that it 
was to go to people who would better not 
be known.” 

It reads that way in the testimony as 
taken. 

When Mr. Rhind was on the stand, he 
Was not pressed regarding his use of his 
part of the bonus, and offered no explana- 
tion. 

Where Did the Money Gof 

Tt is not in evidence in this case, but it 
is a fact cepable cf easy and direct -proof, 
that Mr. Rhind, while holding the option on 
the bond issue and endeavoring to induce 
the formation of a syndicate to take it, 
Stated that he would not get more than 
enough from it to pay for his time and ex- 
penses. It is also true that members of 
tne syndicate who were willing to deal di- 
reclly with the State and take the bonds 
for a commission of three-fourths of 1 per 
cent. were officially informed that no propo- 
sitions could be considered unless they were 
sent through Mr. Rhind—that not even an 
offer of par net. without any commission, 
would be considered, although at that very 
time Mr. Rhind was demanding a 24 per 
cent. commission. 

When the 
bonus of $78,000, the New-York man took 
$20,000 and the Richmond man $5,000, for 
Special services und expenses. Mr. Rhind 
got $48.500, and Major Gary $1,000. A pe- 
culiar and perhaps significant. circumstance 
is that Mr Rhind took his $48,000, not in 
one draft on the Baltimoré Trust Company, 
but in three separate drafts, all payable the 
Same day—one. for $25,000, one for $9,000, 
and one for $14,500. 


The Record. 


To sum up, according to the sworn evi- 
dence on record: 

Mr. Rhind, who has no special promi- 
mence or standing in business circles, and 
who was not a citizen or resident of South 
Carolina, was approached by the present 
Governor, Evans, then the recognized ad- 
ministration leader in the Legislature. 

He was given by Gov. Tillman and Treas- 
urer Bates an exclusive option to place 
$6,000,000 4 per cents at a commission of 5 
per cent. fourteen months before the time 
for the bonds to be issued. 

He failed to effect this, and Gov. Tillman 
declared that. after a personal visit to 
New-York, he became convinced that a 4 
per cent. bond could not be placed. The 
Governor again gave an exclusive option 
to Rhind to place a 4% per cent. loan. The 
syndicate formed to take this fell to pieces. 
For the third time Mr. Rhind was given 
the exclusive option, 

The men who composed the syndicate 
yat $59,000, or three-quarters of 1 per eent. 

he men who organized the syndicate got 
from Rhind $25,000, of less than one-half 
of 1 per cent. Mr. Rhind realized $49,000, 
or nearly 1 per cent., on the option given 
him long in advance of the time for plac- 
ing the loan. So far as that part of it is 
concerned, st appears to have been a freé 
gift from the State of South Carolina to a 
chosén citizen of. Georgia, who employed 
the present Gov. Evans and his uncle as 
his attorneys, 

The $2,000 and odd paid Treasurer Bates 
by the syndicate is said here to have been 
for Services in removing the money sent 
by the syndicate from Charleston to Co- 
lumbia. 


Tillman Would Take Silver. 


Gov. Tillman demanded that the syndl- 
eate pay for its bonds in currency in Co- 
lumbia. That was in June, 1898, just about 
the time of the panic, and it was repre- 
sented to him that the currency could not 
be obtained, except in silver, which wouit 
load six freight cars. He replied with the 
declaration that the six cars should be 
delivered to him at the State line, and that 
he would order out the troops to escort it 
to Columbia. 

** By he exclaimed to thé banker 
who was negotiating with im; “ you can’t 
scare me by threatening to pay in silver.” 
But he was finally pacifie and induced to 
accept exchange on Charleston. 

It is possible that the continued employ- 
ment of Mr, Rhind and the renewals of the 
exclusive option to him were the results 
of the confidence he inspired in his ability, 
and that his forty-nine-thousand-dollar 
cgmmission is his exclusively, not to be 
shared with anybody. It is also possible 
that the duties of Mr. Evans, now Govern- 
or, as attorney for Mr. Rhind did not 
interfere with or affect his actions and 
course in the Legislature, and that he could 
and did separate his private interésts and 
his public duties entirely. It is further 
possible that State Treasurer Bates earned 
the $2,000 paid him by the syndicate fairly 
and fully. In the language of Marc An- 
tony, they are “all honorable men.”’ 

It is not possible, however, for Tillman 
and his followers, in view of this trans- 
action, with any consistency to ¢éontinue 
to accuse the President and Sécretary Car- 
lisie of mismanagement, waste, favorit. 
ism, or worse, or to denounce with horror 
the idea of attorneys or members of trusts, 
corporations, and syndicatés sitting in Con- 
eress. 


RAINES BALLOT BILL CONDEMNED. 





Trustees of City Club Make Report on 
Work Before Legislature. 


The City Club last night listened to a re- 
port from its rustees on the work of the 
club during the past Winter with the law- 
makers at Albany. The meeting was the 
fitst held under a new provision of the 
elub’s @onstitution, which requires four 
meetings each year in addition to those 
previously prescribed. , 

The report gave a summary of the efforts 
of the Committee on Legislation to secure 
the passage of the Wray Greater New- 


York. bill, and criticised the Raines Bal- 
lot bill, which has recently become a law. 
Of this the Trustees said: 


It constitutes an entirely new election code, re- 
pealing the old law upon the subject. By vari- 
ous devices it makes the nomination difficult, 
and the election almost impossible, of any except 
machipe candidates. The effect of the bill will 
be further to consolidate political power in the 
hands of the party bosses, and to rob the in- 
dependent voter of his right to organized re- 
volt at the ballot box. * * * It js the open 
acknowledgment on the part of both machines 
that their interests are common, and are op- 

osed to the interests of the mass of the cit- 
zens. 

The bosses of both parties have found this 
out, and have endeavored to perpetuate their 
power by enacting a jaw that shall make the 
machines all powerful on election day, as well 
as in the party conventions. 

The report discussed at some length the 
school bill which has become aw law. The 
Original bill introduced by Senator Payey 
was drawn and indorsed by the club’s Com- 
mittee on Legislation. The compromise bili 
which was passed was ieely commended 
in the Trustees’ report, which spoke of it 
as “one of the most important measures 
of the generation.” 

Announcement was made that the Com- 
mittee on Legislation has named a gsub- 
committee to report on a draft of a Con- 

onal amendment relating to street 
way franchises in cities; also to report 
bills 6n civil service, corrupt 
ces, and the heights of buildings.

SOME OF MR. JASPER’S IDEAS IN 
| VIEW OF THE NEW LAW. 


The Superintendent Has Something to 
Say About Kindergartens, Manual 
Training, Size of Classes, and 
Courses of Study to the Board of 
Eduacation—Clerk Me uallin and 
Superintendent of Buildings Sny- 
der Are Again Elected. 


At the méeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion yesterday a communication was re- 
ceived from City Superintendent John Jas- 
per which, just before the close of the 
session, was referred to the Committee on 
Instruction. 

Mr. Jasper found it opportune to thank 


a 
the board for continuation of confidence 
manifested in what he termed his “ ré-elec- 
tion,” and said he felt that he voiced 
the determination of his associates as well 
as. himself in giving assurance that the 
provisions of the new law would be carried 
out with as much loyalty and zeal as were 
‘ 

those of the old law. 

The Superintendent, In view of the change 
in the school law, reiterated some former 
recommendations, and-submitted for con- 
sideration matters of immediate interest. 

Of kindergarten instruction, he said that 
classes of this—seventh primary—grade 
had been established in fifteen schools. 
He considered such instruction of undoubt- 
ed vaiue. Demand for admission to reg- 
ular classes has retarded the formation vf 
kindergarten classes, but the removal of 
janitors from school buildings gives op- 
portunity for immediate extension of this 
part of school work, and in plans for new 
schools provision is made for suitable 
rooms for kindergarten classes. 

The same causes retarded the intro- 
duction of the mamual-training course of 
study, while there are forty manual-train- 
ing schools or departments, which had 29,344 
pupils registered May 1 last. Of this 
course, Mr. Jasper said: 

From a close scrutiny of the results of the 
methods of instruction the conclusion was reached 
that similar methods should be introduced, as far 
as practicable, into all schools; hence a revision 
of the regular course of study was effected in 
1889, and many features of the manual-training 
course were adopted. I ant of the opinion, and 
would recommend, that whenever it is possible 
to prepare suitable rooms in grammar _ school 
buildings, the manual-.raining course of study 
be introduced, and that upon such introduction 
the same course of study be adopted by the sur- 
rounding primary schools. 

Mr. Jasper dedls as follows with the ques- 
tion of additional school accommodations: 

It is a matter of regret that the financial and 
legislative authorities could not see their way 
clear to granting the entire amount which your 
board deemed necessary to supply additional sit- 
tings and to replace those that were not fully 
suitable for present use; stil, the appropriation 
granted is so far in advance of any sum allowed 
heretofore for similar purposes, that we cannot 
but feel thankful for the liberality with which 
the wants of our schools have been treated,: I 
would urge that immediate measures be taken 
for the purchase of needed sites, for the con- 
struction of-new schools, and for the improve- 
ment of such school buildings as are no longer 
adequate to proper sanitary requirements. 

Treating the question of sizes of classes 
as in direct connection with the subject of 


additional school accommodations, the Su- 
perintendent said: 

I would call your special attention to the 
question of the proper size of classes. In my 
judgment, it is very undesirable that any teacher 
should be required to teach more than forty 
pupils at a time, yet the exigencies of most 
schools compel the formation of larger classes. 

Your board has wisely reduced the limits. of 
numbers for grammar and primary classes, yet 
the number of classrooms in some schools has 
been insufficient to care for all applicants with- 
out exceeding the limits set by the new law. In 
most of such cases, your Committee on In- 
struction, by virtue of authority conferred by 
the by-law, has authorized the formation of 
classes in accordance with the limitations for- 
merly existing. 

The preparation of more classrooms, to reduce 
the size of many classes, forms an additional 
argument for the speedy enlargement of the 
school accommodations. 

Of half-day classes, the communication 
said that the pressing démand for admis- 
sion to schools had compelled their forma- 
tion, but the number of pupils at any half- 
day session should be limited to forty, and 
the regular course of instruction might be 
so modified as to help pupils in making 
good preparation for promotion at the close 
of the term. 

The Superintendent said that the organi- 
zation of a home for incorrigible truants and 
non-attendants was essential, and asked 
that early attention be given to thé prepa- 
ration of such a building. Of the revision 
of the course of study, he said: 

Remarks made on the matter of manual-train- 
ing schools would naturally suggest the revision 
of the course of study. ical changes have 
been made in the subjects of study, and in the 
methods of instruction, and the last two decades 
have shown, as I believe not only departure, 
but progress, from the position occupied at the 
beginning of the period. Frequent general 
changes in a school system are undesirable, for 
they tend to unsettle the teachers, and to dis- 
tract them from the performance of the best 
classroom work. 

In the present case, however, thé courses of 
study have been well tested, and the points in 
which they should be improved have been general- 
ly agreed upon. Hence, I am of the opinion that 
there should be no difficulty at this time In re- 
vising the courses of study in such manner as 
to make a stil] further advance. 

In order that the new school law’s effi- 
ciency may be maintained frem the moment 
it becomes operative—July 1 next—Mr. Jas- 
per suggested the appointment of é¢ighteen 
Assistant Superintendents, three Supervis- 
ors of Physical Exercise, (one male and two 
females;) two Supervisors of Manual Train- 
ing, (males;) two Supervisors of Kinder- 
garten, (females;) one Supervisor of Sew- 
ing, (female;) one Supervisor of Cooking, 
(female,) and two Supervisors of Music, 
(females.) 

On motion of Dr. Edward H. Peaslee, Mr. 
Jasper’s communieation was ordered to be 
incorporated in the minutes. A report of 
the Finance Committee favoring the issue 
of bonds for $90,000 for a new school in 
East Fourth Street was adopted. 

The Committee on Instruction, or the 
Hunt Committee, as Commissioner Strauss 
good naturedly termed it, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 

That the licenses of all Principals appointed 
after the passage of this resolution shail be 
provisional and shall be vaiid for a pertod of two 
years, unless sooner revoked. . 

Commissioner Hunt, in speaking to the 
resolution, said that the committee had 
cluded that licenses granted to Princi- 
pals when newly appointed showld not be 
of a more permanent character than 
licenses to an assistant teacher or special 
teacher, and that a provisional period of 
two years should be established. Schools 
frequently suffered because of untried Prin- 
cipals, who should be persons capable of 
pedagogic direction and be held responsible 
for the progress of both pupils and teach- 
ers. 

In answer to Commissioner Strauss, Mr. 
Hunt said that Superintendent Jasper had 
been consulted in regard to the resolution, 
and at his suggestion the term of proba- 
tion was extended from one yeer to.two 
years. Commissioner Hubbeil entirely con- 
curred with the views of the committee. 

Mr, Strauss, in nominating, under the 
new law, Arthur McMullin to succeed him- 
self as Clerk of the Board of Education, 
warmly eulogized him. The nomination 
brought hearty seconds from Gen. Ketch- 
um and Mr. Hubbell. Mr. McMullin’s elec- 
tion was unanimous. Because of the law 
which sets the time for organization at the 
meeting in January, 1897, the term was 
fixed ‘‘ within the pleasure of the board.” 
The salary was determined at $4,500 a year, 
which Mr. McMullin has hitherto received, 

Commissioner Little, in moving the ap- 
pointment of Charles B. J, Snyder as Su- 

erintendent cf School Buildings, which of- 
ce he has held, since 1891, said many 
pleasant things of his worth and devotion. 
Mr. Snyder was unanimously elected, and 
his salary was voted at $7,500 a vear, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. 

On motion of Commissioner Ketchum the 
Committee on Instruction was requested to 
report names for Supervisors of special

FAVORABLE TO DANIEL DRAWBAUGH 





The Senate Committee on Patents De- 
cides Against Bell Company. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Patents, by a vote of 4 to 3, has 


made a favorable report on the bill for the 


relief of Daniel Drawbaugh. The vote was 
as follows: For the bill—Messrs. Pritchard, 
Call, Mills, and Berry; against the bill— 
Messrs. Platt, Clark, and Wetmdre. This 
bill has an important bearing on the Bell 
telephone patent. .It directs the Commis- 
sioner of Patents to issue to Daniel Draw- 
baugh a patent or patents for the inventions 
of improvements in telephony described and 
claimed in pending applications filed by 
Drawbaugh in the Patent Office at various 
times from 1880 until 1884, nothwithstanding 
that said inventions may have been in use 
or on sale for more than two years prior 
to the date of the filing of Drawbaugh’s 
original application of July 26, 1880. 

These patents, when issued, are to have 
the same effect as though no delay had oc- 
curred in présenting or prosecution therefor, 
and each patent when sg issued is to be 
good in law to secure to the owner the sole 
right during its term to the exclusive use, 
make, and sale of such patented invention. 
A proviso gives all persons having ee os 
containing any of these inventions in use at 
the time of issuing such patent the right 
to continue the use of such apparatus with- 
out charge or molestation, and no one is 
to be liable to Mr. Drawbaugh for any 
manufacture, use, or sale of Drawbaugh’s 
inventions occurring prior to the issuance 
of the patent or patents authorized in the 
bill favorably reported. : 


Effect of the Action. 


J. R. Bartlett, President of the Draw- 
baugh Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
said yesterday regarding the favorable re- 
port of the Senate Committee on Patents 
on the Drawbaugh bill: “It will permit 
the issue to Drawbaugh of fundamental 
patents for the microphone, thereby trans- 
ferring the control of the long-distance tel- 


ephone from the Bell Company, under the 
Berliner patent, to the Drawbaugh Com- 
pany. Drawbaugh’s priority in the inven- 
tion of the telephone has long been known 
and abundantly established, and the Gov- 
ernment has a second suit pending against 
the Bell Company, in which this priority 
has been plainly demonstrated. 
*“Drawbaugh has been prevented from 
obtaining these fundamental patents only 
by a slight technicality, which was set up 
against him through the influence of the 
Bell Company, and it is to relieve Draw- 
baugh of this technicality that the present 
bill has been introduced. Opposition was 
made before the Senate Committee on Pat- 
ents by the counsel of the Bell Company 
and an exhaustive argument was presented 
to show that Drawbaugh was not entitled 
to any consideration, but the merits of his 
claims were so apparent that the Patent 
Committee ‘reported the bill favorably.” 


ARRESTED FOR A WOMAN’S DEATH. 





Miss Rembeért in Her Ante-Mortem 
Statement Fxonerated Capt. Hansen, 


Capt. Charles Hansen of the Clyde Line 
steamship Croatian, who lives at 52 Court 
Street, Brooklyn, and Mrs. Bertha Schroed- 
er of 319 Bast Fifty-sixth Street, were ar- 
raigned inthe Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday on charges of being con- 
cerned in the death of Florine Rembert of 
348 West Twenty-second Street, who died 
on Tuesday. Capt. Hansen was afterward 
released by Coroner Fitzpatrick under 
$1,000 bail, and Mrs. Schroeder was obliged 
to furnish $3,000 for her appearance at 
the inquest. 

Miss Rembert’s parents live in George- 
town, S. C. She came to this city three 
weeks ago. She became ill, was_attended 
by Mrs. Schroeder, and later by Dr. Scho- 
field of 343 West Twenty-second Street, 
who reported the case to —— Pickett of 
the Nineteenth Precinct. pt. Pickett 
notified Coroner Fitzpatrick, who took Miss 
Rembert’s ante-mortem statement. 

She declared a moment before her death 
that Capt. Hansen was an old family friend, 
and was in no wise responsible for her con- 
dition, but he was arrested as a precaution.

That’ was because I had no objection to the 
cancellation.

It was desirable that in due course promotions 
should be made. I thought it was good to give 
some little time for men who had been promoted 
to beeome seasoned in their places—if I may use 
that term. Consequently, upon April 7, now 
almost two months back, as I heard no sug- 
gestion from any other Commissioner as to mak- 
ing up the new eligible list, I myself, in board 
meeting upon that day—I think it was April 7, 
or at least two days before you went to Albany 
to have the law changed, or to argue the change 
of the law—I introduced the subject and pressed 
ge the board the desirability of proceeding with 
the promotions. 

I was met at that time by a statement from 
you, Mr. Roosevelt, that you wished to know 
what I was going to do when I rated a man, 
and whether 1 was going to introduce objections 
to any man after I hati rated him. Of course I 
could not give any pledge as to what my heres | 
would be in any particular, because I felt 
should be left free to raise objections to any 
man. 

However, I made my suggestion, and it was 
not taken up. There has been, as you know, 4 
great deal of talk in the public press of a 
“ holé-up.’” I can only characterize talk of that 
kind as of pretty much thé same description as 
that of aileged ‘‘ hold-ups’’ in the talk of ‘‘a 
carnival of crime’’ last Fall. 


Mr. Parker then said he understood that 
Gol. Grant had, shown his proposed rules 
to Mr. Roosevelt, and that the latter ob- 
jected to them, and had requested a post- 
ponement. He said he had always been 
in favor of making promotions. as rapidly 
as possible, and that such new men should 
be promoted as were found to be fit. He 
added: 

I think that when we retire from the depart- 
ment we shall leave behind us a §)?ce much bet- 
ter calculated to resist demoralizing influences 
and to frown down those which herevofore scan- 
dalized and demoralized the force. In other 
words, the mén whom we have advanced frum 
the ranks upon no other grounds than those of 
efficiency ard honesty will be the men to whom 
ye must louk for a change in the tone of the 
orce. 

I agree entirely with what Mr. Andrews 
says, that what is needed is not, in his pre- 
cise words, ‘‘new methods.’’ The trouble is the 
failure to carry out the existing methods. We 
made regulations some time back which seem to 
have been forgotten in the hurry of the moment. 
You drew them up, Mr. President, and, as I 
recollect, they were unanimously passed and 
adopted. Some of those regulations are very 
different from these offered now. 


Commissioner Parker made particular ob- 
jection to Paragraph 9 of the proposed rules 
which he characterized as vicious an 
“ hidebound.”’ “Under such a rule,” he said, 

you have got to appoint the man certi- 
fied. There is no provision for any objec- 
tions that may be made after the list is 
made up. We ought to have the greatest 
latitude in making promotions.’’ 

A desultory discussion then followed over 
the paragraph making promotions absolute 
without any probationary period, and then 
Commissioner Roosevelt proceeded to an- 
swer some of the statemenis made by Mr. 
Parker. Throughout the discussion both 
the Commissioners showed considerable 
temper. 

President Roosevelt said: 

You said, Mr. Parker, that there were 3,500 offi- 
cers to select for any given place. For In- 
spector the widest range of those we talked of 
was fifteen. It is an obstruction to veto all ¢x- 
cept those whom you want to promote. It is im- 
possible for three men with any self-respect. to 
act with a man who pays no heed to their wishes. 

No one has been proposed by you for Ingpector, 
Mr. Parker, in addition to the three men we tried 
to put on. There has been no expression by you, 
Mr. Parker, as to what we should do. ‘ 

Col. Grant interrupted here and sdid: “I 
ought to tell just here that Mr. Parker 
spoke to me about the new present Acting 
Inspectors. He asked me how Thompson 
was getting along.” 

‘“‘Has he proposed asked 
President, Roosevelt. 

“What do you mean by proposition?” 
demanded Mr. Parker. 

“To have him examined,” replied Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

“None of the Commissioners propose can- 
didates,” retorted Mr. Parker. ‘‘ They ap- 
ply themselves. Have you ordered an ex- 
amination, Mr. President?” 

“There is no use to order an examina- 
tion,” said Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘unless you 
have candidates to propose.” : 

“Well, there are candidates 
now,” replied Miz. Parker. 
not before.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said: 


I am delighted to hear you say that. There fs 
no difficulty in four men agreeing if they make 
concession to each other. it is no matter to me 
who proposes or finds out any man. I am for 
any one who does well. I don’t care a’snap of 
my finger who found him out first. In the case 
of Brooks and McCullagh, I feel as strongly to- 
ward them as Col. Grant, who was the first to 
advocate McCullagh. They have been Acting In- 
spectors for one year. 


“Pardon me,” said Mr. Parker. “If you 
are now pleading the cause of McCullagh 
and Brooks, I might plead the cause of 
some others.”’ 

Commissioner Roosevelt retorted: ‘“‘ That 
has a direct bearing upon what you said 
about there having been no ‘hold-up.’ You 
implied strongly that we were responsible 
for the stagnation, as you call it. You 
brought that up yourself.” 

“T beg pardon,” said Mr. Parker. ‘‘ The 
stagnation has been due to you. Col. Grant 
has labored hard to have something done.” 
‘Commissioner Roosevelt was getting an- 
gry when Commissioner Andrews broke in 
and said: ‘‘Mr. Parker, we have listened 
to you without interrupting, and it is only 
fair you should not interrupt now. 

Commissioner Parker then said that Col, 
Grant had been we all along to take 
steps to appoint some inspectors. 

“You are in error,’’ snapped Mr. Roose- 
velt. ‘Col. Grant has stated repeatedly 
that he would vote for no oiner men_ until 
Brooks and McCullagh were appointed, un- 
less some legitimate objection was made.” 

Commissioner Parker looked greatly sur- 
prised, and, turning to Col. Grant, asked: 
‘* Did you say that, Colonel?” 

“Yes, I did,’’ replied Col. Grant. 

Mr. Parker, addressing Commissioner 
Roosevelt, then said: “Does Col. Grant 
say I never told him my reasons for not 
voting for Brooks and McCullagh?” 

Commissioner Grant answered the ques- 
tion. ‘“‘ ¥ou never told me until a short 
time ago,” he said, “and then you’ gave 
reasons which I did not consider good.”’ 

“JT have given every member of this 
board my reasons,’ remarked Commission- 
er Parker with great positiveness. “I see 
Mr. Andrews looks up surprised.”’ 

‘“‘Y am surprised,” said Mr. Andrews. 

Commissioner Roosevelt then said: ‘‘ You 
told me some suspicion you had that was 
based on the id!est kind of chatter, and was 
not worth considering.” 

Mr. Parker said: ‘‘I heard specific charges 
long before I was made a Police Commis- 
sioner. Your objections to Allaire were 
simply because there was a charge.” 

“The difference is that there was a pre- 
sentment of ths Grand Jury against Al- 
laire,” replied the President. ‘* You,ghave 
never offered one atom of proof against 
Brooks and McCullagh.” 

“What proof did you furnish against 
Byrnes?” asked Mr, Parker. 

Mr. Roosevelt said: 


I had ample proof, especially as to his own 
statement about getting money from Jay Gould. 

Now, you say the force can only be built up 
from the ranks. You are putting that in order 
not to promote officers higher up. I think it 
comes with ill grace from you. The main cause 
of abolishing the eligible list was because we 
had become uneasy of the advantage that was 
being taken of the delay. Tt was rumored that 
men were being approached by outsiders and 
told they could get their appointments and promo- 
tion for pay. Efforts were made to extort money 
from them. One case did come to my knowledge 
where a man had paid some one for his appoint- 
ment. I think you know about the case. I felt 
it was important that no color of that old suspi- 
cion should obtain. 


“‘T told you the objections I had to Stain- 
kamp,” said Mr. Parker. 

“You did not,” retorted the President. 

“J certainly did,’ réplied Mr. Parker, “I 
heard certain things about Stainkamp, and 
I sent for him and put what I had heard 
straight to him. Then I told you about it. 
You communicated it to Mr. Andrews.” 

Mr. Andrews denied that this Was so. Mr. 
Parker said: ‘ 

You and I usually consulted tdgether, Mr. 
President, and you conveyed the result of our 
talks to the others. You came to my rooms 
four or five times a day to consult me. In 
fact, Col. Grant’s feelings were wounded be- 
cause I did not talk to him about things. You 
were the yvehiclé by which these things were 
communicated. 

To this Mr. Roosevelt retorted: 

I make a specific denial oF that, and an abso- 
lute denial that you ever told me one word about 
Stainkamp. But he was ‘held up,’’ just as 
Capt. Creeden was . He was ‘“‘held up,’’ and 
when he paid he was promoted. I heard rumor 
after rumor about money. In view of all this I 
believed the eligible list should be wiped out. 

Mr. Parker, We can get along rfectly well if 
you will behave toward your colleagues as they 
wish to behave to you. If you will make con- 
cessions, a swe all must, we can get along. 

Commissioner Parker then took occasion 
to say that Commissioner Andrews was 
angry about Commissioner Grant’s scheme 
for merit marking, of which he did not. ap- 
prove. 

President Roosevelt said this was.not so. 

Commissioner Andrews became angry, and 
ealled Commissioner Parker to account for 
characterizing him as being angry. 

President Roosévelt said to Commissioner 
Parker: 

If you expect to accomplish anything you 
miust work with us. I do not say this to ad- 
morish, but you have said in interviews, given 
nominally by yourself and repudiated immediately 
afterward, that u and Col, Grant would: no 
longer be dictated to by me. 

Commissioner Parker said that he never 
spoke for Col, Grant. 

President Roosevelt continued: 

Col.eGrant and I have been one in the matter 
of thesé promotions. I have told the Colonel 
that Parker wished we could proceed nicely.

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This matter amounts to nothing if not coupled on 
your part with a sincere purpose to combine 
with your colleagues. I shall oppose keeping 
men on the eligible list, because that action in 
the past has caused a revival of talk of cor-

To which Mr. Parker answered: 

If your remarks as to consequences which will 
ensue unless I join with you'‘be no admonition, 
then they have no relevancy whatever. I objected 
to the promotion of certain men because the 
law told me I could. As ‘to two of them, I have 
maintained my reasons. Your idea that I pro- 
pose to object and object is unfounded. My ob- 
jections stand only against three men. From a 
small matter you have built an edifice. 

Conlin has been spoken of as a weak man—my 
man. It is against a precedence that a timid 
man would be apt t® go with the minority in- 
stead of siding with the majority. 

Commissioner ‘Roosevelt said that the 
Chief of Police had announced publicly that 
he would not side with any of the Commis- 
sioners in their dispute. ‘‘ The Chief has 
told me,” he said, ‘‘ he would like to see 
Brooks and McCullagh promoted.” 

Commissioner Parker here indulged in 
some talk about the division of the board. 
He said that it had been 3 to 1 on many 
questions, but that often the Commissioner 
in the minority had been found to be right. 

After some further discussion, personali- 
ties were indulged in. Mr. Parker, look- 
ing viciously at Mr. Roosevelt, said: ‘‘ The 
reputation of a tyrant does not hang to 
me. 


Commissioner Rédosevelt, looking across 
the table, eyed Mr. Parker for a moment 
and replied: ‘‘ Your statement is the merest 
nonsense.”’ 

Commissioner Parker retorted: ‘‘ You are 
not half the tyrant you appear to be. I 
have held many public offices, and have 
always agreed with my associates.” He 
intimated that Commissioner Roosevelt al- 
ways disagreed with his colleagues. 

Mr. Roosevelt shook his finger at Mr. 
Parker and snapped: ‘‘ That is not so. I 
was in the Civil Service Commission at 
Washington, and all my associates agreed 
with me except one, who was removed by 
the President for incompetency.” 

Mr. Parker closed the discussion with this 
remark: “‘ Then rumor has belied us both.” 

It was finally agreed -that the rules of- 
fered by Commissioner Grant should be 
considered by the Committee on Rules and 
Discipline. It was agreed that the examina- 
tions for Captains, Inspectors, and Deputy 
Chief should be had in the order named 
and ten days apart, The examination of 
Sergeants for promotion to the rank of 
Captain will be held June 17.

THE FORD’S. THEATRE VICTIMS. 


Many Claimants Stricken from the 
Roll by the House. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The somewhat 
noted contested election case of Murray 
against Elliott, from the Charleston (8. C.) 
district, was the principal matter of busi- 
ness before the Housé to-day. Elliott’s 
election from that district has been con- 
tested three times—in the Fiftieth, Fifty- 
first, and Fifty-fourth Congresses. The con- 
testant in this case was elected to the 
Tifty-third Congress. The majority report 
of the committee in charge of the case rec- 
ommended the seating of the contestant, 


and was advocated by Mr. Overstreet, 
(Rep., Ind.) 

The minority found that Elliott was en- 
titled to retain his seat, and their view was 
urged upon the House by Mr. Jones, (Dem., 
Va.) Without disposing of the case, the 
House, at 5:55 o’clock, adjourned. <A vote 
will be taken the first thing to-morrow. 

Quite a contest preceded the considera- 
tion of the election case over the appropri- 
ation in the General Deficiency bill to pay 
the victims of the Ford’s Theatre disaster 
the amounts recommended by the Con- 
gressional commission which investigated 
the claims, They were added in the Sen- 
ate, and Mr. Sayers, (Dem., Texas,) moved 
to strike out the names of several benefi- 
ciaries, the deaths of whose principals 
were asserted not to be due to the disas- 
ter, or who had not been injured in it, ac- 
cording to the report of the board of War 
Department officials which also investi- 
gated the matter. The motion was warmly 
supported by Messrs. Sayers and Cannon, 
(Rep., Ill.,). and opposed by Messrs. Hen- 
derson and Updegraf, (Reps., Iowa,) the 
latter a member of the commission making 
the awards. By a vote of 128 to 96 the 
House agreed to the motion, and_ these 
claims, if the Senate agrees, will go back 
to the commission. 





THE DEFICIENCY BILL. 


Items on Which the Conferrees Have 
Failed to Agree, 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The first report of 
the conferrees on the General Deficiency Ap- 
propriation bill shows that the House voted 
to concur in amendments made by the Sen- 
ate to the amount of $1,761,996; the House 
conferrees agreed to recede from disagree- 
ment to amounts amounting to $3,536,998; 
and the Senate conferees to recede from 
amendments involving $22,073. 

The items still in dispute amount to about 
$900,000, nearly all claims. The_ principal 
ones are those of the Richmond Locomotive 
and Machine Works, on account ef engines 
for the battleship Texas, $69,558: of the 
Portland Company, $80,867; of William s. 
Grant, $77,989. There are also in dispute 
the items regulating the payment of inter- 
est due the Sisseton and Wahpeton In- 
dians; authorizing the payment of one 
month’s salary to discharged employes of 
the House and Senate, and to pay $162,300 
Capes injured in the Ford’s Theatre dis- 
aster. , 


Executive Action on Bills. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Dill granting 
a pension of $75 a month to Mrs. Ellen C. 
Ewing, widow of Brevet Major Gen. Thom- 
as Ewing, has become a law without the 
President’s signature. 

The President has approved the act ex- 
empting distillers of fruit brandy from 
‘“‘any provision relating to the manufacture 
of spirits except as to the tax thereon,” 
when the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
may deem it expedient to do so; the act 
repealing the section of the Wilson. tariff 
law making free of tax alcohol used in 
manufactures and the arts, and the act au- 
thorizing the construction of a wagon and 
motor bridge over the Missouri River at 
St. Charles, Mo. 


The Undervaluation Cases.

Saloon Keepers Will Receive Excis¢ 
Certificates Without Delay. 


ALBANY, June 3.—State Excise Commis- 
sioner Lyman to-day sent a letter to Deputy 
Commissioner Hilliard of New-York City 
giving instructions as to the issuance of 
the liquor tax certificates in a manner 
which he believes will remove all chance of 
future blackmailing of saldon keepers. 

Under the old excise law local boards 
would give an applicant for a license a re- 
ceipt for the license fee, though the license 
to sell might not be granted for a consid- 
erable time afterward. Under the Raines 
law Col. Lyman instructs Deputy Hilliard 
to grant no receipts. The applicant must 
receive his liquor tax certificate at the time 
the requisite fee is paid, thus doing away 
with a period of waiting during which pole 
iticlans would have opportunity to black- 
mail the applicant. Under former condi- 
tions the saloon keeper was an easy vic- 
tim on account of his ignorance of the rea- 
son for withholding his license, so Col. 
Lyman thinks, 

The new law gives the excise department 
no discretion as to the granting of a cer- 
tificate to sell on the applicant taking 
the oath that there is no legal prohibition 
which should militate against him. 

The work of the special agents in proving 


misrepresentation, perjury, or other crimes 
against the applicant for the liquor tax cer- 
tificate is not to be done until after the 
certifleate has been issued. 

One class is excepted from this ruling 
this year, and that is saloon keepers who 
are forehanded and make application to the 
Excise Department for their certificates be- 
tween this date and June 15. To these the 
department officials are authorized by the 
law to grant receipts for the tax when paid, 
the certificates permitting the parties to sell 
to be issued later on. 

Commissioner Lyman finds that the re- 
eent action of the State Civil Service Com- 
mission in placing the special excise agents 
in the competitive schedule is going to be 
troublesome. In a statement issued this 
afternoon he says: , 


I find myself likely to be embarrassed and de- 
layed in securing the special agents provided for 
under Section 10 of the liquor tax law, the Con- 
troller having decided that he cannot pay any 
more State employes appointed under Schedule 
C, which was recently suspended by the Civit 
Service Commission, and as I am now informed, 
the Civil Service Commission themselves, having 
more or less doubt as to the practicability of the 
final abolition of said schedule, and desiring to 
further discuss the matter before taking final 
action, may delay thé possibility of securing this 
class of officials for some time by any method. 

I had hoped to have my force organized about 
the last of June, at which time all certificates 
will have been granted for the year, and a thor- 
ough examination for violations and irregularities 
should begin. Under the unfortunate circum-, 
stances I shall probably he compelled to resort 
to another provision of the law for its enforce- 
ment, namely, the designation of attorneys to 
act with the respective Deputy Commissioners 
and County Treasurers. In fact, I have al- 
ready done this in several instances. I am in res 
ceipt of complaints which, .according to the in- 
tent of the law, would first be referred to the 
confidential agent for investigation and report 
before betng turned over to the attorney for 
prosecution. This, however, fs not. absolutely 
necessary as a prerequisite, and when fairly sub- 
stantiated or verified complaints are received I 
can protect the State’s interest by referring such 
cases as this department decides ought to be 
prosecuted directly to the attorney for prose- 
cution. 

This, I hope, will enable me to do my share 
toward the enforcement of the law fairly well 
I am not simple enough to suppose the success 
of this law depends alone upon myself or men 
I may employ. The excise law officers and 
peace officers of the State of New-York can 
always be trusted to enforce the laws, and ar@ 
giving the new liquor tax law as hearty support 
and thorough enforcement as was ever aes 
by any excise law within my memory, and 
have no doubt of its ultimate success and sate 
isfactory results, 

The special excise agents and the Police 
Departments of cities, more particularly the’ 
police, are beginning to send in to the 
State Excise Commissioner complaints 
against dive keepers. Only a few have thus 
far come in, and these will be taken up as 
soon as the department is fully started uns 


der the new law.

PRINCE OF WALES’S COLT WON THE 
ENGLISH CLASSIC RACE. 


St. Frusquin, the Favorite, Reaten by 
a Neck After a Great Race—Great 
Crowds on Epsom Downs—The 

Prince Cheered as He Led the 

Colt to the Paddock—Helen Nich- 

ols Won the Epsom Town Plate

‘Lonpon, June 3.—Derby Day opened with 
cloudy sky and sultry atmosphere, but 
vtherwise the day was pleasant enough. 
Light showers occurred during the night, 
which had the.effect of laying the dust on 
the highways, but they were not sufficient- 


ly heavy to soften the race course. The 
early morning arrivals by road and rail 
were far in excess of the usual number, 
and the crowd in attendance at the start 
of the great race was even larger than 
last year, which was greater than any that 
had been seen on Epsom Downs since 1889. 


Most of the starters in the Derby were | 


out bright and early for their morning 
gallops on the Downs, Persimmon speeding 
for six furlongs, St. Frusquin and Gulistan 
each going a mile, and Knight of the 
Thistle five furlongs. 

A few days ago the course was in much 


better condition for racing than it was to- | 


day, the recurrence of the Spring drought 
having so hardened the track that sev- 
eral owners expressed doubt as #o the wis- 
dom of starting their horses. For this 
reason it could not be ascertained until 
the last moment whether Regret would 
start or not. M. Cannon, Regret’s jockey, 
declared early this morning that the course 
Was the hardest he had ever known, and 
pronounced it positively unfit to speed a 
horse on. 

There was a steady exodus of racegoers 
from London throughout the forenoon. 
Hundreds of four-horse coaches 
from the various West End hotels, carry- 
ing among their passengers a large num- 
ber of Americans, and the roads were alive 
with racegoers in every conceivable kind 
of vehicle, from the gorgeous drags of the 
Swells to the donkey carts of the coster- 
mongers, making their way to Epsom 
Downs. An unusually large number of 
Prominent society ladies were included in 
the almost innumerable racing parties, and 
their superb toilets contributed to make 
the scene one of brightness, despite the 
lowering skies. At noon there was a slight 
Grizzle of rain. 

The royal train left the Victoria Station 
at 12:30 o'clock, conveying in the saloon 
the Prince and Princess of Wales and their 


daughters, Princesses Victoria and Maud, 

Prince Carl of Denmark, Princess Maud’s 

fiancé; the Duke and Duchess of York, the

The great race was captured by the 
Prince of Wales’s Persimmon, despite the 
assertion made yesterday that the horse 
was disabled and his chances of overcom- 
ing the mighty speed of Mr. Leopold de 
Rothschild’s St. Frusquin were practically 
destroyed. St. Frusquin, although beaten 
for the first place, gave a good account of 
himself, and finished second, Mr. H. E. 
Beddington’s Earwig running third. Fol- 
lowing is the summary:

The horses got a good start. Tamarind 
and Toussaint were the first to get away, 
but after the first hundred yards Bay Ron- 
ald drew to the front, followed by Brad- 
wardine and Tamarind; after these came 
Earwig, Spook, Gulistan, Teufel, Toussaint, 
and Knight of the Thistle, with St. Frusquin 
and Persimmon. as the “ whippers-in.”’ 
Shortly afterward Gultistan went to the 
front and held the lead passing the mile 
post, followed by Bay Ronald, Spook, and 
St. Frusquin. Then came Bradwardine, 
Teufel, and Knight of the Thistle, in front 
of Earwig and Persimmon, with Tamarind 
tailing off. Gulistan seemed to be in trouble 
upon arriving at the top of the hill, and 
fell back; Bradwardine then went to the 
front, with St. Frusquin next. 

Entering the straight, Bradwardine yield- 
ed to Bay Ronald and St. Frusquin. A 
quarter of a mile from the finish Bay Ron- 
ald was done, and St. Frusquin took the 
lead, followed by Persimmon. Opposite 
Tattersalls Persimmon got on even terms 
with St. Frusquin, d there was a most 
exciting finish, resulting in Persimmon win- 
ning by a neck. St. Frusquin beat Earwig 
by four lengths, Teufel was fourth, and 
Bay Ronald fifth. Gulistan, Bradwardine, 
and Spook followed home in the order 
named, and Tamarind was last. Time—2:42. 

The betting at the start was 5 to 1 against 
Persimmon, 13 to 8 on St. Frusquin, 83 to 1 
against BParwig, 11 to 1 against Teufel, 25 
to 1 each against Bay Ronald and Knight 
of the Thistle, 33 to 1 against Gulistan, 40 
to 1 against Bradwardine, 100 to 1 against 
Spook and Toussaint, and 1,000 to 1 against 
Tamarind. 

When the race was over and the usual 
tremendous cheering of the winning horse 
had subsided, the vast crowd turned their 
attention to the Prince of Wales, who was 
cheered again and again. As his Royal 
Highness, wearing a black frock coat and 
high silk hat, walked in front of the stand 
to lead the winner in, the cheering was re- 
newed and continued until the horse and 
his owner reached the weighing room. 

An account of tne race, giving the result 
and the time of the winner, was announced 
from the arena of the military tournament 
eat Islington, whereupon there was great 
cheering, and the band of the Scots Greys

Surprise is expressed that Mr. Brassey, 
the owner of Tamarind, should have start- 
ed that-horse in the race in view of his 
performance, and the way in which he was 
regarded in the betting—1,000 to 1 having 
been offered against him—but his action is 
explained by the fact that he merely start- 
ed him as 2 pacemaker for Bay Ronald. 

The Prince of Wales arrived at the Vic- 
toria Station on his return to London at 
5:15 P. M. He was heartily cheered as he 
alighted from the train and. entered his 
carriage to be driven to Marlborough 
House, where he gave a dinner to the 
Jockey Club at 8:30 this evening. 

The Standard says that St. Frusquin re- 
turned to the weighing room with a broken 
stirrup leather. His jockey, T. Leates, 
however, says that the leather was broken 
at the last stride, and its breaking did not 
affect the result in the least. 

Since Sir Thomas won the race in 1788 
for the then Prince of Wales, afterward 
George IV., the Derby has not been 
won by a Prince of Wales. Sir Thomas 
was the favorite.

LOCAL TROTTERS WIN. 


The Races at Old Fleetwood Decided 
in Quick Order. 


The contest among the trotters at Fleetwood 
yesterday were short, sharp, and decisive. It was 
a great day for the Driving Club of New-York, as 
two of its members carried off the honors with 
horses that showed high race form and speed 
enough to attract attention in any company. 

William Kelly, who has been an investor in fast 
stock for several seasons, added the bay mare 
Ernsie to his collection about fourteen months 
ago, purchasing her from John E. Madden of 
Lexington, after she had gone a trial in 2:22 at 
the Guttenberg track. She was then four years 
old, and at the close of the campaign of 1895 had 
earned a record of 2:16%. This year Ernsie has 
improved rapidly, but as she had not started in a 
race till her engagement here, her chances 
against the better seasoned cracks like Dennis 
and Roetta Soap were not considered very bright. 
A good price could be obtained against her be- 
fore the 2:15 trot started, and, as the first heat 
went to the local mare at a moderate clip, the 
talent were still shy of backing her. The second 
heat told the tale when Dennis carried Ernsie to 
the half in 1:06%, and then fell back beaten 
away off, while she came home strong and true 
in 2:14%. Roetta Soap was even worse off than 
the other favorite, and Ernsie had a clear road 
in the third heat after shaking Dennis off at the 
half. 

E. R. Bowne had his favorite mare Nutshell in 
rare good form for her first race, and was well 
up in every heat. 

There was no such surprise in the 2:24 trot, 


as Baron Crisp had been the tip ever since he 
was named for this class, *le was quoted at 
8 to 5 before the first heat, and, after capturing 
that at his ease in 2:164%, there was no further 
doubt as to his ability. Piloteen, a speedy young 
mare from Philadelphia, made the Baron step 
the second heat in 2:154%, a drop of nearly nine 
seconds from the record he made last year. 
Grace Hastings, from Poughkeepsie, was danger- 
ous all through the race, and in the third heat 
forced the winner out in 2:154%. Baron Crisp is 
owned by James Butler, President of the Driving 
Club of New-York, and was sold to him last De- 
cember for $1,500. He seems to have plenty of 
speed mm reserve, and good judges predict that he 
will beat 2:10 this year. 

The judges for the second day were Park Com- 
misioner Samuel McMillan, J. C. McClenahan, 
also of this city, and W. H. Watt of Fort Wayne.

LUDLOW STREET JAIL AFFAIRS. 


Hearing on the Charges Against Sher- 
if Tamsen Resumed. 


The hearing on the charges against Sheriff 
E. J. H. Tamsen of neglect of duty in per- 
mitting the Ludlow Street Jail to be mis- 
managed, was resumed yesterday before 
Commisstoner William H. Robertson in the 
old brownstone Criminal Court Building, in 
City Hall Park, Deputy Attorney General 
Hasbrouck appeared to prosecute and 
Gen, B. F. Tracy and Malcolm Graham de- 
fended the Sheriff. 

Isidore Isaacs, who was a civil prisoner 
in the jail from Dec. 5, 1895, to March 4, 
1896, told what he knew about whisky be- 
ing given in flasks to prisoners in the jail. 
He said that on Dec. 30, 1895, he was copy- 
ing a rule requiring sick prisoners to be fed 
on bread and water until attended by a doc- 
tor when Keepers Frederick Buchanan and 
Roach attacked him. Buchanan, he said, 
demanded the copy, and when he refused 
to give it up Buchanan forced him against 
an iron rail and pinioned him by thrusting 
his knee against his stomach. Buchanan 
called him vile names and then dragged 
him to his cell and locked him in. 

Sheriff Tamsen laughed and was rebuked 
by Deputy Attorney General Hasbrouck. 

Isaacs said he wrote to Sheriff Tamsen 
complaining of Buchanan and telling him 
of keepers who continually eaoened pris- 
oners with whisky. He threatened to notify 
the Grand Jury, and a man named Wells, 
who said he represented Sheriff Tamsen, 
ealled on him on Jan. 5 and questioned him 
about the assault. Sheriff Tamsen visited 
the jail Feb. 1 and told him he had not 
had time to investigate his charges. The 
Sheriff thought the Warden a fine fellow, 
but Isaacs said the kaoness were “no 
good.” Sheriff Tamsen replied he could not 
get gentlemen for jail keepers. Buchanan 
remained a keeper until Feb. 28, when he 
left. 

Another keeper, named Joseph Bennett, 
assaulted a prisoner, George Freeman, Dec. 
15, knocking a glass of water out of his 
hand, the witness said. These assaults 
created ill feeling between the prisoners 
and keepers, and on the night of Dec. 3l a 
jollification was held in the jail to try to 
estore harmony. The. jollification was in 
he sitting room, and all the prisoners 
were treated to whisky in bee keeper’s office 
and several became intoxicated. One of 
these was a United States prisoner, who 
had to be carried to his cell. Isaacs said 
Keeper Bennett begged him to withdraw 
his charges against Buchanan, because all 
the keepers would be dismissed if he did 
not, but he refused. Warden Roe then ap- 
ared and made a speech, wishing every- 
Body a happy New Year, and said he hoped 
the prisoners would co-operate with the 
keepers in upholding the dignity of the jail. 
Keeper Bennett then requested Isaacs to 
speak, and Isaacs refused to retract his 
charges against the keepers. Bennett then 
left, and a prisoner dropped a string from 
a window and drew up a flask of whisky, 
which some one below attached to it. Every- 
body present partook of the whisky, and 
then Keepers Roach and Bennett played 
an organ, but Bennett was very much _in- 
toxicated. The jollification ended at 1:30 
A. M. Isaacs said no tauoring was done 
by prisoners in the jail while he was there. 
On cross-examination by Gen. Tracy, Isaacs 
admitted that his charges resulted in the 
dismissal of Keepers Roach, Buchanan, and 
Bennett in the latter part of February, and 
that other keepers were discharged before 
he made any complaint. He denied that 
he ever said he was going for higher game 
than keepers. He said he saw whisky hid- 
den in prisoners’ cells. He understood that 
one prisoner paid keepers $6 for liquors. 

‘William E. Gray, who was in the jail 
three months, said he had whisky several 
times. He left money for it under his mat- 
tress, and during his absence at meals the 
liquor, in half-pint bottles, was put under 
the mattress. Each bottle cost 50 cents 
and contained about three drinks, Gray said 
he dined with Warden Roe on Thanksgiving 
Day and had turkey. All his other meals

NORFOLK AND WESTERN MAKES A 
GENERAL CUT IN RATES. 


New Freight Tariff frcm the Eastern 
Ports to Chicago—A Blow at the 
Joint Traffic Association Which 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Will 
Return—A Lively Freight War in 


Prospect — Railroad Matters of 


General Interest, 


The freight managers and agents of the 
Joint Traffic Association lines were much 
exercised yesterday over the official an- 
nouncement by the Norfolk and Western 
of a reduction in rates for the six classes 


of freight. There is a reduction of 6, 6, 4, 
2, 2, 1 in the regular tariff over the Cum- 


berland Gap Despatch between Boston, 
Providence, New-York, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, and common points to Chicago. 

This new tariff,, which goes into effect 
at once, is regarded as a defiant answer to 
the invitation recently extended to the Nor- 
folk and Western to join the Joint Traffic 
Association. The lowest all-rail joint traf- 
fle differential rates between New-York and 
Chicago are 69, 60, 46, 32, 28, and 23. The 
Norfolk and Western new rates are 10, 
9, 6, 8, 4, 2 cents per hundredweight lower.

REPUDIATION IN THE SENATE. 


The bill foibidding any further sale of 
bonds by the Executive without the con- 
sent of Congress, which passed the Sen- 
ate on Tuesday, was clearly understood. 
Its friends as well as its foes knew what 
it meant. It is intended to repeal all the 
laws by which gold ean be secured to 
maintain specie payments. It was point- 
ed out over and again by Republicans 
and Democrats alike that the passage of 
the bill would nullify the Specie Resump- 
tion act. The friends of the bill did not 
deny that that would be its effect. That 
was what they wished, and they went 
straight for it. It was, of course, known 
that the bill would be rejected by the 
House, and that if it could pass the 
House it would be vetoed by the Presi- 
dent. As there is not a two-thirds ma- 
jority for it even in the Senate, the bill 
could plainly never become a law: In 
one sense, therefore, the passage of the 
bill by the Senate was not an attempt 
at legislation; it was simply a demon- 
stration. But as the men who voted for 
it would nave done so just the same had 
they been sure that the bill would be- 
come a law, the demonstration was a 
very substantial one and full of meaning. 

It was a thin Senate, only fifty-seven 
members voting, but the vote fairly 
showed how the parties stood. It was 
as follows: 


Democrats 
Republicans 
Populists 


The Democrats who voted against the 
bill were Messrs. Bricr, CAFFERY, FAULK- 
NER, HILt, LINDSAY, MITCHELL, (Wis.,) 
PALMER, SMITH, and ViLas, and the States 
they represent are New-York, New-Jer- 
sey, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, and Louisiana, includ- 
ing about all sections of the country ex- 
cept the Rocky Mountain States and the 
Pacific coast. The Republicans who voted 
for the bill were Messrs. BRowNn, CANNON, 
DUBOIS, HANSBROUGH, MITCHELL, (Ore- 
gon,) PETTIGREW, PRITCHARD, TELLER, 
WARREN, and Wo.xcoTtr. These are all 
from the Rocky Mountain States except 
MITCHELL of Oregon and the Populist- 
Republican fusionist, PRITCHARD of North 
Carolina. With the exception of Indiana, 
all the States giving Democratic votes 
for the bill are Southern States. 

So far as this vote reveals the present 
sentiment of the country, it is of no great 
significance, and what it has is encourag- 
ing. Look at the Democratic vote against 
the bill, coming from all parts of the 
country. If the opinion and feeling it 
expresses could be appealed to by a sound 
candidate on a sound platform, it would 
be very strongly developed. If in No- 
vember the Democrats could honestly ask 
the support of all who know the need of 
the gold standard and of all who know 
the need of rational and progressive tar- 
iff reform, there is good reason to believe 
that they could carry the election. That 
would be a very great and lasting advan- 
tage to the country, because it would fix 
the policy of the Government as to these 
two cardinal principles on the line of 
its certain development and prosperity. 
Could the United States be sure of the 
gold standard and sure of no more tariff 
for the suppression of trade, a long pe- 
riod of the greatest progress would open 
before us. 

The vote on Tuesday, however, has an- 
other, more specific and far more gloomy, 
meaning. It shows what sort of a Sen- 
ate we shall have to deal with for at 
least one more Congress. The half score 
of Republicans who voted for the baldest 
and most shameful form of repudiation 
may be somewhat reduced by the élec- 
tions of the immediate future, but they 
will probably be reinforced by the mem- 
bers from the new States. Even if they 
are not, there will be enough of them to 
impose their own terms on the Republic- 
an majority. If the House is Republican, 
it will be hot for protection. To get pro- 
tection these men’s votes will be re 
wd What price will they demand? 
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bill and the Sherman bill are what was 
given in the past. Something of the 
same sort will be granted. It is an ugly 
outlook. — 
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CLEARING OUT REAR TENEMENTS. 

The vigorous action of the Tenement 
House ‘Commission and the Board of 
Health in securing the condemnation of 
some of the worst of the vile rattle-trap 
abodes known as rear tenements is likely. 
to have such a hearty support from pub- 
lic sentiment that the owners will make 
no serious resistance. The places thus 
far selected for demolition are so clearly 
unfit for human habitation and so inca- 
pable of being made fit that the landlords 
are not likely to make themselves con- 
spicuous by trying to keep them in exist- 
ence. Nothing but obscurity has enabled 
them to collect rents and escape odium 
so long. 

Simultaneous with this movement for 
clearing out the foul and unhealthy abodes 
that have long covered ground that ought 
to be open to the air is another for the 
construction of improved tenement houses, 
in which ample provision will be made 
for light, ventilation, proper drainage, 
and other sanitary conditions, at very low 
rents. The people who are turned out of 
tenement houses that are “condemned 
under the new law will have to live some- 
where, and there is danger of still greater 
crowding in some of the cheaper houses 
that escape condemnation. Efforts to 
provide better housing for the multitude 
of poor in this @ity should be vigorously 
pushed and liberally supported. It is not 
a matter of charity, but of the general 
health and well-being. By economy and 
good judgment in construction and su- 
pervision this can be made a safe and 
fairly remunerative form of investment 
for idle capital. 

The radical cure for the overcrowding 
which has been a reproach to New-York 
these many years is ample facilities .for 
distributing the population over a larger 
area. A transit system throughout the 
Greater New-York which would afford 
cheap and rapid means of.communication 
over its whole extent would make the so- 
lution of the tenement house and “‘ homes 
for the poor” problem vastly easier. 








A RASCALLY PLOT. 


The penetrating mind of our neighbor, 
The Tribune, has just laid bare one of 
the wickedest conspiracies ever hatched 
in this Republic. ‘“‘ Hypocrisy Exposed ” 
is the headline under which The Tribune 
prints its discovery, but it is really more 
than that. It is rascality detected, trea- 
son shown up, and the Tariff Issue saved. 
But the exploit is best told in the words 
of our neighbor: 

“The Democratic and Mugwump news- 
papers of this city—such as The Sun, Her- 
ald, Times, World, and Evening Post—have 
never had any doubt as to the position of 
the Republican Party on the currency ques- 
tion, nor any doubt as to the absolute cer- 
tainty that the St. Louis Convention would 
adopt a platform of frank and outspoken 
opposition not only to free silver coinage, 
but to ‘all forms of that financial heresy. 
They have never had any doubt that the 
candidate put in nomination would be in 
hearty sympathy and accord with the party 
on this question, and we do not believe 
that any one of them has doubted for an 
instant that Mr, McKINLEy’s hostility to 
free coinage and all other forms of finan- 
cial heresy is as positive and uncompromis- 
ing as that of any Wall Street banker. 
And yet, knowing this, they have pretended 
that it was necessary for McKINLEY to 
submit to a catechism on the subject, as 
though he were bidding for a nomination, 
in order to reassure the moneyed interests 
and prevent a panic. * * * The cold 
truth is that all these newspapers were 
actuated by the single purpose of diverting 
attention from the tariff issue represented 
by McKINLEY, upon which the public mind 
was and still is firmly fixed.” 

As the ruthless forefinger of The Tri- 
bune has been laid’ upon this “cold 
truth,” any further attempt at conceal- 
ment would be futile. And the revolting 
nature of the conspiracy will be apparent 
at a glance. In their unreasoning hostil- 
ity to a protective tariff these newspa- 
pers were willing to take the risk of any 
sort of Republican candidate, even of a 
gold-standard man, if only the nomina- 
tion of McKINLEY could be prevented. 
They sought by insidious and unusual 
means to lull the people into a false sense 
of security about the tariff. They craft- 
ily, and with malice aforethought, re 
fused to discuss it. But they kept up a 
terrible din about silver and forcibly laid 
hold on WILLIAM McKINLEY, demanding” 
that he, too, talk about silver. Had this 
plot succeeded, the country might have 
maintained specie payments, to be sure, 
but its industries would have sickened 
and died under a 41 per cent. tariff, when, 
but for these hypocritical schemers, they 
would have enjoyed the blessed stimulus 
of a 48 per cent. McKinley tariff. 

This is not the first time Tom Timys 
has been caught at this game of hypo- 
critical pretense. When we refused to 
support Mr. BLAINE, in 1884, pretending 
that his operations in Little Rock and 
Fort Smith securities while Speaker of 
the House demanded a more satisfactory 
explanation than he had been able to 
give, The Tribune promptly exposed us 
to the country in our true light. We 
were Free Traders, and British at that. 
Mr. BLAINE was good enough for us, and 
we knew it. The tariff was the real ob- 
ject of our attack. 

American institutions are menaced by 
plots of this kind. Even though they 
fail of their ultimate object, they are per- 
niciously successful, Witness the pres- 
ent behavior of the newspapers and pub- 
lic men of the country. They. are all 
talking about the question of silver free 
coinage. None of them is discussing the 
tariff. That is because The Sun, Herald, 
World, Evening Post, and THs TiIMEs en- 
tered into the conspiracy which the sub- 
tle intellect of The Tribune has bored 
into and exposed. In 1893 there was an- 
other case of the kind. The Tribune 
points out that in that year these same 
newspapers were banded together in an- 
other conspiracy of hypocrisy: 

“ They strove to make it appear in 1893, 
when /repeal of the McKinley tariff had

cial distress, that all the trouble was due 
to the silver-purchase provision of the act 
of 1890. And although it was repealed by 
Republican votes because it had proved a 
failure as a financial experiment, these 
Democratic and Mugwump newspapers con- 
tinued to harp upon it as Republican legis- 
lation which had caused all the trouble. 
This, too, when there was not an intelligent 
voter in the land who did not know that the 
contrast between uncommon prosperity in 
England and uncommon business ‘distress 
in this country was due to the substitution 
of a British for an American tariff under 
a Democratic Administration, and not to 
anything connected with coinage or the 
“currency. It was a pretty game, and fairly 
well played.” 


It was so well played that the entire 
civilized world to this day speaks of it 
as “the silver panic of 1893,” and act- 
ually believes it to have been caused by 
apprehensions aroused by the Republican 
Silver act of 1890. 

The Tribune’s discovery of what these 
hypecritical newspapers are up to en- 
titles it to be considered the savior of 
McKINLEy and the tariff. Feeling acute- 
ly as we do the personal humiliation of 
the exposure, we must compliment our 
neighbor upon its exploit. It is not mere- 
ly the detective faculty exhibited in its 
article that we wish to commend, but 
the insight, the solid intelligence, the ir- 
resistible logic, and the masterly hand- 
ling of the facts. 








THE REED PLATFORM. 


Mr. Repp’s platform in the Maine Re- 
publican Convention shows the heeithy 
effect of the dodging of McKINLEY. It 
was not until the ““Ohio idea” had awak- 
ened general disgust among decent men 
that the Speaker found courage to eéx- 
press one of his own. So recently as the 
date of the ‘Massachusetts Convention 
Senator Lopes, the special keeper of Mr. 
REED’s views, wished to evade the use of 
the word “ gold,” though he was forced 
to adopt it’ Since then Mr. REED has 
plucked up courage, and the Maine cur- 
rency platform is very satisfactory: ‘ We 
are opposed sto the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver except by international 
agreement, and until such agreement can 
be obtained we believe that the present 
gold standard should be maintained.” 

On other questions the platform is 
either weak and cowardly or hopelessly | 
perverse. It is rather vague on the gen- 
eral subject of the tariff, but comes cut 
boldly for differential duties on goods 
imported in other than American ships. 
This is a very old and very Silly device, 
long since abandoned by all reasonable 
thinkers. It was dug from the obscurity 
of legislation of the early part of the 
century by Senator Lopce about a year 
ago. At that time he coaxed Mr. Ruep 
to show some favor to it as a means of 
making England accept the free coinage 
of silver. It is hard to believe that either 
the Senator or the Speaker did not see 
the utter futility of the notion. It was 
at first used to tickle the silver men. It 
is now put forward to tickle the ship- 
building interest in Maine. It is in- 
tended solely for home consumption and 
will play no part in the National can- 
vass, 








BRONX PARK FOR THE ANIMALS, 


To be sure, the Zoological Society is a 
private corporation, but before refusing 
on that ground its application for a por- 
tion of Bronx Park the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners should consider the aims 
and purposes of the society. 

It was not organized for money mak- 
ing. It is not the intention of the soci- 
ety to maintain a menagerie for the pri- 
vate use and enjoyment of its members. 
Its object is the pleasure and instruction 
of the public. It proposes to establish 
a great zoological garden for the benefit 
‘of the veople of New-York. If its appli- 
cation for a portion of the Bronx Park is 
net reasonable and proper, then the in- 
stallation of the Botanical Garden in the 
other end of that park is a trespass. 

Central Park, it is conceded, is no 
longer a proper place for a collection of 
animals. It would be impossible to main- 
tain there any zoological garden except 
upon an absurdly small scale; and the 
space necessary even for that can be put 
“to better use. .In Bronx Park there is 
room enough. That park is not used as 
Central Park is used. It is not in a 
densely populated part of the city. Yet 
it is easily accessible, and the granting 
of the Zoological Society’s application 
would cause it to be visited every day 
by hundreds or thousands of persons who 
now never go there at all. 

The Mayor’s suggestion that the city 
need not be dependent on this society, 
but might have “a zoological garden of 
its own,” is not a wise one. The society 
is better equipped for that peculiar task 
than the city.’ The spirit in which its 
request has been met is disappointing. 








AN UNHAPPY MAECENAS, 


The explanation in Monday’s Timms of 
the conditions governing the appropria- 
tion of $50,000 to a National monument 
to Gen. SHERMAN and the action of the 
council of the National Sculpture Society 
put a new face upon the project of wast- 
ing the public money upon an inferior 
design for that work. Together with the 
other circumstances that have come to 
light, they show the difficulties that be- 
set a gentleman who undertakes to play 
‘the part of Maxrcrnas to his family 
sculptor by putting $50,000 of public 
money in his pocket without reference 
to the merits of the work which is the 
pretext of the expenditure. 

Assuming that the powers of the com- 
mittee of the Army of the Tennessee are 
as complete as the committee has as- 
sumed them to be, it is plain that the 
committee has committed grievous er- 
rors. Wherever there is a committee 
there is a man who runs the committee. 
Supposing this man to have a family 
sculptor, in who: way he is charitably 
disposed to put work, he should devote 
himself to squaring the committee, and 
he should be careful not to let the public 
have any inkling of what he is up to 
| until it is irrevocably, accomplished. 
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committee. All that needs to be done is 
to secure the promise of the sculptor 
that all the members of it shall be rep- 
resented, in a frieze around the pedestal 
or otherwise, taking heroie and death- 
defying attitudes{ and that the likenesses 
of them, as they may be conjectured to 
have appeared thirty-odd years ago, shall 
be satisfactory to their respective fami- 
lies. It is a great mistake to have any 
competition and a much greater mistake 
to pretend to ask for expert judgment 
on it. Even the trodden competitive 
sculptor will turn. If he be recommend- 
ed.for the work or for a prize by a jury 
of his peers and you disregard their rec- 
ommendation and throw him out, he may 
make himself unpleasant. If you have 
promised him beforehand that his design 
should be jadged by competent persons 
and you then proceed to judge it yourself 
and reject it, he may even sue you for 
damages, with rosy prospects of success. 
But if you are weak enough to pretend 
to have a competition, you should not 
be still weaker and expose the results of 
the competition to public scrutiny. The 
unfeeling public will not perceive the im- 
portance of having your family sculptor 
chosen. Neither will it perceive the ne- 
cessity of celebrating in durable bronze 
all the members of your committee. It 
will be apt to judge the designs by the 
impression it receives from them, and if 
it is impressed with the notion that your 
private sculptor has the worst design of 
the four that you exhibit, it will look 
about for motives to impute for your se- 
lection of him, and it will be apt to find 
much worse motives than mere kindness 
of heart combined with ignorance of 
sculpture. 

We have indicated the chief mistakes 
made by the committee of the Army of 
the Tennessee. It is only just to say 
that the committee has done its utmost 
to correct them as fast as they have been 
brought to its notice. The initial mistake 
of asking competent judges to give their 
opinions of the designs it corrected at the 
earliest moment—that is to say, when it 
appeared that competent judgment dif- 
fered from its own judgment; but this 
was not early enough to undo the mis- 
chief. It promptly showed its contempt 
for the expert judgment by disregarding 
it and putting the family sculptor’s de- 
sign in place of one of the designs which 
it rejected. ‘It has since, in the person of 
its Chairman, “spoken contemptuously 
of the National Sculpture Society.” This 
is all very fine, but when a committee 
comprising four of the leading sculptors 
of the country, and representing all the 
rest, has the misfortune to differ, on a 
question of monumental sculpture, from 
a committee representing only the Army 
of the Tennessee, the public will spon- 
taneously leap to a conclusion as to 
which side is entitled to speak contempt- 
uously of the other. If you invite its in- 
spection of the competitive models, it 
will be apt to have this conclusion con- 
firmed. The mistake of showing them 
the committee attempted to correct by 
abruptly closing the exhibition as soon 
as it was made manifest that the public, 
as a disinterested inexpert, agreed with 
the disinterested experts and not with 
the interested inexperts. 

The chosen sculptor has shown a just 
sense of the requirements of the situa- 
tion by being the only one of the four 
competitors to decline to repeat the ex- 
hibition here in New-York and to give 
the public another chance. He seems to 
bé wiser than his Maecenas. The truth 
is that the only way to secure the smooth 
working of a project for the bestowal of 
public money upon the favorite sculptor 
of a layman ig to conduct it throughout 
in privacy and even in secrecy. You can 
escape painful criticism only by escaping 
notice. If you invite the co-operation 
either of experts or of the public, you 
are laying up trouble for yourself. You 
cannot carry through your scheme easily 
and pleasantly, and unless you have a 
very thick,skin indeed you cannot carry 
it through at all.

This year is likely to be temembered 


the Prince’s Derby than by any other 
event that happens during its course. 
That Lord RoseBEerRy won two consecu- 
tive Derbys was no doubt a quite suf- 
ficient consolation to him, from a social 
point of view, for losing the Premiership. 
Indeed, it would have been a great polit- 
ical help to him if he had not been too 
far gone. A Premier with’two Derbys 
to his credit, or even with one, can as a 
rule afford to defy the opposition that his 
frivolity in owning race horses at all may 
excite in the serious and Nonconformist 
classes. 

It was said when Mr. LORILLARD won 
the Derby with Iroquois that he had done 
more to advance the reputation of his 
country with the mass of Englishmen 
than if he had made the greatest discov- 
ery in science or produced the greatest 
work of art. The estimate is probably 
not fantastic. At any rate, an American 
who desires to achieve a “ position” in 
England will find it more profitable to 
breed or buy a winner of the Derby than 
to entertain the rich or feed the poor. 
The Prince of Watgs, for causes of 
which some are abstruse to foreigners, 
is already popular in Great. Britain, and 
his popularity will be greatly increased 
by his victory on the turf, the first of 
much consequence that has fallen to him. 
If the throne were vacant, he might 
“run” for it with every prospect of 
success.

FAVOR OF ARBITRATION. 
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Meeting of the Second Mohonk Con- 
ference on the Subject. 


MonHONK*LAK®, N. Y., June 8.—The second 
Mohonk Conference on International Arbi- 
tration opened here to-day. It was organ- 
ized by the appointment of ex-Senator Ed- 
munds of Vermont as Chairman and the 
following Business Committee: Dr. Lyman 
Abbott of Brooklyn, Samuel B. Capen of 
Boston, Robert U. Johnson, associate edit- 
or of The Century; John B. Garrett of 
Philadelphia, the Hon. Robert Treat Paine 
of Boston, Judge John H. Stiness of Rhode 
Island, and Dr. Benjamin F. Trueblood of 
Boston. Ex-Senator Edmunds outlined the 
purpose of this conference to be the in- 
auguration of a reign of law, and declared 
that popular opinion and moral sentiment 
would enforce the decisions of an interna- 
tional tribunal, should such a court be es- 
tablished. Hodgson Pratt of England, 
Chairman of the International Peace and 
Arbitration Association or Great Britain, 
was presented to the conference. 

The Business Committee presented the 
following questions as central topics of dis- 
eussion during the conference: 

‘Ts a permanent tribunal for the settlement of 
international controversies desirable and practic- 
able? ’’ 

** Should it be urged at first for English-speak- 
ing people only, or for other nations also? ’* 

“ How shall such a court be cohstituted?’’ 

‘Is any increase of our army, navy, or fortifi- 
cations needed at the present time? ”’ 

‘“* What measures can be taken at the present 
time to develop public opinion in this country in 
favor of the substitution of law for war in the 
settlement of international controversies? ’’ 

Edward Everett Hale of Boston, in a 
powerful address, declared himself in fa- 
vor of the eStablishment of a permanent 
tribunal, holding the same position and 
supremacy on all international questions 
that the Supreme Court of the United 
States holds on inter-State questions. 

In the evening the subject of the ad- 
visability and practicability of an_interna- 
tional tribunal was ably discussed by Dr. 

in F. Trueblood of Boston, Judge 
John H. Stiness of Rhode Island, Prof. 
John B. Clark of Columbia University, and 
the Rev. Rouen H. Thomas of Boston.

SECOND SESSION OF THE CONGRE:- 
GATIONAL SOCIETY. 


The Rev. Mr. Coit of Massachusetts 
Tells of the Work of the Society 
Among Foreigners 
Catholics — Women’s 


and Roman 
Department 
Has a Special Place on the Pro- 
gramme *#or the First Time in 
Fourteen Years—Many Addréaags. 


Noew-Haven, June 3.--Centre Church wag 
well filled this morning when the second 
session of the Congregational Home Mis-< 
sionary Society opened. 

The first hour was giveh Up to the read: 
ing of reports by the officers of auxiliary 


and local bodies. Reports were made by D. 
P. Hatch for Maine, the Rev. Ethan Cur- 
tis for New-York, the Rev. A. T. Hillman 
for New-Hampshire, and. the Rev. Josqph 
Coit for Massachusetts. Mr. Coit said that 
the fact most worthy of notice was the 
working of the gociety among foreigners 
and Roman Catholics. He said that the 
apparent growth of Romanism had alarmed 
many, but the fear was altogether due to 
error. 

The Roman Church was growing rapidly, 
no doubt, but not as rapidly as it should. 
Statistics, he said, showed that its an- 
nual increase is diminishing, that whereas 
it should number 16,000,000 in the United 
States, it really numbered but 9,000,000. 
Mr. Coit said that in Massachusetts the so- 
ciety was doing a wonderful educational 
work among the French Canadians. This 
work in many cases has had the effect of 
making this class of people permanent res- 
idents. 

The session of the women’s department 
opened at 10:30 A. M., and for the first 
time in the fourteen years’ existence of 
this branch had a special and unobstruct- 
ed place on the programme. Mrs. H. S. 
Caswell presided. Addresses in the form 
of reports were made by Mrs. H. 8S. Meint- 
zelman of Indiana, Miss C. A. Potter of 
California, the Rev. Dora R. Barber of Ore= 
gon, and Mrs. Margaret E. Sangster of Har- 
per’s Bazar. 

The Rev. R. A. Rowley, Superintendent of 
the Congregational Sunday School and Pub- 
lishing Society, said that its work in the 
newer portions of the country was to organ- 
ize new and assist destitute Sunday schools. 

“The past year,” he said, ‘‘ we have or- 
ganized 84 new Sunday schools, with a 
membership of 2,500, the greater part not 
having had the privilege of Bible teaching 
for years, and at least 300 of whom have 
never till this year been to any kind of re- 
ligious service.”’ 

The Rev. William Shaw, Superintendent 
of the Congregational Sunday School and 
Publishing Society for Georgia, Alabama, 
and Florida, said:. ‘‘ Georgia, Alabama, 


and Florida should each have a field work- 
er, and then they could be properly and 
thoroughly worked. We want a ministry 
in fullest sympathy with our Sunday school 
work, apt to teach, and workmen that neeé¢| 
not be ashamed.” 

The Rev. John A. Hamilton of Boston, 
Secretary of the Congregational Educatior 
Society, gave a sketch of its history fot 
eighty years. 

The American Education Society of Bos< 
ton, he sdid, HMke the American Board, 
traces its origin largely to young men. 

“The National Council’s Ministerial Re- 
lief Fund” was the theme of the address 
by the Rev. Dr. Nathan H. Whittlesey of 
New-Haven. 

He said, in part: 

“ Weur-fifths of the Congregational min- 
isterg*in the country at some period of 
their lives have held a commission from the 
Congregational Home Missionary Society or 
from one of its auxiliaries. More than one- 
half of all the Congregational pastors in 
active service in the United States to-day 
are home missionaries. The average home 
missionary’s salary is less than $700 a year. 

“We ask a hearing in every pulpit, a col- 
lection in every church, an offering from 
every individual, a place with the other 
benevolent societies in the eharitable be 
quests of every will.”’ 

The Rev. L. H. Cobb, Secretary of the 
pony mor Church Building Society, 
also delivered an address, in which he said: 

“The average number of missionaries 
employed by the Home Missionary Society 
during the first fourteen years of its work 
was about 548. The average number dur- 
ing the last fourteen years was about 1,727. 
The average annual receipts of the Home 
Missionary Society for the first fourteen 
years were about $61,982.21. : 

“The average annual receipts for the last 
fourteen years have been not far from $574,- 
$24.05. The average annual receipts of the 
Church Building Society during its first 
fourteen years were $17,503.18. The average 
annual Ag for the last fourteen years 
have been about sevenfold, $129,916.49.”’ 

An address upon the work of the Con- 
gregational Education ye A was deliv~ 
ered by the Rev. William E. rton, D. D., 
pastor of the Shawmut Congregational 
Church of Boston, 

It is no accidént, he said, which has given 
to the Congregational denomination its 
foremost place in education. In a Church 
so democratic there is no safety save in an 
educated ministry and a thinking laity. 

The Rev. Ethan Curtis of Syracuse, N. 
Y., Superintendent of Congregational Home 
Missions in New-York State, said: 

“The Home Missionary Society is doing 
something to solve both the city and the 
country problems. In one of our cities not 
long ago a mission church came to us of 
its own accord from another denomination. 
The people were poor and discouraged; 
their homes untidy, and the children much 
in the streets. The fathers were shiftless 
and loved drink, and many of the young 
people went early to the bad. We found 
in the mission little material with which 
we could build. It_was necessary to bring 
in Christian workers, esvecially Sunday- 
school teachers, from our other churches. - 
When reconstruction began the work was 
rapid, the Sunday school increasing from 24 
to 148 in four months.” 

Im conclusion the Rev. Reorge W. Choate, 
National Secretary, gave a survey of the 
seventieth year. 

The annual business meeting of the Gen- 
eral Society was held in the afternoon, and 
the officers for the coming year were elect- 
ed as follows: President n, O. O. How- 
ard of Vermont; Recording Secretary—The 
Rev. W. H. Holman of Connecticut; Execu- 
tive Committee—J. F. Anderson, Jr., of 
New-York; the Rev. Samuel H. Virgin, D.

Havana, June 3.--Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, who 
was a few weeks ago appointed United 
States Consul General here to succeed Mr. 
Ramon O. Williams, whose resignation was 
tendered and accepted some time ago, ar- 


rived here early this morning on board the 
steamer Mascotte. Gen. Lee was accom- 
panied by his son and his private secre- 
tary, Mr, Jones. 

Thomas Dawley, an artist in the employ 
of Harper’s Weekly of New-York was ar- 
rested at the trocha to-day and brought a 
prisoner to Havana, where he was locked 
up at the Police Headquarters. Mr. Daw- 
ley is charged with having been in com- 
munication with the rebels. 

The insurgents have destroyed the: rail- 
way bridge between the Duran and Guara 
Stations, in the Province of Havana. 

Advices from Baracoa report that engage- 
ments have recently taken place between 
Spanish forces and bands of rebels on the 
banks of the Duaba River. Owing to the 
heavy rains which have fallen lately the 
river was greatly swollen and its cross- 
ing rendered difficult. An attempt was 
made, however, by a Spanish column to 
reach the other side, but the troops were 


attacked by insurgents with the result that 
one soldier was killed and two were wound- 
ei. The rebel loss is put at twenty-four, 
but is believed to be greater. ; 

Continuing their march along the river, 
the Spanish, on May 27, again attempted to 
eross, this time by the ford at Buenavista, 
but they were again attacked, and Major 
Gonzalez Moro and eight soldiers were 
wounded and perished in the river, being 
unable to regain the shore they had left, 
while a Captain, a Sergeant, and two pri- 
Vates were wounded, but succeeded in 
reaching the river bank. Orders have been 
given for reinforcements to be sent to the 
column by boats, but this will be difficult 
of execution, owing to the Condition of the 
rivers. 

A force of rébels made an attack upon 
Candelaria, but they were repulsed and 
compeiled to retire. 

MapDrip, June 3.—The Madrid newspapers 
are séverely criticising Admiral Beranger 
Minister of Marine, in consequence of the 
arrival of the Svanish cruiser Filippinas at 
Havana in a disabled condition, which is 
ascribed to defects in her construction. The 
ts are unanimous in demanding a Par- 
iamentary inquiry into the matter, the 
scope of which shall cover the entire sys- 
tem of the Naval Departmént. 

During a recent private discussion of af- 
fairs in Cuba between Gen. Martinez Cam- 
pos, the predecessor of Gen. Weyler as 
Capt, Gen. of Cuba, and Gen. Borrero, the 
argument became so animated that the dis- 
cussion developed into a hot quarrel, and 
a duel was arranged. The matter was con- 
ducted with the greatest secrecy, but in 
some manner the authorities received in- 
formation of the intended duel between the 
Generals a few minutes before they were 
to meet on the Primo Rivera. The Captain 
General of Madrid proceeded with all haste 
to the spot, arriving just as the principals 
were being placed in position, and it was 
only with the greatest difficulty that he suc- 
ceeded in stopping the affair before either 
of the combatants was wounded. 

Gens. Campos and Borrero were finally 
disarmed and sent to their respective resit- 
dences under arrest. 





THE SENATE WANTS INFORMATION. 


Mr. Morgan’s Resolution About the 


Competitor Prisoners, 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, at its meeting 
this morning, took no action on the Morgan 
joint resolution providing for recognition of 
the belligerency of Cuban insurgents. Sen- 
ator Morgan discussed the subject for some 
time, but the suggestion was made to him 
that it would be better not to report the 
matter at all than to have it reported and 
remain unacted upon. No quorum was had 
in committee until just before adjournment, 
and no action was taken. ‘The majority of 
the committee is against reporting the res- 
olution, and it is believed that it will be 


permitted to slumber in the committee 
room until the end of the session. 

The following is the text of the resolution 
introduced in the Senate to-day by Mr. Mor- 
gan: 

Resolved, That the Senate, being informed by 
common rumor and by testimony taken by the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, that a vessel 
of the United States called the Competitor has 
been captured by a Spanish ship of war, and 
that one or more citizens of the United States 
were captured on board of said vessel, and have 
been tried and condemned to death by a military 
tribunal in Cuba, and are now in prison at 
Havana awaiting the execution of the sentence, 
and the Senate having instructed said com- 
mittee to inquire into and make report respect- 
ing the rights of said citizens under the treaties 
existing between ~-the United States and Spain, 
and under the laws of nations, the President is 
requested, in conformity with Section 2,001 of the 
Revised Statutes to inform the Senate wheth- 
er any such capture has been made 
by a Spanish warship, and whether 
any citizen of the United States has 
been captured on or near such vessel and 
**has been unjustly deprived of his liberty by 
or under the authority of ’’ the Government of 
Spain, and whether the President forthwith de- 
manded of Spain the reasons for such imprison- 
ment, and if such imprisonment is unlawful, and 
if-such senténce to death violates the laws of na- 
tions or the treaties with Spain, whether the 
President has demanded the release of such citi- 
zens, and that the President communicate to the 
Senate all the facts and proceedings relative to 
such capture, sentence, and imprisonment of such 
citizens aS soon as practicable In accordance 
with the statute in such cases made and pro- 
vided as follows: 

‘Section 2,000. All naturalized citizens of the 
United States while in foreign countries are 
entitied tc and shall receive from the Goy- 
ernment the same protection of persons and 
property which is accorded to native-born cit- 
izens, 

See. 2,001. Whenever it is made known to 
the President that any citizen of the United 
States has been unjustly deprived of his Iib- 
erty by or under the authority of any foreign 
Government, it shall be the duty of the Pres- 
ident forthwith to demand of that Government 
the reasons for such imprisonment, and if it 
appears to be wrongful and in violation of the 
rights of American citizenship the President 
shall forthwith demand the release of such 
citizen, and, if the release so demanded is un- 
reasonably delayed or refused, the President 
shall use such means not amounting to acts 
of war as he may think necessary and proper 
to obtain or effectuate the reléase, and all the 

Ss and proceedings relative thereto shall, as 
soon as practicable, be communicated by the 
President to Congress. 


The resolution was laid on the table. 





ARRESTED WHEN LEAVING CUBA. 


Joseph Lopez Taken from the Steam- 
er Mascotte, 


KEY West, Fla., June 3.—Joseph Lopez 
Was arrested on the steamer Mascotte to- 
day just as she was leaving the harbor of 
Havana. Orders had been issued to search 
Lopez, who had been an insurgent, and if 
anything of a suspicious nature was found 
on him, to arrest him. The police had fin- 
ished the search and reported everything 
all right, and he was passed. Shortly aft- 
erward a box of candy containing two let- 
ters was sent on board addressed to, Lopez 
for parties in this city. Lopez opened one 
of the letters and took from it some money 
and threw the letter overboard. This action 
excited the suspicion of the police, and he 
was immediately arrested and taken ashore. 

Lopez had only lately been pardoned as 
an insurgént and was,about to leave Cuba. 
His arrest is likely to cause others to be 
arrested, as the party who sent the pack- 
ages on board has been under the surveil- 
lance of the police for some time.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Madrid dis- 
patch to The London Morning Post that 
Minister Dupuy de Lome had protested to 
Secretary Olney against the presence of 
the Cuban flag in the Decoration’ Day pa- 
rade in New-York is found, upon investiga- 
tion here, to be erroneous, The Spanish 
Minister made no protest. His Government 
is fully aware that the United States had 
no control over the procession in which the 
flag appeared, and that the Grand Army 
Marshe! permitted the Cuban flag to be car- 
r'el simply as an advertisement for the 
Cuban Fair. The incident was magnified in 
the Madrid papers after their manner of 
serving up American news, but has no in- 
ternational significance. 





LIBERAL GAINS IN ENGLAND. 


Home Rule Secures Two New Members 


in the House. 


Lonpon, June 3.—The Parliamtntary 
election to fill the seat for the Frome Di- 
vision of Somersetshire in the House of 
Commons made vacant by the succession of 
Viscount Weymouth, (Conservative,) to the 
peerage, upon the death ox his father, .the 
Marquis of Bath, who died in Venice on 
April 20, was held yesterday, and resulted 
in the election of Mr. J. E. Bariow, (Home 
Rule Liberal,) by a vote of 5,062 to 4,768 cast 
for Mr. TFhynne, the Conservative candi- 
date. In the last election—1895—Viscount 
Weymouth was elected by a majority of 
617, receiving 4,060 votes, to 4,043 polled by 
the constituents of Mr. Barlow. The Lib- 
eral majority in the division this year is 
299, representing a Liberal gain of 916 votes 
and a gain of a seat in the Hou®e of Com- 
mons. . 

The Parliamentary election in the Wick 
District, held yesterday, to fill the séat 
in the House of Commons made vacant 
by the resignation of Sir John Pender, 
(Liberal-Unionist,) resulted in the return 
of Mr. T. C. Hedderwick, (Home Ruler,) by 
& majority of 212,*the vote standing: Hed-

GERMANS INSULTED IN CHINA, 


Ordered 
Proceed to Nankin. 


The German Squadron to 


LONDON, June 3.—The Globe publishes a 
dispatch from Shanghai, which.says that 
since the return of the Viceroy Liu Kun 
Yih to Nankin the German officers who 
were lent to China by Germany to drill the 
Chinese troops have been repeatedly insult- 
ed, hope being entertained that they would 
resent the insults by resigning. This prac- 
tice not having the desired result, the Chi- 
nese have resorted to violence, ending in the 
murder of a German officer named rause 
by the Hunan bodyguard of the Viceroy, 
and the German squadron has been or- 
dered to proceed to Nankin forthwith. 

It is believed, thé dispatch says, that all 
of the German officers in the Chinese serv- 
ice will resign, 

The dispatch to The Globe also says the 
rebels in the Province of Kansuh, the most 
northwesterly province of China, have de- 
feated the Chinese Army commanded by 
Gen. Tung, with great slaughter. 





DEATH OF EXPLORER ROHLFS. 


The Long Career of a Noted German 
' 
Traveler. 


BERLIN, June 3.—Gerard Rohlifs, the Ger- 
man traveler and explorer, died to-day at 
Godesberg, in Rhenish Prussia. 

He was born near Bremen in 1834. After 
receiving a medical education, he went to 
Algeria and entered the foreign legion of 
the French Army. Having learned the 
Arabic language he traveled extensively in 
Morocco in 1861 and again in 1864, and 
after a visit to Germany in 1865 he-‘re- 
turned to Africa, spending two years in his 
traveis. He received the medal of the 
Royal Geographical ‘Society of London. In 
1867, by order of the King of Prussia, he 
joined the English expedition against Abys- 
Sinia, and in 1873 he went with his party 
to explore the Libyan Desert under the 
patronage of the Khedive of Egypt. 

He visited>-the United States fn 1875 and 
lectured on his travels. He has published 
several books of travel.

the Queen, died in London to-day.

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MARRONE’S STORY RETOLD 





MeCOR MICK HEED FOR THE MURDER 
oF weer CUNNINGHAM. 


Police Captain Martens’s Testimony 
as to the Boy’s Identification of 
the Prisoner Flatly Contradicted 
by a Prison Keeper—Marrone Ad- 
mits He Saw MéCormick When Ar- 
rested, but at that Time Made No 
Charge—Farrell Released. 


Another day spent by the police in a 
search for evidence in the case of Mary 
Cunningham, the thirteen-year-old girl who 
was murdered on Saturday at her home, 
315 East Thirty-seventh Street, brought 


them no new clue as to the identity of the 
murderer. 

McCormick and the other suspect, Fran- 
cis P. Farrell, were taken before Magis- 
trate Crane for a hearing in the afternoon. 
Inspector Brooks said he had no evidence 
against Farrell, and the latter was dis- 
charged. Thomas G. Fennell appeared for 
McCormick. 

Dr. Willian Tyler, a druggist at Thirty- 
seventh Street and Second Avenue, testified 
that a little girl came to his store and told 
him of the murdey and said Mrs. Cunning- 
ham wanted him at once. It was while 
there that he first. saw McCormick, who 
had been brought back to the scene of the 
murder. He had not, as previously stated, 
seen McCormick running by his place. 

Joseph Marrone, the boy who says he 
saw McCormick commit the crime, told his 
story in a way that suggested previous re- 
hearsal. , 

“Now, Joseph,” said Inspector Brooks, 
who stood close to him, “‘ tell the story just 
as you told me of it yesterday.”’ 

“Will you tell the truth?” 
Magistrate. 

‘Sure, I will,” replied the boy. “I don’t 
tell no lies.” 

“Do you know what an oath is?”’ asked 
Mr. Fennell. 

The boy looked around to the Inspector, as 
he did every time a question was asked. 
“No, look at me.” said the lawyer, “ and 
answer my question. Do’you know what 
becomes of you if you tell a lie?”’ 

“No,” said the boy, with a grin. 

‘I submit,” said Mr. Fennell, ‘‘ that the 
witness is incompetent under the code. He 
is confessedly unable to understand the 
nature of an oath, and is of insufficient ca- 
pacity to testify.”’ 

‘The lawyer was overruled, and the testi- 
mony was given. 

Marrone repeated his story already pub- 
lished in exact detail. 

Mr. Fennell then questioned him. 

“How does the.door in the flat open 
where you saw the man?”’ 

‘From the left-hand side.” 

“Sure of that?” 

** Sure.” 

“Now, as a matter of fact,” said the 
lawyer, ‘ the door opens just the other way, 
and when it. is open the view of the whole 
of the house except half of the kitchen is 
cut off.” 

“Well, maybe he meaht that the door 
opened to the left,” said Inspector Brooks. 

Inspeetor Brooks then took the boy in 
hand, and in spite of objections from Mr. 
Fennell, was allowed to lead the witness, 
and he said he saw the girl in the kitchen 
when the man was strangling her. This 
Statement was astonishing from the fact 
that the body of the girl was found: two 
rooms from the kitchen, and the struggle 
had occurred in. the other rooms, while 
the kitchen was: not disturbed. 

Capt. Martens asked to be allowed to tell 
how the boy had identified the prisoner. 
He said he had gone to the prison Tues- 
day, had stated who he was, and said he 
wanted to see the prisoners, and had 
brought the boy with him for the purpose 
of identification. He said that the keeper 
teld him that Favrell was above and Mc> 
Cormick below in the tiers. He said he 
took the boy up stairs first and showed him 
Farrell and four other prisoners, and then 
took him_ down stairs until he came to 
McCormick's’ cell, where Marrone pointed 
out the prisoner* 

“Now,” said Mr. Fennell, “if a keeper of 
that prison should be brought here and 
Swear that you came to the jail, said noth- 
ing about the boy, but asked to see McCor- 
mick; that you took the boy’ directly to 
the cell of the man, asked whether he was 
the man, and made no further effort to 
nt him see anybody else, would he be ly- 
ng? 

** He would,” said Martens. 

Keeper Patrick Gallagher was called. 

“The Captain came to the gate,” he 
said, ‘‘and I asked him what he wished 
He told me who he was, and asked to see 
McCormick. I said: ‘He is on the lower’ 
tier, and Warrell is up above.’ I told him 
about Farrell because I theught he might 
want to see both. The Captain walked in, 
and just opposite the door is MeCormick’s 
cell. I put him there so that I could watch 
him. The Captain walked right up to the 
cell with the boy, but I could not hear 
what was said. When he came out I said: 
* What did you find out?’ and he said: ‘ We 
have got the right party.’”’ 

When Gallagher ha concluded Capt. 
Martens said: ‘“‘I want you to tell me if I 
didn’t say I wanted to take the boy in to 
see whether he could identify any of the 
prisoners.” 

““No, you didn’t,” said Gallagher; “ you 
said nothing about identification.” 

Mr. Fénnell made Marrone admit that he 
had seen McCormick while the Jatter was 
under arrest on the street. 

“And you knew that he was the man, 
then, that you saw killing the girl in the 
fiat?’”’ he asked. i 

nl Yes.” 

“And you didn’t tell the police, then, 
whee A78 saw that they had the man?” 


Magistrate Crane said that he could do 
nothing else than hold the pteonet for the 
action of the Coroner, and he was sent 
back to the cell, being held without bail. 

Father Ducey called at the jail yester- 
day and had a talk with McCormick. War- 
den Lynch said Father Ducey said he had 
known McCormick many years, and that he 
had noticed that his mind seemed to be 
gradually weakening. He was formerly em- 
ployed by the Gilsey estate as janitor in 
a fiat, and it was thought his services had 
been dispensed with because of his mental 
condition. } 

Warden Lynch last night corroborated 
the statement made by, Doorkeeper Galla- 
gher at, the afternoon’s hearing.

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ANTI-PLATT MEN SAID TO BE UNDER 
THE OHIO LEADER. 


Warner Miller, the Story Goes, Was 
Obliged to Stop His Early Cam- 
paigning, and Mr. Milholiand 
Was Also Curbed—All This Amuses 
Adherents of the Tioga Chieftain, 
for They Point Out Their Oppo- 


ents Have a “ Boss.” 


Those Republicans who have begun their 
annual pastime of killing off Boss Platt are 
in a peck of trouble. They are finding that 
they must obey a new boss who is a rank 
outsider. His name is Hanna, and the Platt 


men are laughing to see these anti-boss 
apostles take their orders from the Ohio 
man as if he were the leader of their State 
machine. 

They had a story last night that Mr. 
Hanna had directed Warner Miller to quit, 
for the present, at least, his anti-Platt lect- 
uring tour around the State and refrain 
from stirring up the animals until McKinley 
is safely nominated, and his managers find 
out what Mr. Platt’s attitude toward him 
is to be. 

Mr. Miller, it was announced last week, 
had started out to preach anti-Platt gospel 
to the hayseeders in all the counties of 
the State. He was in Saratoga County a 
day or two, and later in Dutchess, having 
made a speech in Poughkeepsie last Satur- 
day. Then he suddenly stopped the trip, 
and this week has béen in this city. 

The story was passed around last night 
that Mr. Hanna was responsible for. this, 
and the suggestion was made that the Ohio 
boss had brought into service the long- 
distance telephone in the same way Mr. 
“att uses it in controlling the Legislature 
at Albany, as fully elucidated by Mr. Miller 
himself in his recent statement. : 

Mr. Hanna has taken a hand at bossing 
these anti-boss Republicans on another oc- 
casion. When Mr. Milholland had his ma- 
chinery already to start for a provisional 
committee, to run in opposition to Mr. 
Platt’s State Committee, and help elect 
McKinley over Mr. Platt’s head, the Ohio 
boss told him ‘ No.”’ There was a session 
of the “Hanna Sunday school class in 
Cleveland, at which orders are said to have 
been issued explicitly that there would be 
nothing of the kind, and Mr. Milholland 
and the other McKinley Leaguers obeyed 
orders precisely as the members of Mr. 
Platt’s Sunday school class were wont to 
do, as is alse fully set forth in the recent 
statement of Warner Miller. 

So the anti-boss Republicans, who want 
to nominate McKinley, are finding that they 
have a boss who is making the principal 
vart of the fight, while they are not al- 
towed to have much to say about it. 

This situation 'eads some to conclude that 
Mr. Hanna expects that McKinley will 
have use for Mr. Platt and his machine, if 
he should receive the nomination, and he 
@pes not want the Tiogan prodded into an 
ugly frame of mind until after opportunity 
has been had to learn what terms can be 
made for the campaign. 

It is said to be a little galling to the Mc- 
Kinley men in the State to be forced to 
‘walk up and kiss the rod” so early in 
the proceedings, but, as they must keep on 
good terms with McKinley’s’ managers or 
there will be no reward, they obey orders 
with the best grace possible. This ques- 
tion has been raised: 

“Which is the prettier sight for an un- 
biased spectator, a New-Yorker bossed by 
a boss from Tioga County or a New-Yorker 
bossed by a boss from Cleveland, Ohio?” 

The Hanna collar is said to fit just as 
closely as the Platt collar, and as the string 
is longer it hurts more when the slack is 
suddenly taken in. 

Meantime, it is said that the fight against 
Platt will be continued on State lines, if 
not on the McKinley issue, just as soon as 
the convention is over. Then there is likely 
to be some further trouble in determining 
whether John E. Milholland or Warner 
Miller shall be the head and front of the 
anti-Platt movement.

Plattites May isxeep> Him from the 


State Convention, 


Word has come to the politicians that 

Warner Miller is likely to find a hard fight 
on his hands in his own county of Herki- 
mer before he can make good his declara- 
tion that he will be in the State Conven- 
tion.

More or less talk against the proposed 
ordinance wes heard in all of the cycling 
academies yesterday. The wheelwomen par- 
ticularly were opposed to the plan. One 
little lady who has just got her first wheel 
said it was enough to pay $100 for a wheel 
and half as much more for suits’ and sun- 
dries, without having to pay for owning 
the bicyele. 

So much feeling has been aroused against 
the Goetz plan that a large representation 
of wheelmen may be expected at the hear- 
ing.

Sr. Louis, June 3.—As indicated in these 
dispatches last night, the work of raising 
and distributing relief funds for the torna- 
do sufferers is floundering in municipal poli- 
tics. Honest differences of opinion upon 
the advisability and legality of appropriat- 
ing city_funds for relief have grown into 
bitter political warfare. 

Mayor Wajgbridge, a possible candidate for 
Governor, has resolutely refused to appeal 
to.the outside world for aid. Last night he 
was hanged in effigy in South St. uis, 
and a large public meeting held there de- 
manded that he withdraw from a pa 
tion of independence. The friends op- 

onents of the Mayor's present hopes are 
ound opposing each other in the matter 
of soliciting relief. The measure to appro- 
priate $100,000 of city funds for relief also 
met strong opposition cn the plea that it 
was illegal. he bill was resubmitted to- 
day with a proviso making it legal. 

‘The House of Delegates, the lower branch 
of the Municipal Assembly, met in special 
session this afternoon to consider the 
amended appropriation bill. The proceed- 
ings at times approached a gene rough- 
and-tumble fight among the members, but it 
was finally passed by a vote of 19 to 3. The 
bill now goes to the upper house, and will 
be immediately passed.

finally turned on his wife, intending to give 
her a whipping also. The boy picked up 
a shotgun and fired on his father. Baker 
fell mortally wounded.

Prof. Henry A. Mott was the only wit- 
ness on the stand yesterday in the trial of 
Mary Alice Almont Fleming for the murder 
Evalina M. Bliss, in Part

Prof. Mott is the chemist employed by 
the District Attorney to make the analysis 
of the contents of Mrs. Bliss’s stomach, of 
the stomach itself, of a portion of the vomit 
expelled by Mrs. Bliss before her death, of 
a broken pitcher alleged to have contained 
the poison disguised in clam chowder, the 
effe2ts of which caused Mrs. Bliss’s death, 
and of a piece of lemon pie. 

The protessor first went on the stand 
Tuesday afternoon, and gave evidence of 
having received the packages containing 
these articles from the District Attorneys 
office. 

During the course of his testimony yes- 
terday, Dr. Mott said his analysis of the 
contents of the stomach proved that they 
contained a large quantity of arsenic. In 
twenty-six experiments made by kim to de- 
termine the exact quantity of arsenic, he 
found the equivalent of nearly eight grains 
of the ordinary white arsenic of commerce, 
otherwise known by the names of arsenious 
acid and trioxide of arsenic. 

Mr. Brooke, the senior counsel for the de- 
fense, fought bitterly against the admission 
** the contents of the stomach or any poi- 
gwons derived from them, on the ground that 
they had not been properly traced from 
the body of Mrs. Bliss to the courtroom, 
and that they had been kept for three 
days by Dr. Scheele in his laboratory be- 
fore they reached Dr. Mott’s hands. 

The Kecorder overruled all these objec- 
tions, and went so far on one occasion as 
to term Mr. Brooke’s tactics ‘‘ obstructive.” 
At another time the Recorder sternly or- 
dered Mr. Brooke to take his seat, and it 
seemed for a few moments as if he would 
have to commit the senior counsel for the 
defense for contempt before his order was 
obeyed. 

Dr. Mott almost lectured the jury on the 
difference »etween chemical atoms and 
molecules, and the relative value of anti- 
monious and antimonic and of arsenious 
and arsenic salts in respect to the oxygen 
which they contain. The specimens which 
he had brought with him to the court- 
room must have been several hundred in 
number. They.consisted of arsenic and an- 
timony in very small bottles, and of dif- 
ferent salts of these chemicals obtained 
from the articles submitted to him for 
analysis; micro-photographs, magnified to 
Seventy-two diameters, of arsenic crystals 
which he had found in the articles sub- 
mitted; a set of acids and alkalis which he 
had used in making his laboratory tests, 
and a blackboard upon which he wrote 
with chalk chemical symbols for the edifi- 
cation of the jury. When he had finished, 
the blackboard looked like a drawing of a 
geometrical spider’s web in which the alpha- 
bet and the.numerals had become en- 
tangled. 

Ou the top of this Dr. O’Sullivan, who 
Was examining Dr. Mott, asked him to de- 
fine a formula, an atom, and a molecule. 
The witness replied without hesitation, and 
the effect of this excursion into the realms 
ef chemistry upon those connected with 
the case was easily apparent. The jury- 
men looked limp, and several of them ex- 
hibited unmistakable signs of suppressed 
yawts. The Recorder lay back in his chair 
and closed his eyes in utter weariness of 
spirit. Mr. McIntyre, the senior counsel 
for the prosecution, laughed aloud, and Mr. 
Brooke said something in an undertone to 
Mrs. Fleming and his associates which 
caused a titter in that direction. 

Just at that moment the scene between 
the Recorder and Mr. Brooke occurred. 
Mr. Brooke started it by asking that the 
blackboard, with its chalk symbols, should 
be marked and put in evidence. Dr. O’Sul- 
livan quickly read a decision in a former 
trial involving experts which showed that 
the use of blackboards was permissible in 
such cases. The Recorder decided that as 
the prosecution did not wish the black- 
board to be marked in evidence, there was 
no motion before the Court. 

“Then,” said Mr. Brooke, ‘‘I move the 
Court, on the part of the defendant, that 
the blackboard as it now is be marked in 
evidence.” 

“*I deny your motion,” said the Recorder, 
curtly. 

“‘May it please your Honor—”’ began Mr. 
Brooke. 

“Mr. Brooke, I have heard enough,” said 
the Recorder, angrily. 

es But I desire to state my reasons—” 

Mr. Brooke, I ask you .to take your 
fSeat.”’ 

Mr. Brooke, without sitting down, went 
on: Why the Court should rule upon my 
motion—’’ 

“Sit down, Mr. Brooke!” 
corder, in a dangerous tone. 
to the witness, he said: ‘* Proceed.” 

Mr. Brooke very, very slowly took his 
seat, without further attempt at speech. 

Mrs. Fleming, who entered the courtroom 
witha confident bearing,sat quietly through- 
out the sessions and said little either to her 
counsel or her half-sister. When she left 
the courtroom she seemed to have felt the 
weariness of the ordeal and looked pale and 
worn. 

When the questions about the chemical 
analysis began, Dr. Mott referred to his 
notebook. Mr. Brooke objected, and Dr. 
O’Sullivan drew from the witness that he 
made these notes at the time the analysis 
was made in order to refresh his memory 
and prevent all possibility of mistake. 

The Recorder ruled that, if the witness 
said that he could not testify from mem- 
»ry exclusively, he might refer to his notes 
co_refresh his memory. 

Dr. Mott's reply was to fling down his 
hotebook in a petulant manner, and to 
straighten himself up in the witness chair 
for examination without its aid. 

Mr. Brooke objected to the reception of 
the analyses made by the witness on the 
ground that they were something done in 
the absence of the defendant, which was 
not within the range of expert testimony. 
The objection was overruled by the Re- 
corder, and Dr. O’Sullivan continued his 
examination of Dr. Mott. 

Q.—Describe your chemical examination of the 
cut-glass bottle containing the contents of the 
stomach of Mrs. Bliss. A.—I took a reagent—and 
you are to understand by a reagent a substance 
capable of acting upon another substance to 
produce a chemical change, and thus enable a 
scientist to distinguish one substance from an- 
other. I subjected the substance marked H to 
a chemical analysis and found it to contain a 
large amount of arsenic. 

Q.—After having now detailed the results, will 
you state the methods you used? A.—I took 
from the bottle a small quantity of fluid and 
boiled it with hydrochloric acid and then filtered 
it. I introduced into the tube some pieces of 
pure copper for fifteen or twenty minutes. I 
then found that the copper was covered with an 
incrustation of an alloy of copper and arsenic 
and of copper and antimony. I took two of 
these pieces of copper and heated them gently in 
a test tube with a long neck. I found in the 
neck of the tube a white powder, which I found 
to be arsenic trioxide, arsenious acid or white 
arsenic. I removed this powder and obtained a 
precipitate of arsenious sulphide. The other por- 
tion I introduced into a Marsh apparatus, which 
ig so constructed that an acidulated solution 
of water and zinc gives hydrogen gas. This gas 
is caused to go through a tube enlarged in the 
centre for chloride of calcium as a drier. The 
tube is then brought to a fine glass end and the 
gas lighted. I then introduced some of the in- 
crusted pieces of copper into the apparatus and 
*placed-at the lighted flame an arsenic mirror. I 
allowed the flame to come in contact with a cold 

reelain surface and obtained an arsenic mirror 

y the deposit of that substance. 

Q.—In the various chemical reactions have you 

ryed the results and have you got them in 
court? A.—I have. 

Q.—What do you hold in your hand? A.—Small 
parcels containing the results of my investiga- 
tions. 

Mr. Brooke objected. He wanted the wit- 
mess to make his chemical examinations in 
court. If the cologne bottle and its con- 
tents were competent evidence it Was 
equally competent for the prosecution to 
show by the witness that the same results 
could be obtained in the presence of the 
jury. 

Mr. McIntyre replied that the course now 
taken was followed in both the Meyer and 
Buchanan cases before Justice Barrett and 
Recorder Smyth. The Recorder overruled 
‘Mr. Brooke's objection, and Dr. Mott began 
to open a flat wooden case filled with small 


glass bottles.

Q.—What have you got in your hand? A.—A 
wooden case. 

Q.—What is inside that case. Are they pins or 
needles? A.—Inorganic substances.

Mr. Brooke succeeded in preventing the 
prosecution from putting this case in evi- 
dence as.a whole, and each bottle was 
taken out separately. The examination by 
Dr. O’Sullivan then went on: 

Q.--How did you get the substance in the bottle 
which you hold in your hand? A.—I took the 
other portion of the contents of the stomach and 
passed through it a stream of sulphureted hy- 
drogen. This gave a precipitate composed of two 
substances—arsenious sulphide and antimonium 
sulphide. 1 washed this precipitate and added 
hydrochloric acid and a few crystals cf chlorate 
of potash. I then made hydrogen and passed the 
gas through the solution, to which nitrate of 
silver was added. This gave me a precipitate of 
antimonium nitrate. I then added to the filtrate 
a few drops of ammonia and got arsenite of sil- 
ver—a very delicate test, showing one part of 
arsenic in one-two-hundred-thousandths of so- 
lution, ‘ 

Dr. Mott proceeded to describe in detail 
the methods which he had taken to isolate 
either arsenic or antimony in each of the 
twenty-six bottles which were placed in 
evidence before the court adjourned. In 
one bottle he showed the equivalent of 
three and a half grains of white arsenic. 
The following, for exampie, was the meth- 
od employed in getting the contents of the 
eighth bottle, as described by Dr. Mott: 

I weighed out a given quantity of the bottle 
containing the contents of the stomach and 
evaporated it over a water bath, then more 
thoroughly over suphuric acid, I then removed 
this dry substance and introduced it into a 
retort with hydrochloric acid, and I distilled and 
received in a receiver kept cold what was vo- 
latilized. I them removed the receiver from the 
retort and added water. This divided the ar- 
senic it contained into arsenious acid. I added 
chlorate of potash to this and heated it. That 
converted the arsenious acid into arsenic acid. 
To this I added some ammonia to neutralize 
it; then acetic acid in excess, then uranic ace- 
tate, and heated the mixture, and there was 
deposited a _ precipitate of ammonia uranic 
arsenate. This was filtered, transferred to a 
porcelain crucible, and heated over a Bunsen’s 
burner to a red heat, which gave me uranium 
pyro-arsenate. I weighed this, and calculated 
that I obtained 1 29-1000 grains of ordinary ar- 
senic, 

Dr. Mott also obtained magnesium, pyro- 
arsenate, arsenic sulphide, the’ beautiful 
orange powder known as antimonious sul- 
phide, and other salts of antimony, 
Scheele’s green, or hydro-cuprie, arsenite, 
and arsenic prepared directly from _ the 
contents of the stomach, which showed 
that it had been swallowed in the form of 
ordinary white arsenic. 





EAST RIVER BRIDGE TERMINALS. 


Public Hearing to be Had on the Plans 
Proposed, 


The new East River Bridge Commission 
met at 49 Chambers Street yesterday and 
discussed the proposed terminals for the 
structure. It was decided to give public 
hearings on the subject in this city and 
Brooklyn before the Mayors of both cities. 

The hearing in this city will be held next 
Wednesday at 2 P. M., and in Brooklyn 
the hearing will be had the day following. 

Engineer Buck presented two plans for 
terminals and approaches to the bridge on 
either side of the river. Plan 1 pro- 
poses that the approach shall begin at 
Grand Street, taking in the whole block 
between Pitt and Willett Streets, as far 
north as Delancey Street, whence a turn 
east will be taken and a course pursued 
on a line parallel with Delancey Street to 
the bridge structure at the foot of that 
street. 

Plan 2 proposes that the structure and 
approaches shall follow Welancey Street 
due west from the East River to Clinton 
Street. 

In both plans it is proposed taking about 
200 feet of the blocks through which the 
structure is to be run. 2 

In Brooklyn one plan proposés that the 
terminal shall be built on a line parallel 
with South Fifth Street, running at a 
width of about 200 feet to Driggs Avenue, 
where a large approach, extending from 
Broadway to South Fourth Street and out 
to Havemeyer Street may be built. 

A second plan provides that the South 
Fifth Street line shall be followed to Bed- 
ford Avenue, where a turn diagonally across 
Bedford Avenue is to be taken for 250 feet 
and the structure continued to Havemeyer 
Street. 

Secretary Thurber, after the meeting, ex- 
plained that objection to Plan was 
urged by several of the Commissioners 
because of the turn in it, but he said 
that it would be the better of the two, be- 
cause it would leave Grand Street a good, 
wide street, as a proper approach to the 
structure. 

Mr. Thurber and Commissioner Deeves fa- 
vor this plan, but Mayor Strong and Com- 
missioner Wales favor No. 2, the Clinton 
Street approach. This, it is urged, would, 
no doubt, be the better if Delancey Street 
were wider and the approach not stuck 
in a nest of tenements and rookeries, which 
will utterly destroy its artistic value. 

Mayor Strong, however, said that in the 
event of the Clinton Street approach being 
designated, Delancey Street could be wid- 
oned about 120 feet, thus giving a good 
wide street approach to the bridge ap- 
proach proper. Against this the ques- 
tion of expense was raised. 

The commission re-elected its officers to 
serve during the ensuing year. They are: 
President—Andrew D. Baird; Vice President 
—Salem - Wales; Treasurer—Richard 
Deeves; Secretary—Francis B. Thurber. 


VICAR GENERAL MOONEY HONORED. 





Title of Domestic Prelate Conferred 
on Him by the Archbishop. 


The twenty-fifth anniversary of the ordi- 
nation of Vicar General Joseph F. Mooney 
was celebrated yesterday in the Church of 
the Sacred Heart, in Fifty-first Street, be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth Avenues, of which 
the Vicar General has been the pastor for 
the past six years. Over 200 clergymen 
were present. 

Solemn high “mass was held at 11 o’clock. 
Vicar General Mooney officiated as cele- 
brant. He was assisted by the Rev. Father 
James Crosby of Nyack, N. Y., as deacon, 


and the Rev. Father Thomas McLaughlin 
of the Church of the Transfiguration as 
sub-deacon. The Rev. John Ryan of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart acted as mas- 
ter of ceremonies. Archbishop Corrigan oc- 
cupied a seat in the sanctuary during the 
celebration of mass, 

At the conclusion of the services Arch- 
bishop Corrigan conferred upon Vicar Gen- 
eral Mooney the title of Domestic Prelate. 
An address was read by the Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Cready, which was responded to by Vicar 
General Mooney. - 

Archbishop Corrigan congratulated the 
Vicar General, as did the clergymen pres- 
ent. The Vicar General answered the con- 
gratulations, and then the clergy present, 
headed by the altar boys, marched down 
the centre aisle of the church and passed 
into the priests’ hose. Dinner was served 
for the clergy in the girls’ school, across 
the street. 

Many of his prominent parishioners called 
on the Vicar General during the day and 
offered their congratulations. Solemn ves- 
pers were celebrated last evening in the 
church.

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MR. BELASCO TESTIFIES 





TELLS HOW HE PLACED MRS. CAR- 
TER AT THE LADDER’S TOP. 


N. K. Fairbank Was Ready to Fur- 


nish All the Money Needed, and 
Was Not Moved at the Suggestion 
of Losses—Told the Playwright to 
Go Ahead and Consider Mr, Allen 


as His Banker, and Mr. Belasco 


Obeyed Instructioas. 


The trial of the suit of David Belasco 
against N. K. Fairbank of Chicago fog 
$65,000 for putting Mrs. Leslie Carter on 
the top rung of the ladder of theatrical 
fame without making it necessary that she 


should climb, was begun in earnest before 
Judge Giegerich, in Part V. of the Supreme 
Court, yesterday morning. Mr. Belasco was 
in the witness chair nearly all day, and 
his direct testimony was not finished. 

Two things stood out prominently. in his 
testimony. One was that when a Chicago 
millionaire pork packer starts out to back 
a theatrical venture millions are apt to be 
considered of little more importance than 
marbles. The other was that a successful 
playwright who has two or three produc- 
tions that succeed enjoys an income as 
great as that of the President of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Mr. Fairbank told me not to mind the 
expense,” said Mr. Belasco, when he was 
asked about the facts of his engagement to 
train Mrs. Carter. “‘I lose a million to- 
day,’ he said; ‘I'll make another million to- 
morrow. Mr. Allen, one of my lawyers in 
Chicago, will be a bank for you to draw on 
for all the expenses necessary for the per- 
fection of our enterprise.’ ” 

Mr. Belasco announced nonchalantly that 
his income was about $50,000 a year, and 
that ‘The Heart of Maryland,” which was 
played 212 times at the Herald Square The- 
atre last season, paid him $30,000 in royal- 
ties. 

Mrs. Carter was not present in court at 
all yesterday, and a curious crowd that 
had gathered to see the actress in the rdéle 
of a co-defendant in an action brought by 
the man whose latest success she has 
helped to make gradually melted away. 

Mr. Gerber of Dittenhoefer, Gerber & 
James made a brief statement of the 
grounds of Mr. Belasco’s claim. Mr. Fair- 
bank, he said, was well acquainted in Chi- 
cago with Mrs. Carter and her family. 
She was anxious to go on the stage, and 
he determined to put her on. He is a very 
wealthy man. The first thing he did was 


to engage E. G. Gilmore of the Academy 
of Music as manager. Up to that time Mr. 
Belasco had never heard of Mrs. Carter. 

Mr. Fairbank, Mr. Gerber said, did not 
want Mrs. Carter to climb to fame slowly. 
He wanted her to ay 4 to it. Mr. Belasco 
was engaged to show her how to leap. 

The -priestly-looking playwright was then 
called to the stand. In manner he was 
nervous at first, twisting a handkerchief 
about his fingers, drumming on the arms 
of his chair, and shifting about. He gave 
his testimony clearly, however, with every 
attention to enunciation and accentuation. 
At times he became really dramatie, and 
Judge, jury, and audience were held closely 
to his words. His eyes snapped, his dark 
face was suffused with color, and his arms 
waved here and there in graceful, emphatic 
gesture. 

Frequently he waved his hand toward the 
right of the bench, where Mr. Fairbank, 
the defendant, sat. The millionaire was 
not entirely comfortable, and his manifesta- 
tions of uneasiness alterrated between lit- 
tle tugs at his silky side whiskers and the 
shifting about in his mouth and chewing 
of a small black cigar. When Mr. Belasco 
worked grandly up to a climax, Mr. Fair- 
-bank looked at his lawyer, Horace E. Dem- 
ing, and smiled. 

Mr. Belasco told of a number of plays 
produced by him and of his work in train- 
ing amateurs. ‘“I coached Mrs. James 
Brown Potter for five years,”’ he said. 

“From all the plays you write you dé- 
rive an income?” asked Mr. Dittenhoefer. 

“*O, yes, fifty thou—” 

Mr. Dittenhoefer stopped him before he 
could finish. ‘‘ Lotta, little Miss Lotta, gave 
me $5,000 for making ‘ Pawnticket 210’ out 
of a novel,” he said. “It took a little more 
than a week to do it.” 

He next told of the failure of William 
Gillette’s “She.” “tI cost $40,000 or $50,- 
000,"" he said. ‘‘I rewrote it and it brought 
$60,000 profit.’’ 

After telling of his income from ‘“ The 
Heart of Maryland,” he said: ‘‘ Mrs. Carter 
appeared in that play, and the critics all 
said she had taken her place as one of the 
foremost emotional actresses.’ He next 
gave a long list of persons trained by him 
and said proudly: ‘* All the leading men and 
women on the American stage—I’ve trained 
neariy a!! of them, 

“T was engaged to render services for 
Mrs. Carter about the end of 1888 or the 
beginning of 1889,’’ he said. ‘‘ At that time 
I had never heard of Mrs. Carter. When 1] 
first met her there were present E. G. Gil- 
more, her manager, and Charles L. Allen 
of the Chicago law firm that acts for Mr. 
Fairbank.” 

Mr. Belasco then told of repeated at- 
tempts to induce him to take charge of 
Mrs. Carter’s training for the stage. “I 
was busy,”’ he said, “and I didn’t care to 
pay any attention to stage-struck women.” 

Mr. Belasco heard Mrs. Carter read a 
few weeks later, and, according te his 
siory, he said to Mr. Gilmore: “ The lady 
has talent, a lot of dramatic talent, good 
temperament, good voice, and, if you have 
her properly trained, she ought to do you 
and those associated with you much credit. 
She is crude; she knows nothing. } then 
suggested several men to coach her. 

“The only fear I have for you, Mr. Gil- 
more, is that she is a society woman, and 
I never yet saw a society woman who 
could put all her time and attention to 
good, hard work.”’ 

Mr. Belasco next told how, in 1889, when 
he and Henry C. De Mille were working 
on ‘The Charity Ball,”” at Echo Lake, 
N. J., Mrs. Carter and her mother, after a 
search of many days, found him, and 
begged him to take charge of Mrs. Carter. 
“IT gave her some encouragement then,” 
he said. ‘‘She told me that Mr. Fairbank 
had been given to understand that I would 
consent, and that he had deposited money 
for my use. 

“I saw Gilmore a few days later. He 
told me Mr. Fairbank had deposited a sink- 
ing fund. I refused to do anything unless 
4 ~ the personal assurance of Mr. Fair- 
ank. 

‘*Gilmore said: ‘The woman is ‘crazy to 
go to work. We can’t wait for Fairbank. 
It’s all right.’ Then I started to teach 
Mrs. Carter. 

“I met Mr. Fairbank in the Fall of 1889 
in Mrs. Carter’s apartments. He shook my 
hand till he hurt it. 

“He said to me: 

“*Mrs. Carter has told me about your 
work, and I’m delighted.’ I told him that 
this was not a matter of $5,000 or $10,000. 
It was a matter of a fortune. ‘ There’s 
nothing on God’s earth that I can see, Mr. 
Fairbank,’ I said, ‘that will bring you 
back a dollar this year. This woman will 
have to fight her way, inch by inch, 
through granite.’ 

“Then, putting his hand on my shoul- 
der, he said: ‘ That’s all right, my boy; I’m 
not afraid of losses. Why, I lose a million 
one day and make another the next.’ 

*“*T told him my figure would be high. He 
didn’t care. He talked of my writing a 
play for Mrs. Carter. I told him I would 
send agents abroad and scour London, 
Paris, and Berlin for a play, and that I 
would start authors writing. He said: ‘If 
you do that, all right.’

‘“*He asked me how much I made in a 
year. I told him thirty or forty thousand 
dollars. He®said: ‘My boy, you can make 
that with me.’ I agreed to go out on the 
road. He squeezed my hand and we 
parted. He told me then of the sinking 
fund, and said the money was at my dis- 
posal. ¢ 

“Then we talked of the opening produc- 
tion for Mrs. Carter. I told him about the 
cost of a Broadway production, and said 
it would be $25,000 or over. He said: ‘I 
don’t want to let this man Willard know 
too much, and I don’t want to meet Price. 
I want to keep under in this matter. 

“*Mr. Allen, my attorney in Chicago, of 
Dexter, errick & Allen, will do business 
for me. You will find Mr. Allen a bank for 
you to draw on for any money necessary 
for our enterprise.’ 

“Mrs. Carter appeared at the Broadway 
Theatre Nov. 10, 188, in ‘The Ugly Duck- 
ling,’ written by Paul M. Potter. The play 
was on for two weeks. 

‘Under the terms of the contract, $4,000 
was to be paid before Frank W. Sanger 
would raise the curtain. The money was 
paid. Mr. Willard deposited the money at 
the Second National Bank for Mrs. Les- 
lie Carter, who gave her check to Mr. 
Sanger.”’ 

“Two nights after the opening at_the 
Broadway,’ said Mr. Belasco, “‘ Mr. Fair- 
bank met Mrs. Carter and me in the Bruns- 
wick after the theatre. Mr. Fairbank shook 
my hand and fairly hugged me. He _ con- 
gratulated her and me and said: ‘I knew 
we'd succeed. It’s a triumph, I knew she 
had it in her.’ 

“The money for the payment_ of the 
actors was furnished by N. K. Fairbank 
through his attorney, Charles L. Allen. 
There were two sinking funds going on at 
the same time. One was in Mr. Willard’s 
office, and Manager Price and Mrs. Carter 
had access to that.” 

Nearly a dozen telegrams were introduced, 
and they gave a very fair idea of the 
amount of money a theatrical company can 
dispose of. In nearly every one was refer- 
ence to the sending of money in amounts 
over $2,000. 

Telegram after telegram calling on Mr. 
Fairbank’s attorneys was read. One said 
business was ‘ghastly,’ another stated 
that money must be had “to get the com- 
pany out,” and a third asked for $6,750 to 
pay for closing up the season in Kansas 

ty. 

Mr. Belasco told how. R. W. Morrison of 
Dexter, Herrick & Allen, Mr. Fairbank’s 
attorneys, closed the company’s tour in 
Kansas City March 14, 1891, by paying 
$5,800. Messrs. Belasco and Price signed a 
receipt. Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer called for 
the receipt, and, after a wrangle, it was 
read by Mr. Deming. It acknowledged the 
receipt by David Belasco, proprietor, and 
E. D. Price, manager, of $5,800 in fuli for 
the tour of “The Ugly Duckling’’ com- 


pany. 

It is evident that this receipt is a prin- 
cipal weapon of the defense, as showing 
that Mr. Belasco had been paid in full. Ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer at once called on Mr. 
Belasco to explain. the receipt. 

‘“*T asked Mr. Morrison,” he said, ‘if my 
signature on that paper would jeoparuize 
my personal claim. He assured me that it 
would not, and called — attention to the 
fact that nothing was said about my claim 
in the list of debts accompanying the re- 
ceipt. I had Mr. Morrison’s word of honor 
that the receipt covered only the expenses 
of the company on tour, and that it did not 
concern my bill for training Mrs. Carter.’ 

Mr. Belasco will continue his testimony 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning.

LEARN ENGLISH VERY RAPIDLY. 


What Children in the Baron de Hirsch 
Day Classes Accomplished. 


The auditorium of the Educational Alli- 
ance Building, East Broadway and Jeffer- 
son Street, was nearly filled yesterday with 
Russian Hebrew children, the members of 
the Baron de Hirsch English day classes, 
held in the building. 

The children, who ranged in age from five 
to twelve years, have none of them been in 
the country more than a year, and yester- 
day they gave an exhibition of the progress 
they have made, at the same time observ- 
ing Memorial Day and the death of Baron 
de Hirsch. 

The children sang in chorus, one little girl 
sang a solo, and there were several recita- 
tions. Only an accent, not more marked 


than is found in many of the children in 
the public schools, gave evidence of their 
recent arrival in this country. One boy of 
sixteen who sat on the platform had been 
in the country only eight months, three 
months of the time in the Baron de Hirsch 
classes and fiye months in the _ public 
schools. He is now in the first class in the 
grammar school. 

The memorial to Baron de Hirsch came 
first on the programme and consisted of a 
recitation by a little girl who has had an 
opportunity to study English only eight 
months, and a solo by a little girl who had 
been in America for only five months. 

The recitations of “Welcome” and 
** Decoration Day” were perhaps the most 
remarkabie. The small boy who gave the 
first had been in the country only ten 
weeks and-at the school only nine. The 
patriotic Decoration Day oration was given 
by a boy who had been two months in the 
school and three in the country. 

“The Allegiance to the Flag’’ was given 
by the school, a little girl holding the flag 
on the platform while a procession of boys 
on each side on the floor marched to and 
from their seats to the time beaten by a 
boy drummer. 

There Were calisthenics, a band of girls 
under six years of age gave a doll drill, 
one the school sang ‘“‘ The Flag of the 

ree,”’ 

“The children are trained like little sol- 
diers,”’ said A. S. Solomons, general agent 
of the de Hirsch Fund. ‘“‘ They are not 
made uncomfortable, but when they work 
they work, and when they play they play. 
It is in this way that we accomplish so 
much. 

“They all have teachers from the Nor- 
mal College, and they are prepared to enter 
the public schools, which they do without 
friction. We can prepare them more 
quickly than the schools can make room to 
receive them.’’

STABLE FOR THE STREET CLEANERS. 


Request for West Side Location Not 
Granted—The Controller Facetious. 


Deputy Street Cleaning Commissioner 
Gibson asked the Sinking Fund Commis- 
Sioners yesterday to reconsider their refusal 
to lease the Tallman stabic, in Eighty- 
ninth Street, between Columbus and Am- 
sterdam Avenues, for the uses of the de- 
partment. ; 

The Commissioners had refused to order 
this lease on Alderman Olcott’s report that 
too large a rental was asked, and on the 
protests of the West End Association that 
the stable would be a public nuisance.

The 
effort, Mr. Olcott said, was not veiled. It 
Was open. One objection was that the men 
and carts would make a lot of noise and 
disturb the neighborhood. 

Capt. Gibson insisted that this was not a 
good objection, and said that the men and 
carts were not noisy. 

‘*Have you got pneumatic tires on the 
carts?’’ asked the Controliler. 

“Not yet. We would have them, only 
you might not pay the bill,”” said Capt. 
Gibson. 

*“*T have noticed the rubber tires on your 
hansom, but the bill has not yet come 
before me,”’ said the Controller, exchanging 
smiles with the Mayor. After some further 
discussion, Capt. Gibson’s plea for a re- 
consideration was rejected, and that ended 
the matter. 

James P. Davenport, the newly appointed 
Civil Justice of the new Thirteenth Ju- 
dicial District Civil Court, tried to con- 
vince the Commissioners that they had 
power to order the issue of revenue bonds 
to pay the expenses of the new court, 
which must be opened June 8.

CONFESSES A DOUBLE MURDER. 





Ebanks Tells the Story of His Crime 
y Before Four Witnesses. 


SAN DiEeGo, Cal., June 3.—Joseph Ebanks, 
who is under sentence to be hanged for the 
murder of Mrs. Harriet Stiles and her 
aged father, John D. Borden, near Ocean- 
side, on Sept. 6 last, has made a full con- 
fession of his crime in the presence of As- 
sistant District Attorney Uttley, Sheriff 
Jennings, Deputy Frederick Jennings, and a 
stenographer. 

He told of his journey down the railway 
track near the mussel beds; of his picking 
up an orange by the wayside and eating it. 
The fruit made him ill, and, spying a tent 
near the railway, he visited it in quest of 
medicine. Borden and Mrs. Stiles greeted 
him, and the former promised to find some- 
thing to relieve him. The old man ob- 
served the muzzle of a revolver protruding 
from a sack carried by Ebanks, and he 
made a motion as if to secure his own gun. 
Ebanks immediately. surmised that Borden 
was going to attack him, and he blindly 
fired at the old man, who fell to the ground 
without a moan. “Mrs. Stiles asked Ebanks 
why he had shot him, and informed him 
that Borden was unarmed, and had no hos- 
tile intentions. 

Realizing his predicament, the murderer 
bade Mrs. Stiles kneel and pray, telling 
her that though life was sweet to both, he 
preferred liberty to hanging, and so she 
must die to insure his safety. ‘She knelt 
by the cot,’’ continued Ebanks, “ and E wept 
while she prayed. ‘I told her I did not want 
to kill her, but it was my only refuge. 
When she finished praying she arose from 
her knees and faced me without saying a 
word. Closing my eyes, I shot her—where 
I do not know. The first bullet did not kill, 
and I firetl a second time. After satisfying 
myself that Borden had no gun, I walked 
to the door and mad 
shoot myself, but the shells would not ex- 
plode. 1 then noticed what I thought was 
a movement of the old man’s body, and to 
make sure I shot once more. Returning to 
the railway track, I tried to shoot myself 
again, but could not pull the trigger, so I 
threw the gun away.”

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FAULTS OF YALE'S CREW 





THE CRITICISMS THAT CAPT. “ BOB” 
COOK HAS TO MAKE, 


They Are Not Serious, However, and 
Can Be Easily Remedied Before 
the Big Henley Regatta—A Strong 
Eight Will Go to England, and 
the Students Are Much Pleased 

with Their 


Will Sail on Saturday. 


Practice—The Men 


New-Haven, Conn., June 8.—-The crew 
that is to go to Henley has been doing very 
light work for the last few days, because 
the men are having their examinations, 
and are at the same time attending recita- 


tions. These two things take up pretty 
much all their time. The new shell that 
will be taken to England has arrived from 
Waiters, and is in every respect like the 
old one. é 

The suits of the crew this year are of 
white flannel with the seal, crossed oars, 
and “ Y. U. B. C.” in blue. 

The rowing trousers are of white, with 
the required half sleeve shirt. 

The members of the crew will take 
light exercise on the voyage across, which 
will take about ten days, and they will 
have a special training table on the 
steamer. Two Waters shells and two sets 
of oars will be taken. The Home which 
has been engaged for their use at Henley 
is away from the river, where the air is 
better. The Yale boats will be kept in the 
house of one of the English rowing clubs, 
and the boatmen and servants will be en- 
gaged when the crew gets to Henley. 
Guy Nickalls, the English oarsman, will 
have charge of these arrangements. In 
addition to Capt. Cook, it has been decided 
that Capt. Richard Armstrong, ’98 S., will 
go with the crew to England. While in 
England prior to the races, the coaching 
will be done by Capt. Cook on horseback, 
because coaching iaunches are not allowed 
at Henley, the fear being that the wash 
might do damage to the banks of the river. 

The itinerary of the ocean trip will be as 
follows: Leave New-Haven Friday, June 5, 
for New-York City, spending the night at 
the Murray Hill Hotel. The crew will leave 
New-York at 10 A. M. Saturday, June 6, on 
the Berlin, on which six staterooms have 
been engaged. The Yale men will arrive 
in Southampton about June 16, where boats 
and baggage will be transferred to the cars. 
Then the eight will go by rail to Henley. 
The men have made the following plans for 
tours through Europe after the race: Capt. 
Treadway, Manager Sibour, and S. B. 
‘Thorne will take a boating trir down the 
Thames; Longacre, Beard, Marsh, and 
Whitney will return to this country imme- 
diately after the race; Rodgers and Bailey 
will come home after traveling a month; 
Langford will visit different parts of Eng- 
land; Brown and Clarke will go on the Con- 
tinent, and Miils will spend all Summer 
abroad. Simpson and Wheelwright have not 
decided what to do after the Henley con- 
test. Within the past few days what is re- 
garded as an official statement of the sta- 
tistics of the crew and substitutes has been 
made, as follows: 

George Langforc, stroke; age, nineteen 
years; weight, 173 pounds; height, 6 feet 
1% inches; prepared at the High School in 
St. Paul, Minn.; rowed in single sculls in 
Minnesota Boat Club before entering col- 
lege; stroked last year’s university crew. 

Ralph B. Treadway, Captain, No. 7; age, 
twenty-two years; weight, 174 ° pounds; 
height; S-feet 11 inches; prepared at Phillips 
Exeter Academy; never rowed before enter- 
ing cgllege; rowed No. 7 on his freshman 
crew, and No. 7 on the '94 and ’95 ’Varsity 
crews. . 

John McC, Longacre, No. 6; age, twenty- 
two years; weight, 184 pounds;: height, 6 
feet; prepared at Pennsylvania Charter 
School, Philadelphia; rowed some ‘before 
he entered Yale; rowed No. 4 in his fresh- 
men crew. .nd No. 6 in the ’93 and ’95 
"Varsity boats. 

Philip H. Bailey, No. 5; age, twenty-two 
years; weight, 171. pounds; height, 6 feet; 
prepared at the Hartford (Conn.) High

laid off because of sickness; rowed No. 3 
on the ’97 freshman crew; was substitute on 
last year’s university crew.

Alexander Brown, Jr., No. 2; age, twenty- 
three years; weight, 165 pounds; height, 6 
feet 1 inch; prepared at St. Paul’s School, 
Concord, N. H.; rowed at St. Paul’s, but 
never in a college crew; trained a while 
for '94 university crew. 

James H. Simpson, bow; age, twenty-one 
years; weight, 159 pounds; height, 5 feet 
1014 inches; prepared at St. Paul’s School, 
Concord, N. where he rowed some; 
was Captain and stroke of his freshman 
crew, and a substitute on last year’s uni- 
Versity crew. 

George T. Marsh, substitute; age, twenty 
years; weight, 170 pounds; height, 6 feet; 
prepared at Williston Seminary; rowed at 

yhis home in Lansingburg, N. Y., before he 
entered Yale; rowed at No. 3, and was 
Captain of the '98 crew. 

Payne Whitney, substitute; age, nineteen 
years; weight,.170 pounds; height, 5 feet 
10 inches; prepared at Groton; never rowed 
before coming to Yale, but rowed No. 6 on 
his freshman. crew. 

Paul D. Mills, substitute;

cord, N. H.; rowed at St. Paul’s, and at 
Yo. 7 in last year’s freshman crew. 

Joseph S. Wheelwright, second substitute; 
aged, twenty years; weight, 153 pounds; 
height, 5 feet 7 inches; prepared at St. 
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Paul's School, Concord, N. H.; rowed at 
St. Paul’s, and was bow oar on the 'Y7 
freshman eight. 

Thomas J.. Clarke, coxswain; aged, twen- 
ty-one years; weight, 110 pounds; height, 
5 feet 1 inch; prepared at Lawrenceville; 
was coxswain of the '97 freshman crew, and 
of last year’s university crew. 

Capt. Cook has given out for publication 
a sort of official criticism of the men who 
have 'been under nis keen, critical eyes 
for several weeks, and it is as follows: 
“Langford, the stroke, is faulty, inasmuch 
as he has a tendency to feather under 
water at the end of his stroke. He does 
not make a keen enough catch while the 
boat is under headway. Adjustments in the 
rigging and a little more practice will help 
him. He is inclined to hold his oar too 
firmly. Capt. Treadway rows in excellent 
form, with the exception that he is some- 
what stiff with his wrists. 

“Longacre is faulty in swing, seeming 
to settle with outside shoulder at end of 
stroke when he starts to feather. His 
feathering is irregular. 
te row out at end of stroke and not to row 
through. Rodgers sits on his seat so as 
to lean in opposite direction from blade of 
oar. He is faulty in feathering and wrist 
action, 

“Beard carries his. stroke too far aft, 
getting his oar caught at end, and pulls 
last part of his stroke with his arms. 
Brown is slow’ on the catch and does not 
keep up with the boat when it is at full 
headway. Simpson does .not handle his 
oar with freedom and that degree of con- 
trol which is necessary in order to have 
the blade in proper position. He does not 
keep his shoulders square in carrying the 
stroke through, and is inclined to finish 
with his arms. . 

.““'®he boat as a whole reaches too much 
with shoulders by allowing them to stretch 
in their sockets. They should be held back 
square and rigid. The men’ will probably 
improve in this respect during the final 
days of practice here, and also in handling 
their oars so as to get them into the water 
at the right angle and -in: carrying them 
through in a uniform manner. The new 
men’s lack of experience inclines to make 
them artificially. stiff.’’ 

These are not regarded as very serious 
ailments with the men. who are to be pitted 
against the finest blades in England. It 
can be seen from the conservative and 
moderate character of Capt. Cook’s criti- 
cism that he has failed to find anything 
of serious moment the matter with any 
single member of the regular eight. Yale 
men hereabout who have been watching 
the crew and. the practice work of the 
men, and who mingle a great deal with 
the oarsmen, thus being on very familiar 
terms with the crew, declare that Capt. 
Cook and Capt. Treadway are-in a high 
state of satisfaction over the condition of 
the eight. The very unimportant defects 
which Capt. Cook has been able to dis- 
cover, they say, will be entirely removed 
long before the men reach England, and 
in fact, before they leave New-Haven. 
Capt. Cook is bound to land on the shores 
of Great Britain with an ideal eight—one 
that will have the stroke with: which his 
name has been identified for years—down 
to perfection. 

There has been a great deal of taik that 
the Yale stroke has been materially changed; 
that it is no longer the effective Cook 
stroke that has landed so many victories 
trom Harvard; and that this radical change 
in the method -of rowing was due-to the 
short course upon which the crew is to 
row at Henley. Capt. Cook smiles over 
these reports: and then says, with a firm- 
ness that cannot be mistaken, that there 
hasn’t been the slightest deviation from 
the principle of what is called the Cook 
stroke on the part of the Henley crew. 
Every rudiment remains.’ The stroke has 
simply been quickened to what might 
be termed a spurting Cook stroke, or, in 
other words, .the speed. .has been .put up 
some and more steam is put into it. 

The contest at Henley will be-under far 
different conditions than prevailed at the 
annual contests of four miles on the New- 
London Thames. The ‘English Thames 
course at Henley is only 1 mile and 550 
yards in length, and being such a short 
distance in comparison with the New- 
London course, a quicker or rather a spurt 
stroke was required. The race at Henley 
will be a spurt from the very start, and 
the Yale Henley crew, fully realizing that 
it is to be short, sharp, and terrific, is 
.n trim for just such a desperate struggle. 

No one on the Yale campus has ventured 
the statement with any degree of earnest- 
ness that Yale is sure to come off victor in 
this heroic battle of the oars: Yale hopes 
for the best, and confines itself to the 
generalization that the American crew, 
barring accidents, will make.a record that 
no Yale men need be ashamed of. The 
Yale men have little or no data on which 
to make computations. 

The record of the Cornell crew that last 
year faced the Englishmen is known at 
Yale, and forms something of a basis upon 
which to figure out the possibilities and 
probabilities of the Yale eight. But it is 
figured out here at Yale that the Cornell 
crew was not as fast as the Yale rep- 
resentatives will be when they send their 
shell over the Thames, and it is furthermore 
argued that Capt. Cook and the other boat- 
ing directors of Yale would never have ar- 
ranged to send a Yale eight to England to 
row in a race similar to that in which the 
Cornell men took part without first being 
perfectly satisfied that the Yale crew 
would be’ a very much faster set of men 
than the Cornell crew.

By Assemblyman Butts’s Continuous Rail- 
road act, the people are entitled to keep 
their seats and force the company to carry 
them to Tremont without change of cars. 
The law, however, has not been enforced,and 
the people have put up as best they might 
with the awkward and inconvenient change. 
Relief is likely, however, soon to be brought 
to the thousands who use the road morning 
and evening and are compelled twice a day 
to wait about on exposed platforms in or- 
der to make the change of cars and allow 
the gompany to suit its own convenience 
rather than obey the law.

“IT am ready to make a complaint,” said 
Judge Langbein to a reporter for THE 
NEW-YORK TimMEs yesterday. ‘Indeed, I 
have been contemplating doing so for some 
time. 

“I see no other way of getting our rights. 
The road has promised and promised, and 
lied .and lied, until patience has ceased to 
be a virtue. The company cannot plead 
ignorance as an excuse, because committee 
after committee has called its attention to 
the state of things. and has received in re- 
iy nothing but vague promises. I have 
ived for seven years at Washington Ave- 
nue, near One Hundred and Seventieth 
Street. I go down town every day, and I 
pone home every evening by the elevated 
road. 

“When I get to One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-ninth Street I have to get out and take 
another train, and this when the platform 
is so crowded that it is scarcely possible 
to get within arm’s length of the cars. 
Worse than this—we often have to wait 
five or six minutes for a train. It is out- 
rageous and contemptilie, it is a misde- 
meanor, and an open and daily violation of 
the law.’”’

“The company is undoubtedly guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and if some citizen cares 
to come forward and make a. complaint 
the matter will be considered and will in 
due course come under the consideration of 
the Grand Jury. 

“ This violation has been going on so long 
because everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business. The Continuous Railway act calls 
for a continuous ride without change of 
cars. A plan to accomplish this was sub- 
mitted by the late Col. Hain to the Board 
of Directors, but nothing was ever done. 

“‘In the opinion of the people there is no 
excuse why the company has not compliea 
with the law—none whatever. It is a mighty 
inconvenience to all of us who live across 
the Harlem. 

‘One of the grounds of complaint against 
the Second Avenue line is that when a 
man arrives at the Second Avenue station 
he has to cross over stairs and bridges 
nearly a block long before he can reach his 
train to carry him across the river.’”’ 

James L. Wells, Tax Commissioner and 
member also of the North Side Board of 
Trade, said: 

“We have been agitating this matter for 
two years now, and it is about time some- 
thing were done. The company cannot plead 
ignorance of the state of things because 
more than one committee of north siders 
has waited on it and asked for better ac- 
commodation. A committee went before 
Col. Hain last Fall, and the company prom- 
ised to take the matter under considera- 
tion. Nothing but vague promises has 
come from it, and we are no better off 
than before. 

“A train of five cars leaves Tremont in 
the busy morning hours, and by the time 
it reaches One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street it is packed full. The passengers 
on this train are then turned out and made 
to change. Five carloads, so to speak, then 
walk over to fill another five cars and find 
the platform already crowded to the edge 
with Harlem people. All these people then 
try and get into one train.

“When the Normal College girls come 
down town every morning the confusion, 
inconvenience, and general muddle, owing 
to this direct disregard of the law, are a 
sight to behold.

MARTYRDOM FoR SINGLE TAX. 


Arrests in Delaware That May Excite 
an Political Issue. 


Recent experiences of single-tax advo- 
cates in Delaware go to show that evan- 
gelizing down in that State is-not all beer 
and skittles by any means. 

The Delaware Single Tax Association is 
vigorous and full of: life, and its propa- 
ganda is conducted with ‘all energy and 
persistence. ‘‘ But,” said George J. Bryan, 
its Secretary, to a reporter for THE NEw- 
YORK TIMEs, yesterday, ‘‘ when they ar- 
rest our men and put them in prison, with- 
out the option of a fine, for the crimé of 
preaching single tax in the street, I think 
it’s going pretty far, don’t you?” 

The trouble. began last Thursday, when 
William Horan, an active advocate of the 
single-tax theories, who lives in Wilming- 
ton, was arrested and sentenced to thirty 
days in jail in Dover, Del. He had the op- 
tion of $10 fine, but rather than admit his 
guilt by paying it he went to prison, and is 
at the present moment languishing in a 
cell. Excitement over the commitment of 
Horan grew in Dover, and spread to other 
towns in the State, until it reached fever 
pitch last Saturday, when a second arrest 
was made, and another single-tax advocate 
was sentenced to twenty days in jail, with- 
out the option of a fine, and without being 
even allowed. to give bail. 

O. F. Stephens, a prominent manufact- 
urer of Philadelphia, of the firm of Ste- 
phens, Cooper & Co., was one oi forty 
single-tax evangelists who are conducting 
the propaganda in Delaware. Mr. Stephens 
knew of Horan’s arrest, but evidently felt 
no fear, for on Saturday: evening he pro- 
cured a big box and mounted this impromp- 
tu rostrum where it stood, about six feet 
from the pavement, in.a street of the town 
of Dover. Presently Mayor Fisher came 
over to him and asked him to move the 
box, as it was in the way. The speaker 
complied with this request, though the new 
position of the box was evidently no more 
to the Mayor’s liking than before. 

*““Now, Sir,’ said the Mayor, “if you 
begin speaking on the single tax you will 
be arrested.’’ 

Mr. Stephens was not a bit daunted. H# 
had a magnificent sentence on the tip of 
his tongue, and he let it roll forth and echo 
down the dimly lit streets of Dover, Mayor 
or no Mayor. 

When he reached the period, a fat po- 
liceman stepped up, and, laying a hand on 
his shoulder, said: ‘‘ You’re my prisoner 
You must come along with me.’’ The pris- 
oner was arraigned before Magistrate Coop- 
er. 
‘““What am I charged with?” he asked. 

“With disturbing the highway and 
preaching single tax,’’ replied the Magis- 
trate. 

“I plead guilty to the second charge, but 
not to the first,’’ said Mr. Stephens. 

“Twenty days in jail, without the option 
of a fine, ruled the Court, and Mr. Ste- 
phens was marched off to keep company 
with Horan. 

Single taxers are very -strong in Dover, 
and they are talking of filling the jail, 
which has less than a dozen cells. They have 
a drum and fife corps, and a string band, 
and every night now in Dover there are 
speakers galore on the single tax, with mu- 
sical accompaniments. 

Next Thursday habeas corpus proceed- 
ings will be taken at 10 o’clock to have 
Stephens and Horan released. Ralston & 
Siddons, a firm of Washington lawyers, 
and, it is said, Col. Ingersoll, have been 
retained to look after their interests. 

“Politicians in Delaware are at their 
wits’ end,’”’ declared a Delaware single-tax 
man to a TIMES reporter yesterday. ‘/Sin- 
gle tax has demoralized the politics of the 
State. They hold the balance of power 
there, and still have five months of active 
campaign to hold. We shall get pledges 
from candidates, and if they won’t give 
pledges we shall defeat them; or we will 
get one of the parties to indorse the single 
tax.”

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MASONS WANT A NEW SITE 





THE GRAND LODGE CONSIDERS THE 
QUESTION OF MOVING. 


A Committee to Report upon the Mat- 
ter Next Year—The Proposition Is 
to Buy Land Soon with the Re- 
serve Fund jand to Build Another 
Hall at a Favorable Opportunity 
—New Constitution Adopted—Elec- 


tion of Officers. 


The Masonic Grand Lodge had under 
consideration at its afternoon session. yes- 
terday the question of purchasing a site 
for a new hall further up town and of 
disposing of the present building at Twen- 


ty-third Street and Sixth Avenue some 
time in the future. 

’ The matter came up in the shape of a 
suggestion from the Committee on the Hail 
and Asylum Fund, to which had been re- 
ferred the report of the Trustees of that 
fund, and the Grand Master was directed 
to appoint a committee to act with the 
Trustees, 

The Committee on the Hall and Asylum 
Fund said, in reporting upon the matter: 

The reserve fund now amounts to the very 
handsome sum of over $189,000. ‘When it is 
considered that this fund has been accumulated 
in a comparatively few years, that the frater- 
nity in this jurisdiction is so firmly established, 
that business and residential quarters of New- 
York City are rapidly undergoing a _ well-de- 
veloped change, your committee, upon a thorough 
consideration, are constrained to believe that the 
time has arrived when, in justice to the future 
of the craft, the Grand Lodge should determine 
the advisability of investing the reserve fund in 
a way insuring greater benefits and. advantages. 

Your committee are convinced that while, by 
reason of the northward march of business in- 
terests in the city, the present Masonic Hall 
has enhanced and. will continue to enhance in 
value as a site for commercial purposes, the rent- 
als from which, for such purposes, it: may safely 
be assumed, will guarantee the permanent main- 
tenance of the Hall and Asylum Fund, yet for 
Masonic purposes its value is destined to de- 
preciate not alone by reason of location, but also 
consequent upon the erection, at less expense, 
of more modern structures, offering better facili- 
ties at lower rentals. It requires no argument 
to convince your committee that the Grand 
Lodge, with that conservativeness born of ex- 
perience, are not-yet prepared (nor likely to be 
for years) to erect a new hall, but a firm belief 
in the propriety of securiing, while opportunity 
may admit, at a reasonable cost, from funds 
actually on hand, property in a suitable location, 
whereon, when all conditions warrant and the 
Grand Lodge sanction,. a substantial, well- 
adapted building may be erected at as low cost 
as is consistent with the actual requirements of 
the fraternity, leads your committee to recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the members of the Board of 
Trustees and three Masters or Past Masters to be 
named by the Grand Master be constituted a com- 
mittee for the purpose of investigating the ad- 
visability of the investment of the reserve fund 
in the purchase of real estate in the City of New- 
York, and to take such action in the premtses 
as will be for the best interests of the craft. 

The suggestion was adopted, and the com- 
mittee called for in the resolution will be 
appointed after the adjournment of the 
Grand Lodge. The committee will report 
at the next annual meeting. 

The Committee on the Hall and Asylum 
Fund also recommended the erection at an 
early date, on the grounds of the home, at 
Utica, N. Y., of an infirmary for Masons 
who, through chronic illness or incurable 
disease, are not fit subjects for admission to 
the home. It was stated that admission to 
the home haa been refused to several per- 


sons; who were paralyzed and otherwise 
afflicted. The recommendation was adopted, 
as. was also one directing the Trustees of the 
Hall and-Asylum,.Fund to make apptica- 
tion to the Legislature for an amendment 
to their charter, so as to empower them to 
hold real estate to the amount of $5,000,000. 

When the proposed new constitution came 
up yesterday for final adoption, the rivalry 
between the « ty and country lodges, which 
has been slumbering for years, was made 
manifest. 

There was-a spirited discussion on the 
proposition made by Charles E, Ide, the 
Senior Grand Warden, to strike out Section 
10 of the constitution. This section pro- 
vides that when the Grand Master is chosen 
from this city or Brooklyn, the Deputy 
Grand Master shall be chosen from some 
other part of the State; and when the 
Grand Master is chosen from any part of 
the State other than this city or Brook- 
lyn, the Deputy Grand Master shall 
be chosen from either ‘of. those cities. It 
also provides that the Secretary and Treas- 
urer shall be chosen from New-York and 
Brooklyn and the two Grand Wardens 
from the country districts. 

This plan was adopted on the union, fifty 
years ago, of two rival Grand Lodges in this 
State, both of which claimed to be regular, 
and has been in force ever since. 

In support of his proposition, Mr. Ide said 
that he believed the time had arrived when 
all territorial lines should be abolished, and 
that each member of the Grand Lodge 
should be eligible to be chosen by his breth- 
ren to any office, without regard to his 
place of residence. 

Past Grand Master Sherer, Chairman of 
the commission which revised the constitu- 
tion, contended that the system as provided 
in Section 10 had been originally adopted for 
the purpose of promoting peace and har- 
mony. In this it had been eminently suc- 
cessful, and there was no good reason why 
it should be changed. 

After some further discussion, the propo- 
— to strike out the section was voted 
own. 

An amendment to permit the choice of the 
Treasurer and Secretary from other parts 
of the State than this city and Brocklyn 
was also rejected. 

With some unimportant amendments, the 
new constitution was then adopted.

THE TARIFF CONVENTION. FAILS. 


Only Provisional Action Taken by the 
Few Delegates Who Attended. 


Detroit, Mich., June 3.—The Tariff Com- 
mission Convention, which opened here yes- 
terday, made an unsuccessful fight for life 
to-day and then adjourned. Only twenty 
delegates were present when the conven- 
tion was called to order at the Hotel Ca- 
dillac this morning. Some of the delegates 
who were here became disgusted over the 
small attendance and left the city last 
night, amd no new delegates arrived this 
morning. . 

Under the circumstances, permanent or- 
ganization was opposed, and the Commit- 
tee on Future Organization reported a pro- 
visional organization, to be known as the 
National Provisional Commercial and In- 
dustrial Association. This report also 
called for a provisional committee, toa be 
composed of one member from each State 
represented, to look after the future of the 
organization and cal! a convention for the 
first Tuesday in December next. Tre ma- 
jority report of the Committee on Tariff, 
favoring the taking of the tariff question 
out of politics, and giving the provisional 
committee authority to frame a bill, to be 
presented at: the next meeting of the asso- 
ciation, was adopted. The convention, by 
the resolution, also favored the areation by 
Congress of a Department of Commerce, 
the head of such department to be a Cabi- 
net officer. 

The report of the Committee on Consular 
Service favored the use of the Consular 
Service to increase American trade abroad, 
and especially with South American coun- 
tries. The convention then adjourned sine 
die. 





Powder Not for the Cubans. 


It was rumored yesterday that the steamship 
Anerly, Capt. Shelbourne, about ready to sail 
from this port, was loading with war munitions 
for the Cuban insurgents. The only foundation 
for the report was that forty tons of powder 
and dynamite were to be put aboard at Graves- 
end Bay, where all explosives are loaded and 
unicaded under the harbor regulations. The ex- 
plosives were consigned by James McNider, to 
Sylvanus Miller, at Port Barrios, to be used 
for blasting in the building of a railroad in 
Honduras. The vessel otherwise carries general 
cargo for. West Indian and Central American 
ports, and is one of a. large fleet for which the 
old house of Bowring & Archibald of this city 
are agents.

Some of the Sinking Fund Commis« 
sioners Not in Favor of Granting 
It a Site on the Bronx—Mayor 
Strong Agrees with Gen. McCook 
that the Transfer of Property 
Would Set a Bad Precedent—A 
Scientifie Council for the Society. 


The effort of the New-York Zoological So 
ciety to secure 261 acres in Bronx Park, 
south of Pelham Avenue, for the eswblish- 
ment of its proposed garden is not looked 


upon favorably by some of the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund. 

The society made an application to the 
Commissioners a few weeks ago for a 
site, and the matter was referred to a sub- 
committee of the commission, made up of 
Gen. Anson G. McCook, City Chamberlain; 
Controller Fitch, and Alderman Olcott. At 
the meeting of the Commissioners, in the 
Mayor’s office, yesterday, Gen. McCook re- 
ported progress by the committee. 

We said that the proposed Pelham Ave- 
nue site is nearly a mile from any point 
to which visitors could secure convenient 
carriage. He added: 


The site cost the city $800,000, and I am not at 
all sure that the people will consent to the trans- 
fer of so much land to a private corporation, for 
that is what the society practically amounts to. 
As I understand the matter, all that the Zoolog- 
ical Socicty proposes to do for the city is to es- 
tablish the garden. The question of maintenance 
must be met by the city. This means about 
$100,000 a year. I admit that the revenue from 
the garden, which will revert to the. society, 
will be small, for under the law the garden will 
have to be open to the public free of charge on 
five days of the week, including Sundays; but T 
fear that the transfer of the property might be 
tablish a bad precedent. 

The Mayor took Gen. MecCook’s view o 
the matter. He said that. if the applicatioi 
of the society was granted it would meat 
the turning over of 261 acres of public 
land to a private corporation, and this, he 
declared, ought not to be done. He said: 


If we want a great zoological garden, let ug 
get one of our own. We have the nucleus for 
one now. The residents in the immediate vicinity 
of the proposed site are protesting against the 
location of a garden there. 


No action was taken in the matter, and 
it will be considered further by the sub- 
committee, which will soon meet with a 
committee of the Zoological Society and go 
into the whole question. 

The Zoological Society is going steadily 
ahead with its preparations. Its Executive 
Committee met Tuesday afternoon at 69 
Wall Street and formed a Scientific Coun- 
cil. This coun cilis to act with Director 
William T. Hornaday as “an advisory 
board in questions of a scientific nature 
regarding the development of the park and 
the exhibition and utilization of its col- 
lections for scientific purposes.’’ The Coun- 
cil is made up as follows: 

William T. Hornaday, Director New- 
York Zoological Park, Chairman; Madison 
Grant, Secretary New-York Zoological So- 
ciety, Secretary ex officio; Prof. J. A. Ale 
len, Curator of Mammalogy and Ornithol- 
ogy, American Museum of Natural His- 
tory; Frank M. Chapman, Assistant Cu- 
rator of; Mammalogy and Ornithology, 
American Museum of Natural History; 
Prof. Henry F. Osborn, Da Costa Professor 
of Zoology, Columbia University; Prof. W. 
Gilman | Thompson, University. of New- 
York; Dr. Tarieton H.- Bean, Superintend- 
ent New-York Aquarium; Dr. George Bird 
Grinnell, editor of Forest and Stream, and 
William A. Stiles, Park Commissioner, City 
of New-York, and editor of Garden and 
Forest. 

All the gentlemen named have consented 
to serve. The Executive Committee de- 
cided to send Director Hornaday to Eu- 
to again inspect the best zoological 
gardens of Germany, Belgium, Holland, 
France, and England. ‘He was charged to 
make special studies of the latest improve- 
ments in the heating, lighting, and venti- 


lation of the large buildings for animals, 


and also their cage arrangements in gen- 
eral. Mr. Hornaday will 
near the end of this month. 
A resolution was adopted expressing the 
thanks of the society for the valuable 
services of W. W. Niles, Jr., in the Assem- 
biy of 1895 in securing the enactment of 
the law incorporating the society, and as a 
further mark of appreciation he was 
eiected a life member of the society. 
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One Dismissed, One Exonerated. 


Thomas J. Kenny, for eight years an Inspect+ 
or in the United States Customs Service, in 
this city, was dismiesed by Collector Kilbreth 
yesterday for soliciting a gratuity from steam- 
ship passengers. A complaint was filed against 
Kenny about two weeks ago by the Secretary of 
a foreign missionary association, who asserted 
that Inspector Kenny solicited money to pass 
the baggage of two women missionaries, who 
came here from Costa Rica on the steamship 
Alleghany. Collector’ Kilbreth investigated, and 
satisfied himself that the accusation was true. 

Customs Inspector Thurlow Weed Parker has 
been exonerated after a cereful investigation of 
the charge that he accepted a gratuity from 
School Commissioner Montant for passing the 
latter’s trunks without examination. Mr. Mon- 
tant testified, before the Collector, that Inspector 
Parker performed his duty thoroughly, and in ad- 
dition, rendered him personal service which 
greatly facilitated his getting to his home, after 
his arrival from Europe, without the customary 
delay. He said that of his own volition, and 
without Inspector Parker’s knowledge, he slipped 
a ten-dollar-bill in the latter’s pocket, as an 
ucknowledgment of the extra services. A watch- 
ful detective was the first person to inform 
Parker that the money was in his pocket.

NEW-HAVEN, June $.—The crew 
that is to go to Henley has heen doing very 
light work: for the last few days, because 
the

will be taken to England has arrived from 
Waters, and is in every respect like the 
old one. i 

The suits of the crew this year are of 
white flannel with the seal, crossed oars,

The rowing trousers are of white, with 
the required half sleeve shirt. 

The members of the crew will take 


light exercise on the voyage across, which 
will take about ten days, and they will 
have a special training table on the 
steamer. Two Waters shells and two sets 
of oars will be taken. The Home which 
has been engaged for their use at Henley 
is away from the river, where the air is 
better. The Yale boats will be kept in the 
house of one of the English rowing clubs, 
and the boatmen and servants will be en- 
gaged when the crew gets to Henley. 
Guy Nickalls, the English oarsman, will 
have charge of these arrangements. In 
addition to Capt. Cook, it Has been decided 
that Capt. Richard Armstrong, ’98 S., will 
go with the crew to England. While in 
England prior to the races, the coaching 
will be done by Capt. Cook on horseback, 
because coaching iaunches are rot allowed 
at Henley, the fear being that the wash 
might do damage to the banks of the river. 

The itinerary of the ocean trip will be as 
follows: Leave New-Haven Friday, June 5, 
for New-York City, spending the night at 
the Murray Hill Hotel. The crew will leave 
New-York at 10 A. M. Saturday, June 6, on 
the Berlin, on which six staterooms have 
been engaged. The Yale men will arrive 
in Southampton about June 16, where boats 
and baggage will be transferred to the cars. 
Then the eight will go by rail to Henley. 
The men have made the following plans for 
tours through Europe after the race: Capt. 
Treadway, Manager De Sibour, and S. B. 
Thorne will take a boating trir down the 
Thames; Longacre, Beard, Marsh, and 
Whitney will return to this country imme- 
diately after the race; Rodgers and Bailey 
will come home after traveling a month; 
Langford will visit different parts of Eng- 
jiand; Brown and Clarke will go on the Con- 
tinent, and Miils will spend all Summer 
abroad. Simpson and Wheelwright have not 
decided what to do after the Henley con- 
test. Within the past few days what is re- 
garded as an official statement of the sta- 
tistics of the crew and substitutes has been 
made, as follows:

Capt. Cook has given out for publication 
a sort of official criticism of the men who 
have ‘been under his keen, critical eyes 
for several weeks, and it is as follows: 
*“ Langford, the stroke, is faulty, inasmuch 
as he has a tendency to feather under 
water at the end of his stroke. He does 
not make a keen enough catch while the 
boat is under headway. Adjustments in the 
rigging and a little more practice will help 
him. He is inclined to hold his oar too 
firmly. Capt. Treadway rows in excellent 
form, with the exception that he is some- 
what stiff with his wrists. 

“Longacre is faulty in swing, seeming 
to settle with outside shoulder at end of 
stroke when he starts to feather. His 
feathering is irregular. 
te row out at end of stroke and not to row 
through. Rodgers sits on his seat so as 
to lean in opposite direction from blade of 
oar. He is faulty in feathering and wrist 
action. 

“Beard carries his. stroke too far aft, 
getting his oar caught at end, and pulls 
last part of his stroke with his arms. 
Brown is slow’on the catch and does not 
keep up with the boat when it is at full 
headway. Simpson does not handle his 
oar with freedom and that degree of con- 
trol which is necessary in order to have 
the blade in proper position. He does not 
keep his shoulders square in carrying the 
stroke through, and is inclined to finish 
with his arms. ' 

.“*'fhe boat as a whole reaches too much 
with shoulders by allowing them to stretch 
in their sockets. They should be held back 
square and rigid. The men’ will probably 
improve in this respect during the final 
days of practice here, and also in handling 
their oars so as to get them into the water 
at the right angle and in: carrying them 
through in a uniform manner. The new 
men’s lack of experience inclines to make 
them artificially. stiff.’’ 

These are not regarded as very serious 
ailments with the men who are to be pitted 
against the finest blades in England. It 
can be seen from the conservative and 
moderate character of Capt. Cook’s criti- 
cism that he has failed to find anything 
of serious moment the matter with any 
single member of the regular eight. Yale 
men hereabout who have been watching 
the crew and.the practice work of the 
men, and who mingle a great deal with 
the oarsmen, thus being on very familiar 
terms with the crew, declare ‘that Capt. 
Cook and Capt. Treadway are-in a high 
state of Satisfaction over the condition of 
the eight. The very unimportant defects 
which Capt. Cook has been able to dis- 
cover, they say, will be entirely removed 
long before the men reach England, and 
in fact, before they leave New-Haven. 
Capt. Cook is bound to land on the shores 
of Great Britain with an ideal eight—one 
that will have the stroke with: which his 
name -has been identified for years—down 
to perfection. 

There has been a great deal of talk that 
the Yale stroke has been materially changed; 
that it is no longer the effective Cook 
stroke that has landed so many victories 
trom Harvard; and that this radical change 
in the method of rowing was due’to the 
short course upon which the crew is to 
row at Henley. Capt. Cook smiles over 
these reports: and then says, with a firm- 
ness that cannot be mistaken, that there 
hasn’t been the slightest deviation from 
the principle of what is called the Cook 
stroke on the part of the Henley crew. 
Every rudiment remains.’ The stroke has 
simply been quickened to what might 
be termed a spurting Cook stroke, or, in 
other words, .the .speed. has been .put up 
some and more steam is put into it. 

The contest at Henley will be-under far 
different conditions than prevailed at the 
annual contests of four miles on the New- 
London Thames. The ‘English Thames 
course at Henley is only 1 mile and 550 
yards in length, and being such a short 
distance in comparison with the New- 
London course, a quicker or rather a spurt 
stroke was required. The race at Henley 
will be a spurt from the very start, and 
the Yale Henley crew, fully realizing that 
it is to be short, sharp, and terrific, is 
.n trim for just such a desperate struggle. 

No one on the Yale campus has ventured 
the statement with any degree of earnest- 
ness that Yale is sure to come off victor in 
this heroic battle of the oars. Yale hopes 
for the best, and confines itself to the 
generalization that the American crew, 
barring accidents, will make a record that 
no Yale men need be ashamed of. The 
Yale men have little or no data on which 
to make computations. 

The record of the Cornell crew that last 
year faced the Englishmen is known at 
Yale, and forms something of a basis upon 
which to figure out the possibilities and 
probabilities of the Yale eight. But it is 
figured out here at Yale that the Cornell 
crew was not as fast as the Yale rep- 
resentatives will be when they send their 
shell over the Thames, and it is furthermore 
argued that Capt. Cook and the other boat- 
ing directors of Yale would never have ar- 
ranged to send a Yale eight to England to 
row in a race similar to that in which the 
Cornell men took part without first being 
perfectly satisfied that the Yale crew 
would be’ a very much faster set of men 
than the Cornell crew.

GRAND JURY TO LEARN OF ITS OPEN 
VIOLATION OF THE LAW. 





Ex-Justice Langbein Will Make 
Formal Complaint — Compary 
Obliged to Curry Passengers 
Across the Harlem Without 


Change, Yet Customers Are Now 
Hustled into Other Trains—What 
Some North-Side Citizens Say. 


The flagrant daily violations of the law 
on the part of the Manhattan Elevated Rail- 
road in refusing to its long-suffering cus- 
tomers a continuous journey without change 
of cars, from the Battery across the Har- 


jem River to Tremont, will shortly be 
brought to the attention of the Grand Jury. 

What is everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business, and for this reason the citizens 
who live on the north side have allowed the 
Manhattan Company to bully them for 
years into changing cars at One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street on the Third Ave- 
nue line, and at One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh Street on the Second Avenue ‘line, 
fin order to get across the river. 

In so doing the company has acted direct- 
ly contrary to the law, and has been guilty 
of a misdemeanor every time it put its 
customers to this abominable inconvenience. 
By Assemblyman Butts’s Continuous Rail- 
road act, the people are entitled to keep 
their seats and force the company to carry 
them to Tremont without change of cars. 
The law, however, has not been enforced,and 
the people have put up as best they might 
with the awkward and inconvenient change. 
Relief is likely, however, soon to be brought 
to the thousands who use the road morning 
and evening and are compelled twice a day 
to wait about on exposed platforms. in or- 
der to make the change of cars and allow 
the gompany to suit its own convenience 
rather than obey the law.

“I see no other way of getting our rights. 
The road has promised and promised, and 
lied .and lied, until patience has ceased to 
be a virtue. The company cannot plead 
ignorance as an excuse, because committee 
after committee has called its attention to 
the state of things. and has received in re- 
iy nothing but vague promises. I have 
ived for seven years at Washington Ave- 
nue, near One Hundred and Seventieth 
Street. 1 go down town every day, and I 
come home every evening by the elevated 
road. 

*“ When I get to One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-ninth Street I have to get out and take 
another train, and this when the platform 
is so crowded that it is scarcely possible 
to get within arm’s length of the cars. 
Worse than this—we often have to wait 
five or six minutes for a train. It is out- 
rageous and contemptibie, it is a misde- 
meanor, and an open and daily violation of 
the law.”’

Board of Trade which went before the 
Mayor Tuesday to enlist his Honor’s efforts 
in its behalf.

A reporter for THe Npw-York Ties 
sriade inquiries yesterday among prominent 
residents of the north sige and found with- 
out exception that in the company’s vio- 
lation of the law they have a grievance 
for which they have long and vainly sought 
redress. 

Assistant District Attorney Francis 
Oliver, who also makes the journey across 
the Harlem River twice a day, in reply to 
questions, sald:

“The company is undoubtedly guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and if some citizen cares 
to come forward and make a. complaint 
the matter will be considered and will in 
due course come under the consideration of 
the Grand Jury. 

“This violation has been going on so long 
because everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business. The Continuous Railway act calls 
for a continuous ride without change of 
cars. A plan to accomplish this was sub- 
mitted by the late Col. Hain to the Board 
of Directors, but nothing was ever done. 

‘In the opinion of the people there is no 
excuse why the company has not compliea 
with the law—none whatever. It is a mighty 
inconvenience to all of us who live across 
the Harlem. 

**One of the grounds of complaint against 
the Second Avenue line is that when a 
man arrives at the Second Avenue station 
he has to cross over stairs and bridges 
nearly a block long before he can reach his 
train to carry him across the river.’’ 

James L. Wells, Tax Commissioner and 
member also of the North Side Board of 
Trade, said: 

“We have been agitating this matter for 
two years now, and it is about time some- 
thing were done. The company cannot plead 
ignorance of the state of things because 
more than one committee of north siders 
has waited on it and asked for better ac- 
commodation. A committee went before 
Col. Hain last Fall, and the company prom- 
ised to take the matter under considera- 
tion. Nothing but vague promises has 
come from it, and we are no better off 
than before. 

“A train of five cars leaves Tremont in 
the busy morning hours, and by the time 
it reaches One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street it is packed full. The passengers 
on this train are then turned out and made 
to change. Five carloads, so to speak, then 
walk over to fill another five cars and find 
the platform already crowded to the edge 
with Harlem people. All these people then 
try and get into one train. The result may 
be imagined.

“Trains run from here to Chicago over 
many a big river on the way, and there 
is no change necessary. Surely a wealthy 
corporation like the. Manhattan can ar- 
range its switches and tracks so as to 
pos! with the law and give to its long- 
suffering patrons at least a few of the 
rights they are entitled to. 

“What we want is immediate relief and 
better rapid transit for the future. Some- 
times it takes longer on Third Avenue to 
go from One Hundred and Sixteenth Street 
to One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street 
than from the City Hall to One Hundred 
and Sixteenth Street, and this, too, just at 
the time when the weary, tired, working 
people are anxious .to get to their homes. 
Moreover, we 'want this relief before the 
Winter, for that is the time when changing 
cars is the most serious inconvenience.”’ 





MARTYRDOM FOR SINGLE TAX. 





Arrests in Delaware That May Excite 
a Political Issue. 


Recent experiences of single-tax advo- 
cates in’: Delaware go to show that evan- 
gelizing down in that State is-not all beer 
and skittles by any means. 

The Delaware Single Tax Association is 
vigorous and full of: life, and its propa- 
ganda is conducted with “all energy and 
persistence. “‘ But,” said George J. Bryan, 
its Secretary, to a reporter for THE NEw- 
YorK TIMEs, yesterday, ‘“‘ when they ar- 
rest our men and put them in prison, with- 
out the option of a fine, for the crimé of 


preaching single tax in the street, I think 
it’s going pretty far, don’t you?” 

The trouble. began last Thursday, when 
William Horan, an active advocate of the 
single-tax theories, who lives in Wilming- 
ton, was arrested and sentenced to thirty 
days in jail in Dover, Del. He had the op- 
tion of $10 fine, but rather than admit his 
guilt by paying it he went to prison, and is 
at the present moment languishing in a 
cell. Excitement over the commitment of 
Horan grew in Dover, and spread to other 
towns in the State, until it reached fever 
pitch last Saturday, when a second arrest 
was made, and another single-tax advocate 
Was sentenced to twenty days in jail, with- 
out the option of a fine, and without being 
even allowed to give bail. 

O. F. Stephens, a prominent manufact- 
urer of Philadelphia, of the firm of Ste- 
phens, Cooper & Co., was one oi forty 
single-tax evangelists who are conducting 
the propaganda in Delaware. Mr. Stephens 
knew of Horan’s arrest, but evidently felt 
no fear, for on Saturday evening he pro- 
cured a big’ box and mounted this impromp- 
tu rostrum where it stood, about six feet 
from the pavement, in.a street of the town 
of Dover. Presently Mayor Fisher came 
over to him and asked him to move the 
box, as it was in the way. The speaker 
complied with this request, though the new 
position of the box was evidently no more 
to the Mayor's liking than before. 

‘““Now, Sir,’’ said the Mayor, “if you 
begin speaking on the single tax you will 
be arrested.”’ 

Mr. Stephens was not a bit daunted. Hh» 
had a magnificent sentence on the tip of 
his tongue, and he let it roll forth and echo 
down the dimly lit streets of Dover, Mayor 
or no Mayor. 

When he reached the period, a fat po- 
liceman stepped up, and, laying a hand on 
his shoulder, said: ‘‘ You’re my prisoner 
You must come along with me.’’ The pris- 
oner was arraigned before Magistrate Coop- 
er. 
‘“‘What am I charged with?” he asked. 


“With disturbing the highway and 
preaching single tax,’’ replied the Magis- 
trate. 


“I plead guilty to the second charge, but 
not to the first,’’ said Mr. Stephens. 

“Twenty days in jail, without the option 
of a fine, ruled the Court, and Mr. Ste- 
phens was marched off to keep company 
with Horan. 

Single taxers are very -strong in Dover, 
and they are talking of filling the jail, 
which has less than a dozen cells. They have 
a drum and fife corps, and a string band, 
and every night now in Dover there are 
speakers galore on the single tax, with mu- 
sical accompaniments. 

Next Thursday habeas corpus proceed- 
ings will be taken at 10 o’clock to have 
Stephens and Horan released. Ralston & 
Siddons, a firm of Washington lawyers, 
and, it is said, Col. Ingersoll, have been 
retained to look after their interests. 

“Politicians in Delaware are at their 
wits’ end,’’ declared a Delaware single-tax 
man to a TIMES reporter yesterday. ‘‘/Sin- 
gie tax has demoralized the politics of the 
State. They hold the balance of power 
there, and still have five months of active 
campaign to hold. We shall get pledges 
from candidates, and if they won’t give 
pledges we shall defeat them; or we will 
get one of the parties to indorse the single 
tax.”

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MASONS WANT A NEW SITE 





THE GRAND LODGE CONSIDERS THE 
QUESTION OF MOVING. 





A Committee to Report upon the Mat- 
ter Next Year—The Proposition Is 
to Buy Land Soon with the Re- 
serve Fund ‘and to Build Another 
Hall at a Favorable Opportunity 
—New Constitution Adopted—Elec- 


tion of Officers. 


The Masonic Grand Lodge had under 
consideration at its afternoon session yes- 
terday the question of purchasing a site 
for a new hall further up town and of 
disposing of the present building at Twen- 


ty-third Street and Sixth Avenue some 
time in the future. 

' The matter came up in the shape of a 
suggestion from the Committee on the Hall 
and Asylum Fund, to which had been re- 
ferred the report of the Trustees of that 
fund, and the Grand Master was directed 
to appoint a committee to act with the 
‘Trustees, 

The Committee on the Hall and Asylum 
Fund said, in reporting upon the matter: 

The reserve fund now amounts to the very 
handsome sum of over $189,000. When it is 
considered that this fund has been accumulated 
in a comparatively few years, that the frater- 
nity in this jurisdiction is so firmly established, 
that business and residential quarters of New- 
York City are rapidly undergoing a _ well-de- 
veloped change, your committee, upon a thorough 
consideration, are constrained to believe that the 
time has arrived when, in justice to the future 
of the craft, the Grand Lodge should determine 
the advisability of investing the reserve fund in 
a way insuring greater benefits and. advantages. 

Your committee are convinced that while, by 
reason of the northward march of business in- 
terests in the city, the present Masonic Hall 
has enhanced and will continue to enhance in 
value as a site for commercial purposes, the rent- 
als from which, for such purposes, it-may safely 
be assumed, will guarantee the permanent main- 
tenance of the Hall and Asylum Fund, yet for 
Masonic purposes its value is destined to de- 
preciate not alone by reason of location, but also 
consequent upon the erection, at less expense, 
of more modern structures, offering better facill- 
ties at lower rentals. It requires no argument 
to convince your committee that the Grand 
Lodge, with that conservativeness born of ex- 
perience, are not- yet prepared (nor likely to be 
for years) to erect a new hall, but a firm belief 
in the propriety of securiing, while opportunity 
may admit, at a reasonable cost, from funds 
actually on hand, property in a suitable location, 
whereon, when all conditions warrant and the 
Grand Lodge sanction, .a substantial, well- 
adapted building may be erected at as low cost 
as is consistent with the actual requirements of 
the fraternity, leads your committee to recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the members of the Board of 
Trustees and three Masters or Past Masters to be 
named by the Grand Master be constituted a com- 
mittee for the purpose of investigating the ad- 
visability of the investment of the reserve fund 
in the purchase of real estate in the City of New- 
York, and to take such action in the premises 
as will be for the best interests of the craft. 

The suggestion was adopted, and the com- 
mittee called for in the resolution will be 
appointed after the adjournment of the 
Grand Lodge. The committee will report 
at the next annual meeting. 

The Committee on the Hall and Asylum 
Fund also recommended the erection at an 
early date, on the grounds of the home, at 
Utica, N. Y., of an infirmary for Masons 
who, through chronic illness or incurable 
disease, are not fit subjects for admission to 
the home. It was stated that admission to 
the home haa been refused to several per- 


sons;who were paralyzed and otherwise 
afflicted. The recommendation was adopted, 
as. was also one directing the Trustees of the 
Hall and -Asylu Fund to make apptica- 
tion to the Legislature for an amendment 
to their charter, so as to empower them to 
hold real estate to the amount of $5,000,000. 

When the proposed new constitution came 
up yesterday for final adoption, the rivalry 
between the « ty and country lodges, which 
has been slumbering for years, was made 
manifest, 

There was-a spirited discussion on the 
proposition made by Charles E, Ide, the 
Senior Grand Warden, to strike out Section 
10 of the constitution. This section pro- 
vides that when the Grand Master is chosen 
from this city or Brooklyn, the Deputy 
Grand Master shall be chosen from some 
other part of the State; and when the 
Grand Master is chosen from any part of 
the State other than this city or Brook- 
lyn, the Deputy Grand Master shall 
be chosen from either ‘of. those cities. It 
also provides that the Secretary and Treas- 
urer shall be chosen from New-York and 
Brooklyn and the two Grand Wardens 
from the country districts. 

This plan was adopted on the union, fifty 
years ago, of two rival Grand Lodges in this 
State, both of which claimed to be regular, 
and has been in force ever since. 

In support of his proposition, Mr. Ide said 
that he believed the time had arrived when 
all territorial lines should be abolished, and 
that each member of the Grand Lodge 
should be eligible to be chosen by his breth- 
ren to any office, without regard to his 
place of residence. 

Past Grand Master Sherer, Chairman of 
the commission which revised the constitu- 
tion, contendeé that the system as provided 
in Section 10 had been originally adopted for 
the purpose of promoting peace and hap- 
mony. In this it had been eminently suc- 
cessful, and there was no good reason why 
it should be changed. 

After some further discussion, the propo- 
~— to strike out the section was voted 
own. 

An amendment to permit the choice of the 
Treasurer and Secretary from other parts 
of the State than this city and Brocklyn 
was also rejected. 

With some unimportant amendments, the 
new constitution was then adopted.

THE TARIFF CONVENTION. FAILS, 


Only Provisional Action Taken by the 
Few Delegates Who Attended. 


Detroit, Mich., June 3.—The Tariff Com- 
mission Convention, which opened here yes- 
terday, made an unsuccessful fight for life 
to-day and then adjourned. Only twenty 
delegates were present when the conven- 
tion was called to order at the Hotel Ca- 
dillac this morning. Some of the delegates 
who were here became disgusted over the 
small attendance and left the city last 
night, amd no new delegates arrived this 
morning, 

Under the circumstances, permanent or- 
ganization was opposed, and the Commit- 
tee on Future Organization reported a pro- 
visional organization, to be known as the 
National Provisional Commercial and In- 
dustrial Association. This report also 
called for a provisional committee, to be 
composed of one member from each State 
represented, to look after the future of the 
organization and cal! a convention for the 
first Tuesday in December next. Tre ma- 
jority report of the Committee on Tariff, 
favoring the taking of the tariff question 
out of politics, and giving the provisional 
committee authority to frame a bill, to be 
presented at: the next meeting of the asso- 
ciation, was adopted. The convention, by 
the resolution, also favored the creation by 
Congress of a Department of Commerce, 
the head of such department to be a Cabi- 
net officer. , 

The report of the Committee on Consular 
Service favored the use of the Consular 
Service to increase American trade abroad, 
and especially with South American coun- 
tries. The convention then adjourned sine 
die. 





Powder Not for the Cubans. 


It was rumored yesterday that the steamship 
Anerly, Capt. Shelbourne, about ready to sail 
from this port, was loading with war munitions 
for the Cuban insurgents. The only foundation 
for the report was that forty tons of powder 
and dynamite were to be put aboard at Graves- 
end Bay, where all explosives are loaded and 
unicaded under the harbor regulations. The ex- 
plosives were consigned by James McNider, to 
Sylvanus Miller, at Port Barrios, to be used 
for blasting in the building of a railroad in 
Honduras. The vessel otherwise carries general 
cargo for. West Indian and Central American 
ports, and is one of a large fleet for which the 
old house of Bowring & Archibald of this city 
are agents. They were indignant at the report. 





OBJECTIONS MADE TO THE ZOOLOG« 
ICAL SOCIETY’S APPLICATION. 





Some of the Sinking Fund Commis« 
sioners Not in Favor of Granting 
It a Site on the Bronx~—Mayor 
Strong Agrees with Gen, MeCook 
that the Transfer of Property 
Would Set a Bad Precedent—A 
Scientific Council for the Society. 


The effort of the New-York Zoological So- 
ciety to secure 261 acres in Bronx Park, 
south of Pelham Avenue, for the eswblish- 
ment of its proposed garden is not looked 


upon favorably by some of the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund. 

The society made an application to the 
Commissioners a few weeks ago for a 
site, and the matter was referred to a sub- 
committee of the commission, made up of 
Gen. Anson G. McCook, City Chamberlain; 
Controller Fitch, and Alderman Olcott. At 
the meeting of the Commissioners, in the 
Mayor’s office, yesterday, Gen. McCook re- 
ported progress by the committee. 

We said that the proposed Pelham Ave- 
nue site is nearly a mile from any point 
to which visitors could secure convenient 
carriage. He added: 

The site cost the city $800,000, and I am not at 
all sure that the people will consent to the trans- 
fer of so much land to a private corporation, for 
that is what the society practically amounts to. 
As I understand the matter, all that the Zoolog- 
ical Socicty proposes to do for the city is to es- 
tablish the garden. The question of maintenance 
must be met by the city. This means about 
$100,000 a year. I admit that the revenue from 
the garden, which will revert to the society, 
will be small, for under the law the garden will 
have to be open to the public free of charge on 
five days of the week, including Sundays; but TC 
fear that the transfer of the property might be 
tablish a bad precedent. 

The Mayor took Gen. MeCook’s view o 
the matter. He said that if the applicatio1 
of the society was granted it would meat 
the turning over of 261 acres of public 
land to a private corporation, and this, he 
declared, ought not to be done. He said: 

If we want a great zoological garden, let ug 
get one of our own. We have the nucleus fot 
one now. The residents in the immediate vicinity 
of the proposed site are protesting against the 
location of a garden there. 

No action was taken in the matter, and 
it will be considered further by the sub- 
committee, which will soon meet with a 
committee of the Zoological Society and go 
into the whole question. 

The Zoological Society is going steadily 
ahead with its preparations. Its Executive 
Committee met Tuesday afternoon at 69 
Wall Street and formed a Scientific Coun- 
cil. This coun cilis to act with Director 
William T. Hornaday as “an advisory 
board in questions of a scientific nature 
regarding the development of the park and 
the exhibition and utilization of its col- 
lections for scientific purposes.’’ The Coun- 
cil is made up as follows: 

William T. Hornaday, Director New- 
York Zoological Park, Chairman; Madison 
Grant, Secretary New-York Zoological So- 
ciety, Secretary ex officio; Prof. J. A. Ale 
len, Curator of Mammalogy and Ornithol- 
ogy, American Museum of Natural His- 
tory; Frank M. Chapman, Assistant Cu- 
rator of Mammalogy and Ornithology, 
American Museum of Natural History; 


Prof. Henry F. Osborn, Da Costa Professor 
of Zoology, Columbia University; Prof. W. 
Gilman Thompson, University. of New- 
York; Dr. Tarieton H.- Bean, Superintend- 
ent New-York Aquarium; Dr. George. Bird 
Grinnell, editor of Forest and Stream, and 
William A. Stiles, Park Commissioner, City 
of New-York, and editor of Garden and 
Forest. 

All the gentlemen named have consented 
to serve. The Executive Committee de- 
cided to send Director Hornaday to Eu- 
rope to again inspect the best zoological 
gardens of Germany, Belgium, Holland, 
France, and England. “He was charged to 
make special studies of the latest improve- 
ments in the heating, lighting, and venti- 
lation of the large buildings for animals, 
and also their cage arrangements in gen- 
eral. Mr. Hornaday will probably sail 
near the end of this month. 

A resolution was adopted expressing the 
thanks of the society for the valuable 
services of W. W. Niles, Jr., in the Assem- 
biy of 1895 in securing the enactment of 
the law incorporating the society, and as a 
further mark of appreciation he was 
eiected a life member of the society. 





One Dismissed, One Exonerated. 


Thomas J, Kenny, for eight years an Inspect 
or in the United States Customs Service, in 
this city, was dismiesed by Collector Kilbreth 
yesterday for soliciting a gratuity from steam- 
ship passengers.

Important Meeting of Commercial 
Delegates in Philadelphia, 


PHILADELPHIA, June 3.—Leading trade and 
commercial organizations of the United 
States were represented to-day at a meet- 
ing of the Advisory Board of the Philadel- 
phia Commercial Museum.

The projectors of the Commercial Museum 
announce that it will step into that promi- 
nence in international trade relations that is 
now bape tg by similar Eurepean bodies. 
The meeting was formally opened by Dr. 
William Pepper, President of the Board of 
Trustees of the museum, who made dn ad- 
dress upon the objects that are sought te 
be attained.

British Millionaires Buying the Mines 
in This Country. 


OTTawa, Ontario, June 3.—The mining 
properties in the Kootenay district, British 
Columbia, known as Le Roi, War Eagle, 
and Iron Mask mines, have been sold to 
capitalists in London, England. Le Roi 
mine brought $5,000,000; the War Eagle, 
$2,000,000, and the Iron Mask $1,000,000. 

Evcin Ill, June 3.—George S. Chisholm 
of this city, now at Salt Lake City, sends 
word that the Centennial Eureka mine, in 
which he is largely interested, has been 
sold to an English syndicate for $4,000,000. 
The mine is about thirty miles south of 
Salt Lake City, and has been paying heavy 
dividends. 

Butte, Mon., June 3.—The statement was 
made to-day on apparently reliable au- 
thority that the entire property of the 
Anaconda Mining Company has passed into 
the. possession of an English syndicate 


represented by Mr. Hamilton Smith. Mar- 
cus Daly, the General Manager, consented 
to retain an interest and remain as 
manager. The syndicate, it is said, has 
acquired all of the Haggin and Hearst in- 
terests in the company. The consideration 
fs unknown, but it is said to be on a 
basis $45,000,000.
